1. The Minutes of the meeting of the Board of 
Inspection, held on April 29, 1941, were confirmed. 

2. With reference to Board of Inspection Resolution 
No. 34 of April 29, 1941, the Registrar read letter No. 
A/107-E. C./XV-171-1941 dated July 5, 1941 received 
from the Secretary to His Excellency the Governor, U. P. 
in regard to the eligibility of a certain person to be the 
Head of a Department. 

Resolved that it be recorded. 

3. With reference to Board of Inspection Resolu- 
tion No. 36 of April 29,1941, and letter No. 608 of 
April 2, 1941, from the Principal, Holkar College, Indore 
requesting that the college be allowed to hold the Law 
Classes in the evening at the Hindi Middle School in 
Indore City, the Board considered the report of Mr. 
C. Mahajan on the inspection of the Middle School. 
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In this connection the Registrar also reported Vice- 
Chancellor’s order dated July 16, 1941 that in view of 
the report of Mr. Mahajan the College might provisionally 
hold Law classes at the Hindi Middle School in Indore 
City from July 1941, on the conditions mentioned in the 
report. 

Resolved that the order of the Vice-Chancellor be 
confirmed and the College be allowed to transfer the Law 
Classes to the Hindi Middle School building on condition 
that : — 


(o) An additional clerk and an additional Chapra- 
si are appointed, and 

{b) the Principal of Holkar College continues to 
exercise the same supervision as at present 
over the organisation, discipline, etc. of the 
Law students in the new building. 

4. With reference to Board of Inspection Resolu- 
tion Nos. 26 (II) and 27 of April 29, 1941, the Board 
considered the report of the Inspectors ( Dr. T. S. Sabnis, 
Rai Bahadur R. L. Sethi, and Mr. K. P. Bhatnagar) on 
the following questions relating to Balwant Rajput 
College, Agra : — 

(a) fulfilment of the conditions of_afi!iliation, and 
(i) recognition of the college in Botany with Plant Breeding 
upto the B. Sc. (Ag.) standard. 

Resolved that the report of the Inspectors be adopted 
and the College be asked (1) to spend, before June 30, 
1942, a sum of not less than Rs. 3,000, in addition to the 
recurring grant of Rs. 9,751, on the farm in order to 
bring it upto the maximum level of efficiency, and (2) to 
provide for the purchase of books and journals on agri- 
culture and other allied subjects a non-recurring grant of 
Rs. 3,000 before June 30, 1942, and thereafter a recur- 
ring grant of Rs. 1,000 per year. 

Resolved further that recognition in Botany with 
Plant Breeding for the B. Sc. (Ag.) degree be granted to 
the College on the following conditions with effect from 
July, 1942: — 

(1) The person appointed to teach the subject should beat 
least of a lecturer’s grade and should get Rs. 120-10-200 a 
month. 
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(2) An area of at least 5 acres should be set apart on the farm 

and placed at the disposal of the lecturer in Plant Breed* 
ing for growing different generations of crops required 
for teaching the subject. To start with, he should take 
up one Kharif and one Rabi crop for crossing purposes. 

(3) An Assistant in the grade of Rs. 30-50 should be provided 

to help the lecturer in the field and laboratory work. 

(4) A room should be provided at the Farm for the Assistant 

to sit and for stocking the materials such as pegs, labels 
paper and cloth bags, etc. required for selling the plants 
and other plant breeding work. 

(5) An annual recurring grant of at least Rs. 250, per year 

should be placed at the disposal of the ^lecturer to meet 
charges connected with this work. Out of this sum 
at least Rs. 50 should be reserved every year for purcha- 
sing literature of the latest type as it is very necessary 
that he should keep himself abreast of the latest know- 
ledge of this science. 

(6) Since certain amount of statistics also forms part of the 

Plant Breeding course, a Computing Machine should also 
be provided. There is no need to provide a separate Assis- 
tant for working the Computing Machine as the lecturer 
himself with the help of his assistant should be able to 
demonstrate its use. 

(7) The proposed lecturer should collect seed samples and other 

materials from different research stations in the Province 
and elsewhere and should try some of the samples in the 
next “ Rabi'' season. 

5. With reference to Board of Inspection Resolution 
No. 20 of March 7, 1941, requiring the authorities of 
Dungar College, Bikaner to provide a suitable Hostel by 
July 1941, the Board considered the report of the Ins- 
pector (Mr. S. C. Chatterjee) appointed by the Vice- 
Chancellor, at the request of the College, to look into the 
proposed arrangements for the improvements of the 
Dungar College Hostel, Bikaner. 

Resolved that as recommended by the Inspector the 
authorities of Dungar College, Bikaner be informed (I) 
that the present Hostel may be used upto 30th April, 
1942, but not beyond that date; and (II) that the new 
Hostel and the Warden’s quarters in the College Com- 
pound should be built and made ready for use by 30th 
June, 1942. 

6. With reference to Board of Inspection Resolution 
No. 12 of November 22, 1940, the Board considered the 
report of the Inspectors (R. B. Dr. Brijendra Swarup, 
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Dr. L. P. Mathur and Mr. K. P. Bhatnagar) on the 
periodical Inspection of Victoria College, Gwalior, held 
in August 1941. 

Resolved that the report be generally approved and 
forwarded to the Executive Council with the recommen- 
dation that the College be asked to take action particular- 
ly in regard to the following 

(1) The State authorities must take immediate steps to erect 

a new hostel for the exclusive use of the College students 
in a suitable locality so as to be ready by July, 1943. 

(2) The construction of the new science laboratories should 

be taken in hand at once, so that they may be available for 
use by July, 1943. 

(3) It is desirable that the salaries of the posts should be 

graded and time-scale increments should be given to the 
members of the Staff. 

(4) The salary of Mr. Gur Prasad Tandon, Professor of Hindi 

should be brought on a level equal to that of other Pro- 
fessors. 

(5) Permanent arrangements be immediately made in the 

vacancy caused by the retirement of Mr. Vidya Bhushan 
Saksena, Professor of Zoology. 

(6) Mr. Hari Babu Saksena, M. Sc., who is teaching degree 

classes is getting Rs. 75 p. m. only. This is against Uni- 
versity Statutes and he should be given a minimum start 
of Rs. 100 per mensem. 

(7) It is desirable that compulsory games or compulsory drill 

should be introduced, and more playing fields should be 
provided. The condition of the existing fields should be 
improved. 

(^8) The Office Staff is very low paid and their salaries need 
improvement. 

(9) It would greatly increase the efficiency of the administra- 
tion of the College, if the Principal is provided with 
quarters near the College. 

(10) Steps should be taken to supervise the conditions of life 
of day students on the lines suggested in the report, 

7. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 219 of April 30, 1941, the Board considered the 
replies received from the Principals of the following 
Colleges in regard to the action taken on the report of the 
periodical inspection of these colleges held during the 
year 1940-41 : 
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(1) Bareilly College, Bareilly. 

Resolved that in the opinion of the Board the replies 
of the college are generally unsatisfactory and can not be 
accepted, the attention of the Principal may be drawn to 
this fact and he may be asked to send by November 
1, 1941 proper replies as to the action already taken or 
proposed to be taken by the College on the report of the 
University Inspectors. 

(2) S. D. College, Cawnpore. 

Resolved that in the opinion of the Board the replies 
of the College are generally unsatisfactory and particu- 
larly so in regard to items 3, 5, 6, 8 and more specially 
item 12. The Board is therefore unable to accept them. 
The attention of the Principal may be drawn to the fact 
and he may be asked to send by November 1, 1941 proper 
replies as to the action already taken or proposed to be 
taken by the College on the report of the University 
Inspectors. 

8. The Board considered the proposal of the Princi- 
pal, Holkar College, Indore, regarding the co-operative 
teaching between the Holkar College Indore, and the 
Indore Christian College. 

Resolved that the matter be referred back to the 
Principal of Holkar College, Indore and he be asked to 
consult the Principal of Christian College, Indore and 
then make a joint application. 

9. The Board recorded the changes in the staff of the 
affiliated Colleges along with the arrangements made and 
the qualifications of persons appointed as communicated to 
the University under Statute 4 of Chapter XVII of the 
Universily Calendar. 

10. With reference to E-xecutive Council Resolution 
No. 206 of April 30, 1941, the Board considered applica- 
tion No. 740 dated March 28, 1941, from the Manager, 
N. R. E. C. College, Khurja, for the affiliation of the 
College to the University upto the B. A. and B. Com. 
standards with effect from July, 1942, 
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Resolved that the following ' Inspectors be appointed 
to inspect the College : —

11. With reference to letter No. 3574/V-51P dated 
August 1, 1941, from the Principal, Agricultural College, 
Cawnpore, the Board considered a reference in regard to 
the qualification for the post of Lecturer in Veterinary 
Science in the College. 

Resolved that in the opinion of the Board a person 
possessing the diploma of G. B. V. C. of the Bengal 
Veterinary College, Calcutta be considered as qualified to 
teach the subject of Veterinary Science for the B. Sc. 
(Ag.) Examination in an Agricultural College of the 
University. 

12. With reference to letter No. 3188/c-6(d)/P 
dated July 11, 1941, from the Principal, Agricultural 
College, Cawnpore tlie Board considered a reference in 
regard to the qualifications for the post of the demons- 
trator in Agricultural Engineering in the Agricultural 
College, Cawnpore. 

Resolved that in the opinion of the Board a person 
possessing the degree of B. Sc. (Ag.) and at least one 
year’s post-graduate training in Agricultural Engineering 
at the Allahabad Agricultural Institute, Allahabad, be 
considered as qualified to be a teacher of Agricultural 
Engineering for the B.Sc. (Ag.) classes in an Agricultural 
College of the University. 

13. Read letter No. 42 dated August 11, 1941, from 
the Principal, Agra College, Agra, requesting some relax- 
ation of the rules relating to post-graduate teaching so as 
to enable them to utilize the services of their professor 
of Persian Mr. M. T. Faruqui in the teaching of M. A. 
classes in Urdu. 
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Resolved that it be recommended to the Executive 
Council that the qualifications of Mr. M. T. Faruqi be 
recognized for purpose of teaching M. A. classes in Urdu 
in the Agra College, Agra. 

14. Read letter No. 257/A/2/5 dated August 16, 
1941, from the Principal Bareilly College, requesting the 
University to approve of the appointment of Mr. M, T. 
Siddiqui as the Head of the Post-graduate Department 
in Urdu, under the proviso to statute 5 of Chapter XVII 
of the University Calendar for 1939-40. 

Resolved that it be recommended to the Executive 
Council that the request of the College be not accepted. 

15. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 165 of March 8, 1941, granting affiliation upto the 
B. A. and B. Sc. (Agriculture) standards to the K. E. M. 
Udaibhan Jat College, Lakhaoti on certain conditions and 
requesting the Vice-Chancellor to satisfy himself with 
regard to the fulfilment of these conditions, the Board 
considered the report of Rai Bahadur R. L. Sethi, Princi- 
pal, Agricultural College, Cawnpore, who had been 
deputed by the Vice-Chancellor to inspect the College and 
report on the fulfilment of the conditions of affiliation 
laid down by the University. 

Resolved that the K. E. M. Udaibhan Jat College, 
Lakhaoti be allowed to continue its classes on the definite 
understanding that such of the conditions of affiliation 
as arc reported by Rai Bahadur Sethi to liave been only 
partially fulfilled by the College so far (owing to certain 
reasons, some of which are said to be beyond the control 
of the College) are completely fulfilled by the College in 
the course of the session 1941-42, particularly the condi- 
tion relating to the training of Mr. Vikram Singh at the 
Allahabad Agricultural Institute, Allahabad. 

Resolved also that the present batch of students 
admitted to the college in July, 1941 be not allowed to 
offer Horticulture as an optional subject since the orchards 
are not ready. 

16. The Board considered the following remarks 
made by the B.Sc. Practical Examiner in Zoology (1941) 
for the Government College, Ajmer, and the reply 
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(letter No. 1085 dated' August llth/12th 1941) received 
in this connection from the Principal, Government College, 
Ajmer, saying that the higher authorities of the College 
were being addressed on the subject, but in view of the 
war it would take some time for the matter to be dealt 
with by the Government : — 


The Department is far from adequately furnished. The 
Museum has slightly improved, although still notably 
below the standard. The collection of bones and slides 
has to be added to and numerous charts for teaching should 
be supplied. On enquiry, I found that some money has 
been sanctioned for the improvement of the Museum and 
that the teacher iu charge is planning out the necessary 
additions. In the interests of efficiency however, it must 
be remarked that there is only one person responsible for 
lecture and practical work of all the classes from the First 
year to the Fourth, and that he is naturally so over worked 
as to find very little time to devote to the building up of 
the museum, the Osteological Collection and the Slide 
Cabinet. The need for the addition of a part-time 
Demonstrator in Zoology cannot be over-emphasized, as it 
will relieve the Head of the Department to build up the 
essential accompaniments of Zoological teaching. 

' Resolved that the College be asked to appoint a part- 
time Demonstrator in Zoology by July 1942 at the latest. 

17. Under First Statute 6(1), the Board appointed

18. With reference to Board of Inspection Resolu- 
tion No. 33 of 29th April 1941, the Board considered 
letter No. L/11 — 1009 dated August 20, 1941, from the 
Honorary Secretary of the Committee of Management, 
Balwant Rajput College, Agra regarding a separate 
institution upto B. T. standard at Agra. 

Resolved that in view of the fact that tlic authorities 
of the College are prepared to start an entirely separate 
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institution for the B. T. Degree, the following Inspectors 
be appointed to inspect the College : —

OF MEDICINE FOR THE YEAR 1941-42

1. The Minutes of the meeting of the Faculty of 
Medicine, held on March 19, 1941, were confirmed. 

2. Major-General H. C. Buckley was unanimously 
nominated Dean of the Faculty under Section 21(3) of 
the Act, in place of Lieut.-Col. J. C. Bharucha, who had 
ceased to be a member of the Faculty. 

(Tlie Vice-Chancellor congratulated General Buckley on his 
election and asked him to take the chair. Major-General 
Buckley thanked the Vice-Chancellor and the members 
of the Faculty for electing him the Dean of the Faculty 
and took the chair. 

The Vice-Chancellor at this stage left the meeting.) 

3. The Faculty elected Dr. S. N. Mathur and Rai 
Bahadur Dr. G. P. Rawat to the Board of Studies in 
Medicine in place of and for tlie residue of the terms of 
Drs. H. N. Gupta and P. D. Srivastava respectively who 
had ceased to be members of the I'aculty and consequently 
of the Board. 

4. Under First Statute '7(3), the Faculty co-opted 
Dr. Bhuwan Chand Pant, Retired Civil Surgeon, Bareilly, 
to the Faculty, 
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5. The Faculty considered G. O. No. 139 C. N./ 
V-173, dated May 29, 1941 and further correspondence 
with the U. P. Government (Medical Department) on the 
subject of affording facilities to the Medical Licentiates 
with a view to enable them to obtain the M.B., B.S. degree 
of the Agra University and in this connection also con- 
sidered — 

(i) Certain resolutions passed by the Medical Re- 
organisation Committee at its meeting held 
on January 24, 1939; 

(it) Resolution No. 12 passed by the Medical 
Council, U. P. on March 18, 1940: 

(m) Resolution No. 14 passed by the Medical 
Council, U. P. in March 1941 ; 

(iv) Representation dated April 22, 1940 from the 
All India Medical Licentiates’ Association, 
U. P.; 

(^’) Certain draft rules proposed in this behalf by 
the Convener, Board of Studies in Medicine, 
and 

(I'i) The resolution passed by the Board of Studies 
in Medicine on August 29, 1941. 

Resolved that the Faculty agrees with the Board of 
Studies in Medicine and recommends to the Academic 
Board and the Executive Council that the following 
statute be adopted by the University with a view to pro- 
viding necessary facilities to the Licentiates for taking the 
M.B., B.S. degree of the Agra University: — 

Add the following as Statute 11 to Chapter XXXIII-D; — 

11. Notwithstanding any thing contained in these statutes, a 
holder of the L. M. P. or L. S. M. F. Diploma of the State 
Medical Faculty, U. P., may be allowed as a private 
candidate to take the M.B., B.S. Degree of the University 
provided — 

(t) his preliminary qualifications come up to the standard laid 
down by the Medical Council of India t.r. he has either 
(a) passed the Intermediate Examination of the Board 
of High School and Intermediate Education, U.P., 
with the medical group of subjects (Physics, Chemistry 
and Biology) with a practical test in each subject, or 
{b) an examination recognised as equivalent thereto; 
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(ii) he has passed the following examinations conducted by 
the University 

(a) The First M.B., B.S. Examination in Anatomy and 

Physiology, 

(b) The Second M.B., B.S. Examination in Materia Medica 

and Pharmacology, and 

(c) The examination in.Pathology and Bacteriology out of 

the group of subjects prescribed for the Final M.B., 
B.S. Examination: 

Provided that the examination under (a) above must be passed 
at any time within 2 years before the candidates' joining 
an affiliated college of the University recognised up to 
the M.B., B.S. standard, and the examinations under (6) 
and (c) above must^ be passed at any time within 18 
months after the candidate has joined such a college ; 

(Hi) after passing the First M.B., B.S. Examination in Anatomy 
and Physiology, he has attended in a college of Medi- 
cine affiliated to the University, a course of study— both 
theoretical and practical —in the following subjects for 
not less than two years 

(a) Medicine, 

(b) Surgery, 

(c) Obstetrics and Gynaecology, 

(d) Ophthalmology, 

(e) Forensic Medicine, 

(/) Hygiene and Public Health. 

During this period special attention shall be given to the study 
of applied Anatomy and Physiology and Clinical Patho- 
logy and the Medical Council of India's requirements in 
Obstetrics and Gynaecology shall be fully complied with ; 

(ivy He has passed the Final M.B., B.S. Examination of the 
University in the subjects noted under (Hi) above 
provided that the examination in (e) Forensic Medicine 
and (/) Hygiene and Public Health may be taken 18 
months after the candidate has passed the First M.B., . 
B.S. Examination of the University in Anatomy and 
Physiology. 

Resolved further that with a view to providing facili- 
ties for those Licentiates who do not possess the basic 
qualification of having passed the Intermediate examina- 
tion with the medical group of subjects, it be recommended 
to the Board of High School and Intermediate Education, 
U. P., that the Licentiates may be permitted to take the 
Intermediate examination in Science with the medical 
group of subjects as private ' candidates because, in the 
first place, they have already gone through a practical 
course in Physics, Chemistry and Human Anatomy and 
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Physiology during their course of study at a medical 
school, and secondly because it would mean a great hard- 
ship to such Licentiates, both in private practice and in 
Government service, if they are compelled to join a science 
college for two years in order to pass the Intermediate 
examination in Science with the medical group of subjects 
under the existing regulations of the Board. 

6. The Faculty considered the Scheme of Examina- 
tion as recommended by the Board of Studies in Medicine 
and resolved that it be adopted. 

Since the courses of Study as recommended by the 
Board of Studies in Medicine could not be circulated, the 
meeting of the Board having been Iield the same day in 
the forenoon, the Faculty decided that the report of the 
Board of Studies regarding the courses of study might be 
circulated and another meeting of the Faculty held in the 
month of November 1941 for considering the courses of 
study, when the Faculty might also consider any amend- 
ments to the Scheme of Examination. 

(The ^(inutes of the meeting of the Board ot Studies in Medi- 
cine held on August 2 % 1941 are printed as Appendix A 
to these Minutes ) 

7. The Faculty considered letter dated May 12, 1941 
from the Principal, St. John’s College, Agra, suggesting 
the advisability of having a special Diploma course in 
Dental Surgery in connection with the Agra Medical 
College. The Faculty also considered in this connection 
the following resolution of the Board of Studies in 
Medicine (No. 4 of August 29, 1941 ; Appendix A): — 

Resolved that the Board considers it desirable to have a 
Diploma but recommends that a college of Dental Surgery 
be established affiliated to the Agra University. 

Resolved that the recommendation of the Board be 
adopted. 

8. The Faculty considered the general question 
whether the Intermediate examination with Biology group 
conducted by the Indian Universities may be automatically 
recognised by the Agra University for purposes of admis- 
sion to the Agra Medical College or whether the University 
shoidd specify the Intermediate examinations of particular 
Universities for the purpose, 
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Resolved that the consideration of the matter be post- 
poned to the next meeting of the Faculty and in the mean 
time an enquiry be made from the various Indian Univer- 
sities and the India Medical Council in this connection 
and a summary or the replies be circulated among the 
members of the Faculty. 

9. The Faculty recommended dark blue as the colour 
of the Faculty of Medicine. 

10. With reference to Board of Studies in Medicine 
Resolution No. 3 of August 29, 1941, the Faculty agreed 
with the Board that the number of pass-marks in the 
written papers and oral should be 40 per cent, and the 
minimum pass-marks in the practical and clinical and in 
the aggregate in each subject should lie 50 per cent and 
that the suggestion of one of the examiners for the First 
M.B., B. S. Examination of 1941 that the minimum pass- 
marks in theory should be raised to 50 per cent be not 
accepted. 

11. The Faculty considered certain suggestions of 
Major-General H. C. Buckley (vide Appendix B) and the 
opinion of the Board of Studies tliereon (vide Resolution 
No. 7 of Appendix A). 

Resolved that the following amendments be made to 
the minimum qualifications of the teaching staff in the 
Faculty of Medicine appearing on pages 73-75 of the 
Minutes of the Executive Council held on August 24, 1940 
(Min. Vol XIV-A):— 

I. Anatomy . — 

1. Professor— 

Insert *‘or M.S.(Anatomy)'’ between ‘M. Sc. (Anatomy),’ and ‘or 
F.R.C.S.* 

II. Midzvifery and Gynaecology, 

1. Professor— 

Add at the end ‘or M.D. (Midwifery)” 

12. The Faculty accepted the following Resolution 
(No. 8) of the Board of Studies in Medicine passed at 
its meeting held on August 29, 1941 (vide Appendix 
A):- 

The Board resolved that the Final M.B., B.S. Examination be 
split up into two parts— 
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Part I -consisting of— 

Pathology, 

Forensic Medicine, and 
Hygiene and Public Health. 

The examination in these subjects should be held at the end of 
the Fourth year. 

Part II— consisting of ~ 

Medicine, 

Surgery, 

Obstetrics and Gynaecology, and 
Opthalmology. 

The examination in these subjects should be held at the end of 
the Fifth year. 

Resolved further that the statutes be amended accordingly.

1. The Board confirmed the following orders of the Vice-Chan- 
cellor 

' (a) That the courses of study and the scheme of examination 

for the First M.B.,B.S. Examination of T94I be the same 
as in the Lucknow University for the year 1941. 

(b) That the courses of study for the First M.B., B.S. Exa- 
mination of 1942 be the same as in the Lucknow Univer- 
sity. 

{c) That the courses of study for the First M.B.. B.S. Exa- 
mination of 1943 be as detailed in the Medical Committee 
report. 

(d) That the courses of study for the Second Exa- 

minations of 1942, 1943 and 1944 be as detailed in the 
Medical Committee report. 

(e) That the courses of study for the Final Exa- 

mination of 1944 be as detailed in the Medical Committee 
report. 

(/) That the scheme for all the examinations in the Medical 
Faculty noted under (b), (c). (d), and (c) above, be as 
detailed in the Medical Committee report. 

2. The Board recommended that the courses of study for the 
First M.B., B.S. Examination of 1944 and the Second M.B., B.S. and 
the Final M.B ,B.S. Examinations of 1945, and the scheme of exa- 
mination for the examinations to be conducted in the above-mentioned 
and future years be as given in the Appendix. 

3. The Board considered the suggestion of one of the examiners 
for the First M.B.,B.S. Examination of 1941 that the minimum pass 
marks in theory should be raised to 50% on the ground that failure in 
the aggregate is not fair to the students. 
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Resolved that the suggestion is not acceptable to the Board. In the 
opinion of the Board the number of pass marks in the written papers 
and ora! should be 40% and the minimum pass marks in the practical 
and the clinical examination and in the aggregate in each subject should 
be 50%. 

4. Read letter dated May 12, 1941, from the .Principal, St. John's 
College, Agra, suggesting the advisability of having special Diploma 
Course in Dental Surgery in connection with the Agra Medical College. 

Resolved that the Board considers it desirable to have a Diploma 
in Dentistry but recommends that a College of Dental Surgery be esta- 
blished affiliated to the Agra University. 

5. The Board recommended examiners for the First M.B.,B.S. Exa- 
minations to be held in October 1941, March/April 1942, and Octo- 
ber 1942 in Anatomy and Physiology and also for the Second M.B., 
B.S. Examinations to be held in March/April 1942 and October 1942 
in Pharmacology and Materia Medica. 

6. The Board considered G. O. No. 139 C. N./V-173 dated May 29, 
1941, and further correspondence with the U P. Government (Medical 
Department) on the subject of affording facilities to the Medical 
Licentiates with a view to enabling them to obtain the M.B ,B,S. 
degree of the Agra University and in this connection — 

(t) Certain resolutions passed by the Medical Reorganisation 
Committee at its meeting on January 24, 1939; 

(ii) The Resolution No 14 passed by the Medical Council, 
U. P. in March 1941 ; 

(iii) The Resolution No. 12 passed by the Medical Council 
U. P., on March 18, 1940; 

(iV) A representation dated April 22, 1940, from the All* India 
Medical Licentiates Association, U. P., and 

(t') Certain draft rules proposed in this connection by the 
Convener, Board of Studies in Medicine. 

Resolved that in the opinion of this Board the following proposes 
Statutes be recommended to the Faculty of xMedicine for adoption by 
the University with a view to providing tlie necessary facilities to these 
persons for taking the M.B ,B.S. degree of the Agra University ; — 

“A holder of the L M.P. or L.S.M.F. Diploma of the State 
Medical Faculty, U. P., will be admitted to the degree of 
M.B.,B.S. of the Agra University after he has satisfied the- 
following requirements : 

(1) His preliminary qualifjcations must come up to tin? standard 

laid down by the Medical Council of India, » e , he must 
have passed the Intermediate Examination of the Board 
of High School and Intermediate Education, U. P. (or an 
examination recognised as equivalent thereto) with the 
medical group of subjects (Chemistry, Physics and Bio- 
logy) with a practical test in each subject. 

(2) He must pass the First M.B.,B.S. Examination of the 
Agra University in Anatomy and Physiology ; the Second 
M.B., B.S. Examination in Materia Medica and Pharma- 
cology; as also the examination in Pathology and Bacterio- 
logy out of the Final M.B.,B.S. group of subjects. 
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The examination in Anatomy and Physiology may be passed at 
any time within two years previous to joining the College 
of Medicine. The examination in Materia Medica and 
Pharmacology and Pathology and Bacteriology may be 
passed within 18 months of joining the College. 

(3) He must, after passing the examination in Anatomy and 
Physiology, attend a course of study— both theoretical 
and practical — for not less than two years in a college of 
medicine recognised by or affiliated to the Agra Univer- 
sity in the following subjects : — 

Medicine. 

Surgery. 

Obstetrics and Gynaecology. 

Ophthalmology. 

Forsenic Medicine. 

Hygiene and Public Health. 

During this period special attention should also be given to the 
study of Applied Anatomy and Physiology and Clinical 
Pathology ; and the Medical Council of India’s require- 
ments in Obstetrics and Gynaecology should be fully com- 
plied with. 

(4) He must pass the Final Examination in Medicine, 

Surgery, Obstetrics and Gynaecology, Ophthalmology, 
Forensic Medicine and Hygiene and Public Health; the 
last two subjects may be taken 18 months after passing in 
Anatomy and Physiology. 

Resolved further that the Board recommends that as regards 
the case of those Licentiates who do not possess the 
requisite preliminary qualifkation the Board of High 
School and Intermediate Education. U.P. may be asked by 
the Government to consider the question of allowing them 
as a special case to appear at the Intermediate Examina- 
tion in Science with medical group of subjects as Private 
candidates in view of the following considerations : 

(i) That they have already gone through a practical course 
in Physics, Chemistry and Human Anatomy and Physio- 
logy during their medical school education ; 

(it) that it will mean a great hardship to such Licentiates 
both in private practice and in Government employ, to 
join a Science College for two years in order to pass the 
Intermediate Examination in Science with Chemistry, 
Physics and Biology under the existing rules. 

7. The Board considered the suggestion of Major-General Buckley 
regarding changes in the minimum qualification of certain members of 
the teaching staff. 

Resolved that Nos. I, 2, 3, 4, 5 and part 2 of No. 6 are not con- 
sidered necessary. As regards pai»t 1 of No. 6 “Midwifery” should be 
added aher M.S. and “Post-graduate qualification in Midwifery” after 
F.R.C.S. and M. D. (Midwifery) should continue. As regards No. I 
(Anatomy) should be added after M. S. 
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8. The Board resolved that the Final Examination be 

split up into two parts. 

Part I—Consisting of— 

Pathology, 

Forsenic Medicine, and 
Hygiene and Public Health, 

The examination in these subjects should be held at the end of the 
Fourth year. 

Part II : - Consisting of— 

Medicine, 

Surgery, 

Obstetrics and Gynaecology, and 
Ophthalmology. 

The examination in these subjects should beheld at the end of the 
Fifth year. 

Resolved further that the Statutes be amended accordingly.

ANATOMY. 

A course of 100 lectures and 50 demonstrations on human anatomy 
including Embryology with special reference to their application to 
medicine and surgery extending over two academic years. 

A course of dissection of the human body extending over two 
academic years.

(a) Lectures* and demonstrations dealing with the tissue and the 
various systems, such as Osteology, Myology, Syndesmology, Angiology, 
Neurology, Splanchnology, etc., of the human body.

Anatomical demonstration of various regions of the body with the 
help of recent dissection, models, radiographs and other preparations 
with special reference to the relations of the various structures and 
their surface anatomy.

Demonstrations of the forms, positions and movements of bones, 
joints and viscera in the living subject and centres of ossification of 
various bones with the help of X-rays.

Demonstration of those points in the anatomy of human body 
which have a special reference to medicine and surgery such as Surface 
Anatomy and Surgical Anatomy of various parts of the body.

Item F.— The Board considered the views of the Provincial 
Governments an<l Universities in India on the question of 
withholding the emoluments of scholarships provided out 
of public funds from those students whose parents are 
financially capable of meeting the cost of their education 
It was apparent from tlie replies received that there was 
a considerable divergence of opinion on this subject. In 
the opinion of the Board scholarships can be divided into 
two categories : — 

(fl) Prizes awarded in recognition of outstanding scholastic 
distinction ; 

(b) Grants awarded to enable students of ability to cuiitiiiue 
their studies. 

With regard to (a) the Board felt that these awards shouhr'he 
made entirely on merit and that the winners should be 
entitled to the emoluments irrespective of the financial 
circumstances of themselves or their parents. 

With regard to (b) the Board were of opinion that here again 
merit should be the primary criterion, i.e., no student 
should be eligible for anv award unless he had reached 
the prescribed standard. Subject to this proviso those 
eligible candidates who cannot satisfy the responsible 
authorities that they are in need of financial as istance to 
continue their studies should be awarded honorary 
scholarships and the emoluments thereof transferred in 
order of merit to other eligible candidates, if any, who 
have established their need of assistante. 

It was further agreed that the practical application of this 
principle would involve the framing of scale of income 
limits which would varyt at different stages of education 
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and would take account of financial liabilities, e,g., res- 
ponsibility for the maintenance of education of other 
children devolving on the person concerned. 

The holders of honorary scholarships would be entitled to 
claim the emoluments in the event of a change in their 
financial circumstances bringing them within the pres- 
cribed income limits. 

Item No. VHI~{a) -It is desirable on educational grounds that 
there should be only one examination at tlic termination 
of the normal high school course, i c.. there should not be 
separate secondary schouMcaving ceitificate and Matri- 
culation Examination. 

{b) In order to meet the varied attitudes of the pupils and the 
circumstances of the vocations and professions which 
they may be destined to enter, this examination should 
coveras wide a field as possible. 

(c) The Universities could and should find in such an enlarged 
examination the necessary qualifying test for admitting 
'-tudents to their course of ‘Studies. 

Resolved that the Council agrees with the above recom- 
luendalions of the Central Advisory Board of Education.

and («) that Resolution No. XLVIII be adopted and 
Executive Council Resolution No. 25 of September 23, 
1939, be rescinded. 

37. With reference to letter No. 448/829 of 1941, 
without date, from the Hony. Secretary, All-India 
Muslim Educational Conference, the Council considered 
the following resolution passed in the 51st Annual Session 
of the All-India Muslim Educational Conference held at 
Poona regarding the curriculum of Arabic, Persian and

In the opinion of this conference in all the Universities of 
India the curriculum of Arabic, Persian and Urdu books 
should be the same, and approved books should, as far as 
possible, be published after careful corrections, so that 
text-books with correct matter and cheap in price may be 
available to the students.

61. The Council referred to the Board of Studies 
in Law the following remarks made by one of the exami- 
ners for the LL.B. Previous Examination of 1941 in his 
report on the character and quality of answer-papers 
examined by him: — 

All this is, perhaps, due to the fact that the law classes are every 
where treated in a step-motherly and indifferent manner. 
The sooner this idea is rooted out from the minds of those 
connected with the legal education, belter would it be for 
everybody concerned. It will, I think, be in the best 
interests of legal education if the University authorities 
find their way, even in these dajs of financial stringency, 
to set up a committee to carefully and critically look into 
the entire question not so much the courses of study as 
the manner in which teaching should be imparted and to 
overhaul it completely. The question of fixing the hours 
of law classes also requires careful consideration. Even- 
ing hours, usually adopted by almost all the colleges for 
the lecture work of the law classes, are most ill suited for 
the purpose, for it is the time when the mind, after the 
fatigue of the day, is least ready to receive any new matter. 
In fact they are the hours which should be wholly devoted 
by students to recreation, exercise and light reading in a 
reading room or in a library rather than to the serious 
study of the principles of law in a class room. 

62. Read application, dated August 23, 1941, of 
Thakur Munshi Singh, Deputy Collector, Agra, requesting 
that his daughter Mrs. Madhuri who had passed the 
Vidya Vinodini and Viduslii Examinations of the Prayag 
Mahiia Vidvapilli, and the Intermediate h'xamination in 
English only from tlic Board of Higii School and Inter- 
mediate Education, U. P. in 1941, he permitted to appear 
at the B.A. Examination of 1942 in English only. 

Resolved that under the existing Statutes of the 
University Mrs. Madhuri is not eligible to appear at the 
B.A. Examination of the University in English only. 

63. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 127 of March 8, 1938, the Council considered letter

APPENDIX B. 

(Ref, Executive Council Res. No. 11 of August 30, 1941.) 

Reports of Tabulators and Checkers for the Examinations of 1941. 

D. P, Bhattacharya* Tabulator, As tabulator for the BA. 
Examination, 1941, 1 may offer the following suggestions : — 

I. Tabulation Chart. It does not seem to be necessary to have 
separate columns 1 (a) and 1 (b) for the first paper of Philosophy. 
A single column for Paper I may include both 1 (a) and 1 (b), just 
as the second columns for History and Political Science include the 
respective alternative papers. 

II. Grace Marks Rules, There has been some difference of 
opinion about the application of these rules for cases of failure in the 
Modern Indian Language and it is necessary to amend them so as to 
remove once for all every possibility of different interpretations by 
different tabulators. 

As the rules stand at present, the relevant position is governed by 
the following Note (li) to Rule 1 : — 

“In cases where it is necessary to secure a minimum in one part 
of a subject the above rule will be applicable to that part 
of the subject and also to the whole subject provided that 
in no case will a candidate receive more grace marks than 
he is entitled to by the marks obtained in the total 
aggregate.” 

The difficulty arises in the case of a candidate failing both in the 
third paper and also in the total of Modern Indian Language. As there 
are two distinct and independent minima which have to be secured and 
as our candidate is short in both, the obvious interpretation would 
seem to be that he would require separate grace marks for the condo- 
nation of these two distinct deficiencies. If, for instance, he has 
obtained 16 in the third paper and 49 in the total, he should require 3 
grace marks, — 2 for his third paper and one for the total. The proviso 
in note (it) quoted above, “provided that in no case etc.,” seems also 
clearly intended to support the same view as. otherwise, it would be 
merely redundant, the condition of the maximum grace marks to be 
allowed for any single item being already explicitly specified in Rule I 
itself. 

In fact, the position would appear to be clear enough. But a 
different view has been held by the Registrar. In his opinion, this 
interpretation is not only wrong, but also against the intention of the 
rules. What was, he thinks, intended for a case like the above is that 
the candidate would require only 2 grace marks for the third paper, 
irrespective of his shortage of 1 in the total, It is for the Executive 
Council to judge to what extent this view of the matter could be 
regarded as correct and reasonable and in accordance with the Regu- 
lation which lays down a minimum total of 50 for the subject. I 
would only permit myself the remark that if this really was the 
intention of the rules, then there is a clear divergence between 
intention and expression and, to bring them closer, I would propose the 
following amendment to be made to note (ii) ; — 

Delete the proviso, “provided that..... aggregate, “ and 

substitute “provided that if a candidate fails both in the part of the sub- 
ject and the whole subject, he will be deemed to have passed in the

subject if he is entitled to only the greater of the two deficiencies by 
which he has failed in these two items". 

SItarda Prasad Saksena, Checker, — I consider that the system of 
tabulation in vogue now will improve and result in speedy publication 
of results if the following suggestions are accepted: 

1. The co-examiners when they send their foils and counter-foils 
to the Head Examiner must also intimate at the same time the Checker 
and the Tabulator that they have done so. As at the most the foil and 
counter-foil slips are sent in three instalments to the Head Examiner, 
it would be a small charge on postage for the co-examiner to inform 
at the same lime the Tabulator and the Checker. This would enable the 
Tabulator or the Checker, in case the foils and the counter-foils are not 
sent within reasonable time to him, to ‘ring up' the Head Examiner. 
This method is suggested because despite specific instructions the Head 
Examiner holds up the tabulation of results in some cases without any 
valid reason whatever, and forwards the whole lot on the last date by 
which the slips are to be received by the Tabulator or the Checker. 

2. The University should consider the fixing of a definite date 
by which the results must be declared of its various examinations. If 
this is done, 10 clear days should be given to the Tabulator and Checker 
after the last date by whicli he is to receive marks from the examiners. 
This would enable the University to declare the results of M A., B.Sc., 
B.Com., and B.A. by the last week of May in all cases. Results of 
examinations in which the number of candidates is less can be declared 
much earlier. 

3. If necessary the present system of cross-tabulation may be 
retained, as it undoubtedly leads to greater efficiency, but the system 
of assigning tabulation work of specific examinations to separate sets of 
Tabulators and Checkers may be abolished. Three sets of Tabulators and 
Checkers ma> be retained, as now but they should tabulate all the results. 
The candidates assigned to each set being approximately equal in number. 
Thus all the Tabulators and Checkers should tabulate M.A., B.Sc., 
B.Com., and B.A. results, which since the work will be divided among 
three sets will be much more speedily done than now. 

4. .Mistakes are liable to be committed in calculation and in tabulat- 
ing the result on account of faulty ruling in the Roll Lists. The press 
should be warned to be more careful in this respect in future. 

Dr. L. P. Mathur, Tabulator. — The system of Tabulation has been 
changed this year, and in my opinion the change has been for the worse. 
The distribution of work has been very unfair both from the point of 
view of remuneration and efficiency. 

In my opinion the sending in of the percentage slips to the tabula- 
tors is unnecessary, and para 20, of the instructions to the tabulators 
was redundant this year. The writing of the enrolment numbers of the 
first ten or six candidates and of the ‘Re-examination and Compart- 
mentar candidates is absolutely unnecessary. 

Professor Kalka Prasad Bhatnagar, Tabulator. Report on the 
tabulation of results of the LL.B. (Previous and Final) Examinations, 
1941. 

I tabulated the results of nearly 820 candidates. The distribution 
of work among the Tabulators was very unequal. This was a serious 
departure from past practice. Tfie new system which has been intrp- 
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duced this year as an experimental measure has increased the amount 
of work and at the same time reduced the remuneration. I fail to un* 
derstand how the new system has improved matters. 

Result charts should be printed in such a way as to bring the lines 
of the foil and counter-foil on the same level. 

One examiner sent the marks in an ordinary envelope which was 
not cloth'lined. One examiner sent the marks direct to the tabulator and 
not through the head examiner. 

As it is sometimes very difficult to read the figures of marks written 
by some of the examiners it would be an improvement, if the examiners 
are asked to write the marks in words also. This practice prevails in 
some other Universities.

(b) In view of the same definition the Committee 
agreed that a member of the staff on leave should not be 
considered entitled to take part in such an election dur- 
ing the period of his leave. 

(c) The Committee recommend that the provision of 
the existing note regarding honorary teachers of Law, on 
page 113 of the Calendar for 1939-40, should he extended 
to honorary teachers in the other Faculties. 

(ii) Due notice of the meeting, specifying the date, time anti 

place, should be given by the Principal by circulation to 
the members not less than seven days before the date of 
tlie meeting, 

(ui) Members of the staff or of the Faculty concerned should be 
duly proposed and seconded, and if there should be more 
members so proposed and seconded than the number 
required under the Statutes, an election should be con- 
ducted by ballot. The ballot papers should not be signed 
by the voter.

The last audit ended on Septem- 
ber 18, WO and was for the year 
1939-40.

The Last Audit Note. 

1., With the exception of the 
following paragraph which calls 
for further remarks, the last audit 
note was adequately dealt with. 

(a) Paragraph 1 (a):— Statute 
1 (6) of Chapter XXXIV regulat- 
ing Provident Fund states that a 
servant appointed permanently to 
a substantive appointment carrying 
a salary of Rs. 30, per mensem or 
more is entitled to contribute to 
the fund. In practice, however, 
the appointments in the grade 
carrying a salary of Rs. 25-1-30 
have been taken to mean appoint- 
ments on a salary of Rs. .30 p. m. 
as the maximum salary of the 
appointment in that post is Rs. 30 
while in noting on the matter the 
Registrar laid stress on the word 
‘appointment* instead of on the 
word ‘salary’ as defined in Statute 
1 (a)t which means the monthly 
salary inclusive of all fixed monthly 
allowances by way of pay acting or 
personal allowances, but does not 
include any other allowance.

Travelling Alloicanccs, 

7. Under Regulation 1 (lii) (a) rela- 
ting to travelling and halting allow- 
ances under Chapter 35 printed on 
page 264 of the Agra University 
Calendar for 1939-40 eight annas 
per mile or daily allowance which- 
ever is less has been sanctioned 
for road journeys upto 20 miles in 
continuation with railway journey 
to members or other authorities of 
Boards and committees for attend- 
ing meetings, etc., whereas under 
clause (b) of the same rule a fiat 
rate of eight annas per mile has 
been provided for road journeys 
exceeding 20 miles. The practical 
effect of these rules is that where 
any member of a committee or a 
Board travels 21 miles he is entitled 
to Rs. 10/8/- to Rs. 5 only if lie 
travels 20 miles. Thus a journey 
of one mile alone above 20 miles 
makes a lot of difference, as ex- 
plained above. The matter is, 
therefore, brought to the notice of 
the Executive Committee and the 
Council with a view to revise the 
regulation (b) in order that it 
might operate more equitably in all 
cases, say in the following form 
which is ^opted from the Provin- 
cial Government’s rules : —

In 
cases where examination fee is 
deposited for appearing in an 
examination without an application 
full amount is refunded on a claim 
from the depositor without any 
deduction being made therefrom. 
In such cases also it appears desir- 
able that the usual penalty of Rs. 2 
should be realized as the depositor 
unnecessarily imposes extra labour 
on all concerned without any inten- 
tion on his part to appear at an 
examination. . , . 

(b) Similarly no deduction is 
made from the fee deposited by 
the applicants to appear at the 
Doctor's Degree examination under 
Statutes 13 and 26 of Chapter 30, 
and 12 and 25 of Chapter 31 on the 
ground that no provision existed 
in the rule. The matter of charg- 
ing the usual penalty in cases of 
these as well as for refund of 
migration certificate fee, marks fee, 
enrolment fee, etc., may be consi- 
dered by the Executive Council.

Executive Council Res. No. 19 of Aug. 30, 1941.) 

Criticisms and Suggestions for the Convocation. 

Principal A C. The arrangements re: the Convocation were 

decidedly better this year. A few electric fans might have improved 
the matter more. 

Principal S. C. Chatterji.—** While presenting the candidates 
Principals of Colleges should in my opinion not merely mention the 
number of the candidates but also add the words “ Whose names are 
set forth on the list of candidates attending the Convocation 

Principal A. A. Scott,— The omission of the reading of the 
names at this year's Convocation was a distinct improvement and I hope 
that procedure will become permanent. 

“There is, I think, one other way in which the Convocation may 
still further be improved. 

“ The disparity in numbers between the candidates presented by 
local and nearby colleges and those at a great distance from Agra, is 
always very noticeable. I suggest that in future, the Principals of 
colleges, in presenting candidates mention the total number who have 
qualified for the degree in that year/' 

Principal K. L, Vanna.—(l) That the winners of medals and prizes 
from various colleges be seated in a row not far from the dais; 

(2) That to keep up the dignity of the occasion at least the names 
of M.A. and M.Sc. students, who are very few in number be read out 
at the time of presenting candidates. 

Principal //. B, Richard ion, — The colleges presenting a large 
number of candidates should have a place in the front of the Hall. If 
this IS not possible, it should be so arranged that a front place is given 
to different colleges by turns. 

Principal R. K. .S'lnr/h.— It will be easily agreed that the recipients 
of the degrees arc tlie most important part of a Convocation and yet 
except for the recipients of research degrees and the winners of a few 
prizes they remain the dummiest part of the show. 

The innovation introduced recently to kill the monotony which 
would necessarily follow if each recipient or smaller group of them is 
addressed by the Vice-Chancellor, has deprived them of whatever 
satisfaction they used to get before. If the penalty of R*s. 10 \^re 
removed very few of them would come to attend the function yet 
the reversion to the old system will not be favourable. 

To make the Convocation really meaningful, emotionally as well 
as socially, each college may hold its own Convocation which would be a 
gathering of the recipients of different degrees, their parents and 
friends in many cases, past students the local gentry and the sympa- 
thisers of the institution. In this system the function would have a. 
meaning to the institution, the community and locality to which it 
caters and to the individuals concerned and their teachers. The 
proposed system will lead to a number of economies also.

Item No. X. 

(i) It is most desirable to adopt uniform designations for the 
teaching staff of Universities and of the constituent or affiliated colleges 
of Universities, 

{ii) The indiscriminate use of the title ‘Professor* by teachers 
of all grades in colleges and Universities had well nigh made the term 
devoid of its essential connotation. 

(Hi) The following designations are suggested : — 

(a) For University Teachers Professor, Reader, Lecturer 

Demonstrator, and Tutor (the designation ‘Tutor’ is 
intended to include a teacher whose contact with students, 
is not limited to the lecture- room, but extends to indivi- 
dual teaching and guidance given personally or in the 
company of not more than two or three students at the 
same time. It should be made clear that a Tutor need 
not necessarily be a separate grade of teacher; c.g , a 
Lecturer may be a Tutor also. 

(b) For College teachers : — Lecturer, Demonstrator and Tutor 

with such variants or additions as senior or junior Tutor, 
senior or junior Lecturer. 

(iv) While the above represents the objective which should be 
aimed at, it is probable that it can only be achieved progressively. 
The following additional recommendations arc accordingly sub- 
mitted 

(a) That in the transitional period the designation ‘Professor’ 

should in no case be given to persons unless— 

(») they occupy a University Chair; 

or 

(ii) (in the case of a college teacher) they are of outstanding 
merit and scholarship and arc entrusted with the 
responsibility of organising and conducting teaching 
work in a subject to the standard of an Honours or 
Post-graduate degree (a Board jointly representiog 
Govemmenfand University could and should during 
the transitional period be empowered to decide who 
are entitled to the status of Professor as above defined) 

(b) That Universities should not henceforward (recognise the 

title of Professor except in the case of persons above 
described but in the case of present incumbents this 
principle would have to be applied with a good deal 
of elasticity and its application should be left to the 
discretion of the University Authorities themselves) 

(v) There are certain institutions which have a quasi-University 
status, the Indian Institute of Science, Bangalore. The principle 
above suggested ought to apply to them as though they were Univer- 
sities. If any dispute arises as to the status of any particular 
institution, it should be determined by the Government concerned, 
whose decision should be final.

to the following conditions: — 

(1) that it will continue to be sub-divided into the three su*)- 

heads as at present ; 

(2) that Government will not give any additional grants to meet 

recurring expenditure incurred by the University extend- 
ing over a term of years ; 

(3) that in the event of any financial crisis, such as that which 

occurred in 1931, the block grant will be liable to be reduc- 
ed by any percentage reduction which may have to be 
made in other Government expenditure; 

(4) that the proposed block grant shall be subject to revision, if 

necessary, when the Government examine the recommen- 
dations of the Universities Re-organisation Committee. 

Resolved that it be recorded and the thanks of the 
University be communicated to Government. 

69. The Council passed for submission to the Senate, 
under Section 32 of the Act, the draft Annual Report of 
the University for the year 1940-41 as prepared by the 
office. 

70. Read the report of the Committee appointed 
(under Executive Council Resolution No. 182 of April 
30, 1941) to consider the draft rules relating to the Inter- 

College University debate (Appendix A). 
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Resolved that the report be adopted subject to the 
amendment that rule No. 1 be modified so as to read as 
follows : — 

1. Tlie speakers at the debate will be students of the affiliated 
colleges of the Agra University, and the debate will be 
held at Agra in the Convocation week. 

Resolved further that the debate be held in 1941 
also during the Convocation week. 

71. Read the report of the Committee appointed 
(under Executive Council Resolution No. 11 of August 
30, 1941 ) to look into the Grace Marks Rules as a whole. 

Resolved that the report be adopted and the necessary 
amendments be made to the Grace Marks Rules. 

72. The Registrar reported that the report of the 
Committee appointed (under E.xeculive Council Resolu- 
tions Nos. 12 and 46 of August 30, 1941) to consider 
whether deductions should be made from the remuneration 
of e.xaminers for (1) certain irregularities committed by 
them in the posting of results, and (2) not submitting 
their reports in time, was not ready as the Committee had 
not met.

80. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 59 of August 30, 1941, the Council approved of the 
following amendments to Statutes proposed with a view 
to enabling the B.Sc. (Ag.) and B. Com. students to 
offer Military Science as an additional optional subject 
for their respective degrees : — 

Add the following as Statute No. 3 m Chapter XXXIII and as 
Statute No. 4 in Chapter XXXII 1-A (pages 242 and 244 
of the Calendar for 1939-40 

A candidate may at his option take Military Science as an extra 
subject. The marks obtained by ths candidate shall not 
be counted towards his aggregate and the class obtained 
by him in Military Science shall be indicated in his dip- 
loma and notified in the Gazette. The minimum number 
of lectures in Military Science that would be delivered to 
candidates who offer it as an extra-optional subject shall 
be 100 for a two years* course and 50 for failures and 
detained candidates.

College be allowed to transfer the Law Classes to llie

(b) the Principal of Holkar College rontiniies to exercise the 

same supervision as at present over the organisation, 
discipline, etc. of the Law students in the new building.

«d in the report. 
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Resolved that the order of the Vice-Chancellor 
be confirmed and the College be allowed to hold the Law 
classes at the Hindi Middle School in Indore City on the 
conditions mentioned above for the duration of the war 
only after which a separate building should be made 
available for the Law classes. 

82. With reference to Board of Inspection Resolu- 
tion No. 4 of August 29, 1941, the Council considered the 
recommendations of the Board on the following questions 
relating to Balwant Rajput College, Agra : — 

(a) fulfilment of the conditions of affiliation, and 

(b) recognition of the College m Botany with Plant-breeding 

up to the B Sc. (Ag ) standard 

Resolved that the following recommendations of 
the Board of Inspection be accepted and Dr. T.. S. Sabnis 
be requested to inspect the College soon after June 30, 
1942, (t. a. to be paid by the College), and report whether 
the College has fulfilled the conditions laid down by the 
University : — 

(ti) the College be asked (1) to spend, before June 30, 1942, a 
sum of not less than 3,000. in addition to the recurring 
grant of Rs. 9,751, on the farm in order to bring it up to the 
niaxinium level of efficiency, and (2) to provide for the 
purchase of books and journals on Agriculture and other 
allied Subjects a non-rccurnng grant of Rs. 3,000 before 
June 30, 1942, and thereafter a recurring grant of 
Rs. 1,000 per year 

(b) recognition in Botany with Plant Breetling for the B.Sc. 
(Ag.) Degree be granted to the College on the following 
conditions with effect from July 1942 : — 

(1) The person appomted to teach the subject shculd be at 

least of a lecturer’s grade and should get Rs. 120-10-- 200 
a month , 

(2) An area of at least 5 acres should be set apart on the farm 

and placed at the disposal of the lecturer in Plant Breed- 
ing for growing different generations of crops required 
for teaching the subject. To start with, he should take 
up one Khanf and one Rabi crops for crossing purposes; 

(3) An Assistant in the grade of Rs. 30—50 should be provided 

to help the lecturer in the field and laboratory work; 

(4) A room should be provided at the Farm for the Assistant 

to sit and for stocking the material such as pegs, labels, 
paper and cloth bags, etc. required for shelving the plants 
and other plant breeding work; 
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(5) An annual recurring grant of at least Rs. 250 per year should 

be placed at the disposal of the lecturer to meet charges 
connected with this work. Out of this sum at least Rs. 50 
should be reserved every year for purchasing literature 
of the latest type as it is very necessary that he should 
keep himself abreast of th.e latest knowledge of this 
science ; 

(6) Since certain amount of statistics also forms part of the 

Plant Breeding course, a Computing Machine should also 
be provided. There is no need to provide a separate 
Assistant for working the Computing Machine as the 
lecturer himself with the help of his assistant should be 
able to demonstrate its use ; 

(7) The proposed lecturer should collect seed samples and 

other materials from different research stations in the 
province and elsewhere and should try some of the 
samples in the next “Rabi” season. 

83. With reference to Board of Inspection Resolu- 
tion No. 20 of March 7, 1941, requiring the authorities 
of Dungar College, Bikaner, to provide a suitable hostel 
by July 1941, the Council considered (a) the report of 
the Inspector appointed by the Vice-Chancellor, at the 
request of the College, to look into the proposed arrange- 
ments for the improvement of the Dungar College hostel, 
Bikaner, and (b) Board of Inspection Resolution No. 5 
of August 29, 1941, recommending that as suggested by 
the Inspector, the authorities of Dungar College, Bikaner, 
be informed that (1) the present hostel might be used 
upto the 30th of April 1942, but not beyond that date, and 
(2) the new Hostel and the Warden’s quarters in the 
College compound should be built and made ready for 
use by June 30, 1942. 

Resolved that the recommendations of the Board 
of Inspection be accepted. 

84. With reference to Board of Inspection’s Resolu- 
tion No. 6 of August 29, 1941, the Council considered 
the report of the Inspectors (R. B. Dr. Brijendra Swarup, 
Dr. L. P. Mathur and Mr. K. P. Bhatnagar) on the 
periodical inspection of Victoria College, Gwalior, held in 
August 1941. 

Resolved that the report be generally adopted and the 
following recommendations of the Board of Inspection be 
accepted;— 

(1) The State authorities must take immediate steps to erect 
a new hostel for the exclusive use of the Collcf?e students 
in a suitable locality so as to be ready by July 1943. 
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(2) The construction of the new Science laboratories should 
be taken in hand at once, so that they may be available for 
use by July 1943. 

(3) It is desirable that the salaries of the posts should be 
graded and time-scale increments should be given to the 
members of the staff. 

(4) The salary of Mr. Gur Prasad Tandon, Professor of Hindi 

should be brought on a level equal to that of other Pro- 
fessors. • 

(5) Permanent arrangements be immediately made in the 
vacancy caused by the retirement of Mr. Vidya Bhushan 
Saksena, Professor of Zoology. 

(6) Mr. Hari Babu Saksena, M.sc., who is teaching degree 
classes is getting Rs. 75 p.m. only. This is against Uni- 
versity Statutes and he should be given a minimum start 
of Rs. 100 per mensem. 

(7) It is desirable that compulsory games or compulsory drill 
should be introduced, and more playing-fields should be 
provided. The condition of the existing fields should 
be improved. 

(8) The office staff is very low paid and tlicir salaries need 
improvement. 

(9) It would greatly increase the efficiency of the administra- 
tion of the College, if the Principal is provided with 
quarters near the College. 

(10) Steps should be taken to supervise the conditions of life 
of day students on the lines suggested in the report. 

Resolved also that copies of the report be sent to the 
Principal of the College and the Education Member of 
Gwalior State and their attention invited to the above 
recommendations and that the Principal be asked to state 
in a formal reply by January 1, 1942, what action the 
College proposes to take in regard to the recommenda- 
tions and other points raised by the Inspectors in their 
report. 

85. With reference to the remarks made by the 
B. Sc. Practical Examiner in Zoology of 1941 for the 
Government College, Ajmer, emphasising the necessity for 
the addition of a part-time Demonstrator in Zoology, the 
Council considered Board of Inspection Resolution No. 16 
of August 29, 1941, that the College be asked to appoint 
a part-time Demonstrator in Zoology by July 1942 at the 
latest. 
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Resolved that the Executive Council agrees with the 
Board of Inspection and the College be asked to appoint 
a part-time Demonstrator in Zoology by July 1942 at the 
latest. 

86. The Council considered the question of the dis- 
posal of the old theses submitted by M. A. and M.Sc., 
students for their Final Examinations which were lying 
in the University office. 

Resolved that one copy of each of such tlieses be 
preserved in the University Library and the other copy be 
returned to the Principals of the colleges concerned. The 
thesis presented by private candidates may be similarly 
sent to the Principals of the colleges at which the candi- 
dates appeared for their examination. 

87. Read letter No. G/5079 dated August 26, 1941, 
from the Director of Public Instruction, U. P., forwarding 
copy of resolution No. 9 passed at the 2Ist Annual Confe- 
rence of the N. G. E. O. Association, U. P., together with 
a copy of the memorandum thereon, requesting that those 
teacher candidates who had passed their M.A. (Prev.) 
Examination before coming into force of the new regula- 
tion in Chapter XXX (page 212 of the Agra University 
Calendar for 1939-40) according to which divisions are 
assigned on the total of marks obtained by candidates in the 
Previous and Final M. A. Examinations might be exempt- 
ed from the operation of that Regulation and in their 
cases divisions at the M.A. Final Examination be assigned 
on the result of the Final Examination only. 

Resolved that the Council regret that the request of 
the N. G. E. O. Association can not be granted. 

88. The Council considered the application of one 
Mr. Yatindra Keshava, a third year Arts student of 
Maharaja’s College, Jaipur, recptesting that his name be 
changed from ‘ Mata Dean Sharma ’ to ‘ Yatindra 
Keshava ’. 

The Registrar reported that the candidate passed his 
Intermediate Examination from the Raj[)utana Board 
in the name of Mata Dean Sharma but subsequently he 
changed his name to ‘Yatindra Keshava’. This change 
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had been notified in the Government of India Gazette and 
the Postmaster-General, Central Circle, Nagpur, had also 
notified this in his Departmental Circulars. 

Resolved that the request of the candidate be granted. 

89. With reference to G. O. No. 139 C.N./V-123 
dated May 29, 1941, and further correspondence with the 
United Provinces Government (Medical Department) on 
the subject of affording facilities to the Medical Licentiates 
with a view to enabling them to obtain the M.B., B.S. 
degree of the Agra University, the Council approved of 
the following Statute as proposed by the Faculty of 
Medicine under its Resolution No. 5 of August 29, 1941, 
and as modified by the Academic Board under its Resolu- 
tion No. 2 of October 13, 1941 : —

candidate to take the M.B., B.S. Degree of the University 
provided*— 

(0 his preliminary qualifications come up to the standard laid 
down by the Medical Council of India i. e. he has either 

(a) passed the Intermediate examination of the Board 
of High School and Intermediate Education, U. P. with 
(he medical group of subjects (Ph>sics, Chemistry and 
Biology) with a practical test in each subject, or (6) an 
examination recognised as equivalent thereto; 

(u) he has parsed the following examinations conducted by the 
University : — 

(fl) The First M.B., B.S. Examination in Anatomy and 
Physiology, 

(b) The Second M.B., B.S. Examination in M.iteria Medica

Provided that the examination under (a) above must be 
passed at any time within 2 years before the candidates* 
joining an affiliated college of the University recognised 
up to the M.B., B.S. standard, and the examinations under 

(b) and (c) a^vc must be passed at any time within 18 
months after the candidate has joined such a college : 

Provided further that a Licentiate intending to go up for an 
examination in Anatomy, Physiology, Pharmacology or 
Pathology may attend practical courses in any or all the 
subjects at an affiliated college of Medicine, if he so 
desires, on payment of such fees as may be prescribed in 
this behalf bv the College concerned ; 
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(tti) after passing the First M.B., B.S. Examination in Ana- 
tomy and Physiology, he has attended in a college of 
Medicine affiliated to the University, a course of study — 
theoretical, practical and clinical - in the following^ubj ects 
for not Jess than two calendar years : — 

(a) Medicine, 

(b) Surgery, 

(c) Obstetrics and Gynaecology, 

(d) Ophthalmology, 

(e) Forensic Medicine, 

(/) Hygiene and Public Health. 

During this period special attentioi shall be given to the study 
of Applied Anatomy and Physiology and Clinical Patho- 
logy and the Medical Council of India's requirements in 
Obstetrics and Gynaecology shall be fully complied with; 

(iv) he has passed the Final M.B., B.S. Examination of the 
University in the subjects noted under (hi) above, pro- 
vided that the examination in (e) Forensic Medicine and 
(/) Hygiene and Public Health may be taken 18 months 
after the candidate's joining the affiliated college. 

90. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 19 of August 30, 1941, the Council approved of the 
following changes proposed by the Vice-Chancellor in 
the Convocation Procedure {vide pages 370-72 of the 
Calendar for 1939-40) : — 

(i) Read paragraphs 12 and 13 as follows :

95. Read letter No. 411-1053 dated nil from the 
Secretary, Committee of Management, Bahvant Rajput 
College, Agra, applying for the affiliation of the College 
up to B.A., B.Sc. and B.Com. standards. 
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Resolved that the application be not entertained as 
the Executive Council is not satisfied that there is an 
urgent need for another degree College in Arts, Science 
and Commerce at Agra. 

96. The Council accepted the proposal of Rev. Canon

7. This Committee requests the Government to exempt from 
paying all kinds of fees those Hanjan students of F.A., 
B.A., and M.A. classes whose monthly income is less than

Resolved that the Council regrets that it is unable to 
allow this concession in regard to University examination 
and other fees. The affiliated Colleges in U. P. are, how- 
ever, already providing some such concessions to Harijan 
students. 

98. letter No. 266, dated September 9, 1941, 
from the Honorary Secretary and Manager, Gokaldas 
Hindu Girls’ Intermediate College, Moradabad, applying 
for the affiliation of the College up to the B.A. standard. 

Resolved that the consideration of the application be 
postponed and an enquiry be made from tiie College autho- 
rities as to whether they are prepared to provide separate 
buildings for the School and the College on separate sites 
and whether they would not approach the Government for 
an enhanced Government grant in case the College is 
affiliated to the University. In case the replies be satis- 
factory in regard to both these points, the Vice-Chancellor 
might refer the application to the Board of Inspection. 
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99. The Council considered the following appli- 
cations from affiliated colleges for recognition in new 
subjects with effect from July 1942: —

(b) be referred to the Board of Inspection, and (2) that 
the consideration of the application of K.E.M.U. Jat 
College, Lakhaoti, be postponed pending the fulfilment of 
the previous conditions of affiliation of the College. 

100. With reference to E.xecutive Council Resolu- 
tion No. 205 of April 30, 1941, under which the Council 
at the instance of the Inter-University Board, India, 
considered the letter received from the Central India 
Association of Malaya regarding facilities to Indian 
students in Malaya for University studies in India, and 
forwarded it to the Principals of affiliated colleges for 
information and such action as they might deem fit, read 
letters dated July 14, 1941 and July 29, 1941, from the 
Principal, Agra College, Agra, agreeing to provide certain 
facilities to Indian students from Malaya. 

Resolved that even though the E.xecutive Council 
greatly sympathises with the Malaya students, it feels that 
the Agra University is not immediately concerned in the 
matter because the Cambridge School Certificate Examina- 
tion (which is equivalent to the High School E.xamination 
in India) being the highest examination that these stu- 
dents can take in Malaya, they will have to seek admis- 
sion to some Intermediate College in India before coming 
to the Agra University. The Agra University does not 
conduct the Intermediate Examination. It is possible, 
however, that some of the colleges of the Agra University 
might be willing to offer facilities for the admission of 
the Malaya students to their Intermediate classes. 
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101. Read letter No. 6530/U-6/41, dated October 6, 
1941 from the Principal, Agricultural College, Cawnpore, 

requesting that Statute 9 of Chapter XXVII (page 134) 
of the University Calendar for 1939-40 be modified so 
that there should be no restriction on the number of 
students in a class for lecture purposes, particularly in a 
professional or technical college like Agricultural College, 
Cawnpore. 

In this connection the Registrar reported that the 
letter was also placed before the Board of Inspection at its 
meeting held on October 13, 1941, and the Board did not 
accept the proposal (z/ide Resolution No. 6 of October 13, 
1941). 

Resolved that the Council agrees with the Board of 
Inspection that the proposal be not accepted. 

102. With reference to an invitation received from 
the Benares Hindu University, the Council appointed the 
Vice-Chancellor to represent the University at the Jubilee 
celebrations of that University.

1. The speakers at the debate will be students of the degree and 
post-graduate classes in the affiliated colleges of the Agra University 
and the debate will be held at Agra in the Convocation Week. 

(Mr. Krall was of opinion that Intermediate students should also 
be eligible.) 

2. Each College will be allowed to send two students, one of whom 
shall speak for the subject announced for the debate and the other 
against it. 

No debate will be held unless at leai»t six colleges are represented, 
at least three of which must be colleges outside Agra. 

3. The Vice-Chancellor shall appoint two judges who will select 
the subject for discussion which will be announced to the colleges by the 
end of August each year. 

4. About 8 minutes time shall be allowed to each speaker. 

5. The decision of the judges shall be final. 

6. The judges will give consideration to the debating skill, 
knowledge and the elocutionary powers of the competitors and dis- 
count anything indicating cramming or committing a set speech to 
memory.

1. The Minutes of the meeting of the Finance Committee held on 
August 30, 1941. were confirmed (vide Appendix H to the Minutes of 
the meeting of the Executive Council held on August 30, 1941). 

2. The Registrar reported the receipt of G. O. No. A/2917/ 
.XV-242-1941, dated September 11, 1941, from the Deputy Secretary to 
Government, United Provinces. Education Department, saying that 
H. E the Governor has been pleased to decide that a block grant of 
Rs. 39, OW (Maintenance Rs. 27,400; Scholarships Rs. 8,600; Faculty of 
Medicine Rs. 3,000) may, if funds permit, be given to the Agra Uni- 
versity for three years with effect from the year 1942-43 subject to the 
following conditions : — 

(1) that it will continue to be sub-divided Into the three sub- 

heads as at present ; 

(2) that Government will not give any additional grants to 

meet recurring expenditure incurred by the University 
extending over a term of years ; 

(3) that in the event of any financial crisis, such as that which 

occurred in 1931, the block grant will be liable to be 
reduced by any percentage reduction which may have to 
be made in other Government expenditure ; 

(4) that the proposed block grant shall be subject to revision, 

if necessary, when the Government examine the recom- 
mendations of the Universities Re-organisation Committee. 

Resolved that it be recorded. 

3. With reference to Finance Committee ' Resolution No. 4 of 
August 30, 1941, and Executive Council Resolution No. 130 of March 
8 , 1941 , the Finance Committee expressed the following opinions on 
the note of Mr. R. C. Gupta and the reports of the Sub- Committee, 
appointed by the Senate under its Resolution No. 11 of November 17, 
1939 to look into the finances of the University: — 

(Note.— The reports of the Senate Committee appear on pages 
329-332 of the Minutes Vol XIII-B as Appendices F and 
F-1 to the Minutes of the meeting of the Senate held on 
November 21, 1940. Appendix F-1 which embodies the 
main recommendations of the Committee also appears as 
Appendix (♦) and Mr. Gupta’s note as Appendix (ii) to 
this resolution.) 
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A. For Reducing the expenditure: 

Committee Recommendation (i): Mr, Gupta*s Note II — 

The practice of writing on both sides of the paper has already 
been discontinued. 

Committee Recommendation (ii) : Mr, Gupta* s Note I {a) (b) and 

(O— 

Without commenting on the merits of the suggestions offered by 
Mr. Gupta regarding the abolition of the Faculties and the Academic 
Boird altogether the Finance Committee feel that the suggestions can 
not be given effect to without a change in the Agra University Act. 
The Finance Committee, however, have no objection to the reduction 
of the number of members on the Faculties by eliminating the co-opted 
members. 

Committee Recommendation (m)— 

The Finance Committee understand that a proposal will shortly be 
made in the Executive Council urging that the expenses on inspection, 
when a college applies for recognition in additional subjects, be paid by 
the College itself, as is at present the practice when a college is inspec- 
ted for affiliation to the University. 

Committee Recommendation (»V): Mr, Gupta*s Note (///)— 

It is not intended to discontinue the practice of reporting verbatim 
the speeches of the members of the Senate. 

iCommittee Recommendation (v): Mr. Gupta's Note IF^ 

Government have been pleased to fix a block grant for the Agra 
University for three years (vide Finance Committee Resolution No. 2 
above). 

The Finance Committee have reviewed the rates of remuneration 
to examiners and T. A. to members and arc of opinion that the rates of 
remuneration to examiners are by no means more liberal in the Agra 
University than those allowed in the other Universities in India. The 
Committee are of opinion that it would not be in the best interests of 
the University to decrease the existing rates of remuneration to 
examiners. So far as the rates of travelling allowances are concerned 
they are the same in most other Indian Universities as in the Agra 
University and in view of the fact that a good deal of economy in 
T. A. has already been effected (♦) by amalgamating the meetings of 
the Academic Board and the Boards of Studies in the months of 
February/March; (ii) by holding fewer, meetings of the Results 
Committee, and (Hi) by abolishing altogether the meetings of the 
moderation boards and also in view of the fact that the finances of the 
University are in a very satisfactory condition, the figure of estimated 
savings on the working of the year 1941-42 being near about Rs. 15,000, 
the Committee do not feel that there is any justification for reducing 
the T. A. rates in the Agra University. 

Mr, R. C. Gupta's Note V (a) and (6)— This is being done. 

Mr. R. C. Gupta's Note V (c) .'—The exact meaning of the suggestion 
is not understood but in the opinion of the Finance Committee this should 
be left to the judgment and discretion of the individual concerned. 

Mr, R, C. Gupta's Note V (cf )— This is being done, 
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Mr, R, C. Gupta's Note V (e)— The abolition of the Results 
Committee will necessitate an amendment in the Agra University Act. 
It may be pointed out. however, that the meetings of the Results 
Committee this year were reduced from 5 to 2 and thereby considerable 
saving was affected The Vice-Chancellor intends to call as few 
meetings as possible. 

B. For increasing the Income — 

Committee Note (i); Mr, Gupta's Note B (/) — 

The Finance Committee have no objection if the fee for registra- 
tion of life is reduced for the graduates of the University from Rs. 25 
to Rs. 10. 

Committee Note (ii); Mr Gupta's Note B (//)— 

The Finance Committee recommend to the Executive Council 
careful consideration of the suggestion regarding the publication of 
books by the University. 

Committee Note (Hi): Mr. Gupta's Note B (III ) — 

This is not a matter for the Finance Committee but at the same 
time the Finance Committee entirely disagree with the views of 
Mr. R. C. Gupta that the University has become notorious and that the 
evils (as Mr. Gupta says) are due to the association of the Rajputana 
and (Central India Colleges with the Agra University. It may be 
pointed out here that the Vice-Chancellor has under consideration a 
scheme under which the Rajputana and Central India colleges could 
be asked to contribute their share of the University expenditure. 

4 The Committee recommends that the following Regulation be 
added as Regulation No. 5 to Chapter XXXV on page 265 of the 
Calendar for 1939-40;— 

“The point in a station from and at which a journey should be 
held to commence or end is the Collector’s Office, or if 
there be no Collector’s Office, the actual starting pointer 
point visited."

Proceedings of the Second meeting of the Committee appointed by 
the Senate on November 17, 1939, to look into the finances of the 
University, held at the Senate House, Agra, on Thursday, March 
13, 1940, at 7 p. m. 


Present :

The Committee further discussed the steps that might be adopted 
by the University with a view to economising the expenditure of the 
University and increasing its income and made the following sugges- 
tions — 

A. For Reducing the Expenditure—- 

(i) The Committee noted that under orders of the Vice-Chancellor, 
candidates have been asked to write on both sides of the answer boo*k. 
The Committee further understand that this practice exists at present 
in the Punjab and the Calcutta Universities. The Committee is, 
therefore, of opinion that this experiment might be tried for a year, as 
ordered by the Vice-Chancellor, as a measure of war-time economy, 
and if as a result of the experiment, there are no serious objections to 
it, the practice may be followed permanently in the Agra Universi'y. 
In view of the fact that the prices of paper have gone up considerably 
owing to the war, the University would be able to save about Rs. 1,000 
or so per year by adopting this practice. If necessary the quality of 
paper may however be improved a bit. Objections from the Principals 
of Colleges, if any, to the adoption of this practice may be placed 
before the Senate when the report of this Committee is being consi- 
dered. 

(«) The Committee is of opinion that haying due regard to the 
large number of subjects included at present in the Faculties of Arts 
and Science there is still a possibility of reducing expenditure by 
reducing the number of co opted members on the Faculties of Arts, 
Science and Law by at least one-third of the present number of the" 
co-opted members on these bodies. Thus the number of co-opted 
members could be easily brought down to 10 on the Faculty of Arts 
and 6 or 7 on each of the Faculties of Science and Law. 

(iii) The expenses of inspection are paid at present by the College 
concerned when it is inspected for affiliation to the University, but the 
University pays for such inspection when a College applies for recogni- 
tion in new subjects. The Committee recommend that in future colleges 
might be required to meet from their own funds the expenses on inspec- 
tion, when they apply for recognition in new subjects as well, and the 
University need pay such expenses only for the periodical inspection 
of a College. 

(iv) The speeches are reported verbatim at the meetings of the 
Senate. The Committee recommend that the practice be discontinued 
and only the resolutions passed by the Senate mav be recorded as is 
done at present in the case of the other University bodies. 
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The suggestions under (0, (n), (Hi) and (tz/) above, if adopted, 
are likely to edect an annual saving of Rs. 2,000 to Rs 2,500 to the 
University. 

(v) The Committee note that Government grant to the University 
is calculated at present on the basis of expenditure, only on items 
approved by the Government. Conscfiuently even if the University 
were to reduce expenditure on these approved items with a view to 
utilising the savings thus elfectedon further expansion of the University 
e. (f., the scholarships and the library. Government may reduce still 
further to the same extent their grant to the UniverMty and there- 
by make such expansion impossible. Therefore the Committee is of 
opinion that until Government decide to make a block grant to the 
University for a suniciently long period and leave the University free 
to adjust its income and expenditure and utilise its savii^s under one 
head for expenditure under such other head as it may deem proper, no 
useful purpose would be stwved liy elTeeting economies under so called 
approved heads of expenditure like travelbng allowances and remunera- 
tion to examiners 

Ah For iiii rcasi}uf flic income, 

(i) Tiiere IS a possibility of increasing the income of the Univer- 
sit\ if the fee for registraUon for life is reduced for the Graduates of 
the University from Rs. 25 to Rs. 10 as is the case in the Lucknow 
Lhii\ ersity. 

(n) The Committee is informed that the Calcutta University is 
making a substantial income from the publication of books. This is 
possible ill Calcutta because the University there conducts also the High 
School and tlie Intermediate examinations, bi^sules the I^egree and 
]\)sl-gradiMte examinations and has got a ver> large number of 
students In Agra the Uni\Lrsi(}> has no press of its own and the 
nninlici of students is comparative 1\ small, but ''liH tin Univcrsitv might 
i‘\])lorc the poasihility of publishing on ro>a]l\ basis, its own selections 
tor the Ik \ Ivvamination in languages like ]£ng!ish and Hindi where 
the Uinsersit^ has an approeiahle number of students at present 

(ui) d'he C'onunittcc considered (lie (piestion of apjiroacliing tlie 
[ndian Stales foi fmancial assistance to the LJniversil> both recurring and 
non-i ecurring. The Committee however note that the present Agra Uni- 
versity Act and also the executive orders of the U Ik (lovernment make 
a most unfortunate and iindcsirahle distinction betw^ecn the two units of 
tlie Uni\ ei sity area zda.,U P. and non-U P,iuso fai as neither the Prin- 
cipals nor the Managements of the iion-U. P. colleges liave been given 
any direct representation on the most imjiortant executive body of the 
University 7'ir , the Executive ConnciL and the United Provinces 
(iovernnicnt have by tlioii* executive oi der emphasised this distinction 
still fnrtlier by disallowing from thoir funds even the merit scholar- 
shit)s to the students of that area, although the University awards such 
scholarships on a purelv competitive basis Under these circumstances 
the Committee feel that until the Agra Uuivorsitv Act is properly 
amended and ciiual representation granted to all the colleges of the 
University whether such colleges arc situated in the United Provinces 
or in Central India, Rajputana and Ajmer-Merwara, and until the 
executive orders of tlie Government making a distinction even in the 
matter of merit scholarships are withdrawn by the U P. Government, 
the University could not possibly approach the Indian States for finan- 
cial assistance, with any hope of success whatsoever. The Committee 
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therefore, strongly recommend to the Senate that steps might be taken 
in the above mentioned directions to have the Agra University Act 
amended as early as possibfe. 

In the end the Committee note that the finances of the University 
are certainly not very strong but the only way of putting them on a 
permanently sound basis would be to get a block grant fixed by the 
Government for a sufficiently long period and to have the Agra Univer 
sity Act properly amended. The University should then be left entirely 
free to take care of its finances and the Committee feels sure that it 
would be able to do so. 

It being unnecessary the Committee did not take any decision on 
the remaining points noted for discussion in its first report dated Feb- 
ruary 23, 1940.

I was ouc oC the uicinbcrs ot* the Coiiiaiittee appointed by the 
Senate on N’ovember 17, 1939, to look into the (inances of tlie University. 
Two meetings of the Committee were called but unfortunately I could 
not attend the second meeting held on March 13, 1940, owing to a very 
urgent and sudden call to important professional engagement outside 
Agra. 


In the 1st meeting only some preliminaries were discussed and no 
final conclusions were reached on anv matter. The Registrar was asked 
to give us some facts and figures at the next meeting. I was under the 
impression that the entire business of the meeting would not be over at 
the 2nd meeting mentioned above and that 1 shall be able to attend the 
third or subsequent meetings on which final conclusions will be arrived 
at. On account of my unavoidable absence on the above date, I have 
not had the advantage of the individual view> of members of this Com- 
mittee, I am thus compelled to fall back on the report of what trans- 
pired at this meeting. It ij» however neces^ary for me as a member of 
the Committee to express my views on the conclusions of other learned 
members. The Committee has divided its report under two main 
heads : — 


(1) I'or reducing the expenditure. 

(2) For increasing the income. 

I will therefore adopt the same division and discuss these points 
sepal ately. 

/ /i. For Reducing the Expenditure: — 

(a) I agree with the recommendations No. (u‘) and (iii) of the 
Committee Tlie recommendation No. (h) relates to the reduction 
of the number of co-opted membcr^ of the Faculties of Arts. Science 
and Law, I however would go a step further and suggest that the 
number of members who are not Co-opted should also be considerably 
reduced only heads of the departments and some eminent out-siders 
should find a place on the Committee. Substantial reduction in the 
number, possible without impairing the academic elliciency, is urgently 
called for. Infact there is over representation on these Faculties, as 
many as three or four gentlemen are represented on one Faeiilty from 
one college. I therefore suggest that only heads of the departments 
and some eminent out-side educationists sliould form the Faculties. 
Facultie.s generally meet once a year and their record of contribution 
to the improvement of the University is not very appreciable. 

(b) As an alternate I may venture to suggest the complete aboli- 
tion of the Faculties. T believe that the Academic Boaid and Boards of 
Studies under the supervision of the Executive Council and the Senate 
might very well accomplish the task entrusted to these Faculties. 
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(c) As a second alternate I may suggest that i£ the Senate does 
not agree to the abolition of the Faculties the Academic Board should 
be abolished. My conviction is that the ehiciency of the University will 
not suffer if either of the above alternates are accepted. 

* If none of these suggestions are acceptable the number of members 
of the Faculties as a whole should be reduced considerably. 

II. I do not at all agree with the suggestion of the other members 
of the Committee so far as recommendation No. (1) couceriicd. 
Under this recommendation the learned members suggest that the 
examinees should be asked to write on both sides of the answer-books. 
The total anticipated saving IS about Rs. 1,000. In the first uistahcc, 
this is a small saving and it involves considerable hardships on the 
candidates who yay for their examinations including answer-books. 
One side of the answer-book is generally nsefully spent by Ibc can- 
didates for rough work. This is not in the best interests of tlie 
examinees of the University for which the University exists. Tins 
saving is more over dkely to he further reduced as the learned mem- 
bers suggest an improvement in the quality of papers which would 
entail extra price for it. The public mind on the question is also iiiiidi 
agitated. 

In the 2nd place T believe the expenditure on answer-hooks is also 
an approved expenditure and on the analogy of iioii-rcduetioii ui 
travelling allowances and remuneration to cxamiiieis sjioiisored fiy the 
members (vide recommendation (lO of the Committee) it sliould not 
be reduced as it will also not prove “useful.’* When the candiddtes 
p^y for their answer-hooks, there is no earthly reason in not peimittiiig 
them to write on one side of the page. 

III. The Committee has not unfortunately given any figures to 
enable me to know the amount of saving made under the 1um(1 (ikO 
of its recommendation. This recommendation relates to the noii-con- 
tinuance of printing of speeches of the members of the Senates, I dare 
say that the saving affected under this head would be very small indeed. 
The Senate meets only once a year and the speeches of the members in 
each annual report of the Senate does not cover more than a few pages 
If these pages are excluded there will only be a nominal saving every 
year. I therefore do not agree with this recommendation also, 

IV. The Committee has criticised the system of Government 
Grant to the University. I fully endorse the criticism The pernicious 
system of Government grant is not confined to this University alone 
but to all the educational institutions in the Province. The sooner the 
Government realises the demoralising efTect of the present system 
the better for all concerned. The present system encourages dishonesty 
and habits of waste and extravagance. It retards the progress of the 
institution by not permitting the authorities concerned to utilise the 
saving: effected under one head to another more important and deserv- 
ing head. I therefore strongly support the idea of Block-grant to 
this University and other institutions in the Province. The Govern- 
ment should permit the various institutions to utilize the money to the 
best advantage of the institutions concerned. 

But I do not however agree with the recommendations that no 
useful purpose would be served by reduction in travelling allowances 
and remuneration to examiners. I suggest that the reductions eflecied 
should be utilised for the general benefit of the students of the Uni- 
versity. The examination fee from candidates be reduced. It may be 
noted that only a few years ago, the fee was enhanced to meet an 
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emergency and it is but just and proper that fee be non-reduced, other 
facilities be given to the candidates and their expenditure on education 
reduced so far as possible. The examination fee is excessive and 
should be reduced. There is no justification in charging from the can- 
didates and paying it lavishly in travelling allowances and remuneration 
to examiners. My suggestions therefore are as follows ; — 

(a) Single second class fare should he paid as travelling 
allowance. 

(I?) Until the Giwerninent introduces the system of block 
grant, the remuneration to examiners be reduced by 2S%, 
As a matter of fact I am in favour of paying no renuincra" 
lion to intcuial examiners just as is being (lone in certain 
Universities. 

V. 1 will suggest the following additional ecoiioinies and reduc- 
tions in expenditure: — 

(d) Arrangements for piaclical examiiKitions should be so 
made that the examiners do not have to travel long 
distance so far as possible. Suliicicnt saving can be 
aifected under this head. 

(/>) The proper arrangements and proper selection of Inspec- 
tors for inspection of colleges sinnild lie made so as to 
reduce the amount oi travelling allowances as far as 
possible 

(c) If a person has di.iwn T. \. for jiart or whole of the 
journey from lii^ place of rc odciiLC from ,1113 other 
source, he should be pcrmilled to diaw' double T. A. 
A declaration to this clTecl iniisl he taken from the person 
concerned before his T. A Bill is jiassed. 

((/) li a person has not travelled from his usual place of 
residence, but from some otiicr place, he may get the 
T. A. from the actual place of travelling if the T A. 
from such plaoc is less than what he would be entitled 
to get had he travelled from his usual place of residence. 
Tn no case he should be paid a higher sum, 

(c) I am in favour of abolition of the Results Committee. 
The results are unduly delayed for tins reason among 
others. If it is considered absolutely necessary to retain 
such a comiuiUee, it should consist of three persons, the 
Vice-Chancellor, the Registrar and one other member 
of the Executive Council easily available and to be called 
for purpose b} the Vice-Chancellor. 

7 i. /'or incrcas\>uj income: 

I. 1 agree with the recommeudatiou No. 1 of other nieinbcrs of the 
Committee. 

II. I also agree with the idea underlying the second recommenda- 
tion of the Committee but I do not wisli to leave it at the pious vvisir of 
exploring the possibility. I suggest the formation of a select small 
committee for the purpose of giving a practical shape to tliis recom- 
mendation of the committee. For the lime being I accept the sugges- 
tion of publishing the books on royalty basis. This will have double 
advantage. It will not permit frequent changes of books and at the 
same time bring in some income to the University. 
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III. I do' not agree with the suggestion contained in the recom- 
mendation No, (III) of the committee. I do not also agree with the 
reasons given in this recommendation. I would suggest the division 
of the territorial jurisdiction of the University. Rajputana should in 
all fairness have a separate University and the question of finances 
should not stand in its way. The Indian Stales and Ruling princes 
will only be too glad to give substantial assistance to the proposal. 
Separation is in the best interests of all concerned and will also go 
a long way in the eradication of so many present day evils for which 
this University has become notorious. 

IV. At the end of the report the Committee has pleaded for the 
amendment of the Agra University Act. While 1 fully agree that the 
amendment of the Act is fully justified, I do not agree with the pro- 
posed amendments. I can suggest a number of amendments of the Act 
but it seems tome that this is not the proper place for it and it would be 
beyond our scope of enquiry. 

In the end, I may point out that we have considered only a few 
points, We have not had an opportunity for considering other matters 
connected with the finances of the University. This report tliercfore 
should only be taken to throw light on the points specifically dealt with 
here and no more.

3. The Faculty approved of the recommendations 
of the Board of Studies in Agriculture regarding the 
courses of study for B. Sc. (Ag. ) Examination of 1944 
as contained in Resolution No. 1 of the report of the 
meeting of the Board held on March 5, 1941 (z'ide 
Appendix A). 

The Faculty also approved the revised Syllabus in 
Botany drafted by Mr. P. R. Mehta {vide Resolution 
No. 7 of the meeting of the Board held on March 5, 1941

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With minor alterations. The revised syllabus as amended 
is printed as Appendix B. ) 

4. The Faculty noted that the Board of Studies in 
Agriculture agreed with the Faculty that the heading for 
Agriculture Paper IV and Agriculture Practical III may 
be continued to be called “Dairy and Animal Husbandry, 
Veterinary Science” {vide Resolution No. 4 of the 
meeting of the P)oard held on March 5, 1941). 

5. With reference to Faculty of Agriculture Reso- 
lution No. 7 of November 18, 1940, and E.xecutive 
Council Resolution No. 87 of December 9, 1939 in regard 
to Resolution No. IX of the 4th Quinquennial Conference 
of Indian Universities, 1939, the Faculty resolved that 
the medium of instruction for agricultural and science 
subjects should be English. 

6. With reference to Executive Council Re.solution 
No. 139 of March 8, 1941, the Faculty resolved that the 
matter regarding the recognition of the Ih.Sc.

8. The Faculty endorsed the opinion of the Board of 
Studies expressed under its Resolution No. 5 of March 5, 
1941, that the suggestion of one of the examiners to 
give the candidates an option to answer not less than 
four and not more than five cpiestions was not desirable.

4. Candidates offering M.Sc. (Ag.) Examination in subjects

the B.Sc. (Ag.) Examination with the optional in these or allied 
subjects.

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2. The minimum number of marks required to pass the examina- 
tion shall be 33% ih each paper and 45% of the agreggate in each group. 

3. Candidates who obtain 65% marks of the aggregate shall be 

placed in the First Division. Those who obtain 55% marks of the 
2iggregate shall be placed in the Second Division and all below in the 
Third Division. - 

4. Candidates failing to obtain minimum pass marks in Group B 
shall be considered to have failed in the examination and shall be 
required to appear in both the groups in the subsequent examination. 

5. The work of the thesis shall be conducted under the direction 
of a teacher recognised for post-graduate work by the University. The 
subject of the thesis shall be intimated to the Registrar at least 18 
months before the date at which the candidate intends to appear for 
the examination. 

6. The candidate will submit five copies of the text of his thesis 
by the first week of March of the examination (with one set of prepara- 
tions and diagrams, if any) along with the following certificate: — 

A certificate of the approved teacher stating that the work 
upon the subject of the thesis is the candidate's bona-fide 
work and was conducted under his guidance. 

7. The thesis and viva voce shall be conducted by a Board con- 
sisting of three members of whom one shall be the internal examiner, 
who is the approved teacher under whom the work of the thesis has 
been conducted, the other two members shall be the external ex- 
aminers.

Suggestions regarding the Qualifications for Admission to the 
Indian Forest College. 

To consider the following : — 

(i) Pass degrees of the Indian Universities to be accepted in 
lieu of Honours degrees for admission to the Indian Forest 
College. 

(«) Combinations of Botany and Mathematics up to the Inter- 
mediate Science standard of Indian Universities.

“With reference to your No. F. 549/39 E., dated August 9, 1940. 
I have the honour to forward herewith a copy of letter No. /'39/1-3-38, 
dated September 16, 1940, from the Principal, Indian Forest College, to 
my address. His note of the subjects which he suggests should be 
placed before the Inter-University Board for discussion, gives at the 
same time the attitude which he suggests the Educational Commissioner 
should adopt. 

2. I also forward a copv of his No. 740/1-3-38, dated September 
16, 1940, in which he advocates that students who pass out of the Indian 
Forest College should be entitled to certain letters after their name to 
indicate that they have obtained the College diploma. 

3. I may say that I am in agreement with both the proposals made 
by Mr. Mobbs. The Director, Indian Forest Ranger College, while 
agreeing that such letters should be granted to the students of the 
Indian Forest College who obtain the diploma here, also suggests that 
something of the same sort should be granted to those students who 
have passed through the Indian Forest Ranger College and have passed 
the necessary examination. While I am in favour of Mr. Rangana- 
than*s suggestion in principle, I do not suggest it should be put up at 
the moment. The course at the Indian Forest Ranger College is not 
of the same standard as that of the Indian Forest College and it will be 
time enough, I think to go into the questions of the Indian Forest 
Ranger College, after recognition has been obtained for the Indian 
Forest College.''

Subjects to be placed before the Inter-University, Board. 

1. Pass degrees to be accepted in lieu of Honours Degrees. 

Rule 7 (i) (a) of the rules for the Indian Forest College requires 
that no student will be admitted unless he is in possession of “a degree 
of B. Sc. (Hons.) in Chemistry, Botany or Zoology, or an M. Sc. 
degree not lower than a second class in any science, provided that he 
has taken one of the above three sciences, m his B. Sc., degree and that 
B. Sc., degree is not lower than a second class/’ 

Certain universities do not grant Honours Science degrees. From 
the Punjab an Agriculture degree (B. Sc.) not lower than 2nd class 
has been accepted in lieu of an Honours Science degree. 

« Will the Inter-University Board be pleased to let the Indian 
Forest College have a list of those universities that grant Honours 
science degrees in these classes, 1st, 2nd and 3rd and of those univer- 
sities that either (a) grant Honours Science degrees but do not 
distinguish three classes, or (b) do not grant Honours Science degrees. 
For both of these cases, will the Board also be pleased to recommend 
what degrees and standards if any might be acceptable in lieu of the 
requirements laid down in the rules of the Indian Forest College. 
Will the Board also be pleased to recommend what science degrees in 
Agriculture, and what classes of such degrees, might be acceptable for 
admission to the Indian Forest College, 

2. Combination of Botany and Mathematics up to Inter- 
Science Standard. 

Will the Inter-University Board be pleased to recommend U 
universities to make it possible for students to take both Mathematics 
and Botany together with other science up to the Intermediate Sciences 
standard, where this is not already possible ? 

It is understood that in certain universities the combinations of 
subjects possible for the Intermediate examination do not permit both 
Botany and Mathematics to be offered at the same time. 

For the Indian Forest College, a knowledge of morphological and 
systematic Botany and of Mathematics, including Trigonometry and 
logarithms, are an essential preliminary to entering on the forestry 
course. Present students state that in many cases it is impossible for 
them to combine these subjects in their twiiversities. Some know 
Botany, some know Mathematics, but few know both. Consequently, 
much time has to be spent in the first year of the course on teaching 
elementary Botany and Mathematics, which can ill be afforded in the 
two year forestry course. A knowledge of Chemistry, physics and 
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Zoology is also desirable, but is not nearly so essential as a knowledge 
of Botany and Mathematics. 

3. Alteration of Qualification Rule for the Indian Forest College, 

A suggestion has been made that the qua ificatiori rule 7 (i) (a) 
for the Indian Forest College, mentioned above, might be altered as 
follows, to admit any Honours, Science, Agriculture or Mathematics 
degree# providing Botany and Mathematics have both been studied up 
to tbe Intermediate standard ? 

Will the Inter-University Board be pleased to express an opinion 
on the proposal and if the proposed rule is not acceptable, will the 
Board be pleased to suggest alternatives. 

Proposed Rule of Qualification required for Admission to the 

Indian Forest College, in lieu of existing Rule 7 (i) (a). 

No student 'vylll be admitted unless he is in possession of : 

“A certificate that he holds a degree of B. Sc. (Hons.) not lower 
than second class, or an M.Sc., degree, of an Indian University, in any 
Science or in Agriculture or in Mathematics, and that he has studied 
Botany and Mathematics up to the Intermediate standard. 

Notes to this rule : 

1. Where universities do not grant an honours degree, an 
ordinary degree in the first class (where 3 classes are distinguished), 
or with distinction or in the upper class (where only two classes are 
distinguished) will be acceptable instead. 

2. If any candidate for admission to the College has not actually 
passed in Botany or Mathematics at an Intermediate Science examina- 
tion, then he shall be required to present a certificate from an Indian 
University or College that he has studied the subject concerned up to 
this standard. He may further be required to pass a qualifying ex- 
amination in the subject before admission to the Indian Forest 
College. In such qualifying examiimtioiis special attention will be paid 
to a knowledge of Morphological and S\stcmatic Botany, and to Ele- 
mentary Trigonometry and the use of Logarithms, in Botany and 
Mathematics, respectively.’*

Recognition of Indian Forest College Diploma. 

In continuation of my No. 739/1-3-38 dated 16-9-40, regarding 
subjects to be placed before the Inter-University Board, there is one 
other subject which 1 have not mentioned in that letter, as I do not 
know whether it should come under the scope of that Board, but which 
I suggest might be put up to the Education Commissioner for favour 
of advice. 

2. This is the ciucstion of the public recognition of the Indian 
Forest College Diploma by the granting of letters to be used after the 
names of students obtaining the diploma. 

3. If an Indian student, having obtained an Honours Science 
degree in his university, continues his studies for a further two years, 
he would normally expect to obtain the M. Sc. degree, or if he already 
has that, then the Ph. D. degree But a student with the same qua- 
lifications who enters the Indian Forest College, is allowed to put no 
letters after his name whqn he obtains the College diploma. 

4. Further if the student were to go to Edinburgh or Oxford 
and take a Forestry Course there, he would obtain the B. Sc. degree 
there. 

5. Our own course, is I believe, in no way inferior to that given 
in the home universities, and is, I think, more suitable for Indian 
conditions. Yet we give no degree, and no letters can at present be 
placed after a successful student's name. There is obviously, therefore, 
a great temptation for a student to go to Edinburgh, for instance, to 
obtain the B. Sc. degree of that university, rather than to come to the 
Indian Forest College, 

6. This matter has been represented to me by both past and 
present students. 

7. I suggest, therefore, that we recognise the diploma by granting 
letters to be used by successful students in the same way as F. C. H. 
was used by certain students from Coopers Hill. 

8. Several possibilities have occurred to me. e. g.-‘ 

(i) A. I. F. C. (Associate of the Indian Forest College). 
The superior degree or F. I. F. C. (Fellow of the 
Indian Forest College) might also be established as a 
reward for outstanding merit after say not less than 
15 years' service, including research and publications. 

(ii) D. I. F. (Diploma in Indian Forestry, cf. D. T. M.~ 
Diploma in Tropical Medicine, D. P, H,— 
Diploma in Public Health, etc.) 

(Hi) D, I. F. C. ( Diploma of the Indian Forest College). 

6. If you approve of this suggestion, may I suggest that the 
matter be placed before the Educational Commissioner for favour of 
his advice. We require also to know what procedure should be adopted 
to get the letter recognized. We do not come under any University, 
and there are various good reasons why we should not affiliate our- 
selves to any university. Possibly an order or charter from the 
Government of India would suffice.

No. IX passed at the Fourth Quinquennial Conference

Resolved that in the opinion of this Conference the medium

If this 
be not jiossible, the examiner may be given the discretion 
to allot 5% or so of the marks in addition to those actually 
secured by the candidate if he finds that the candidate 
has really reached a standard which entitles him to a 
higher class than the one he secured owing to the fact that 
he could only complete four out of five answers. Opinion 
of other examiners ma> be invited on this point. 
I understand that such discretion is already allowed to 
examiners in some Indian and foreign Universities. 

The Chairman reported that the matter was also 
referred to the various Boards of Studies in the Faculty 
and their opinions were as follows : — 

(fl) The Boards of Studies in English, Arabic and Persian, 
Urdu, Economics, Political Science and Geography did 
not approve of the suggestion (vide Resolutions Nos. 4, 
4, 4, 3, 4 and 2 of the Minutes of the meetings of the 
Boards of Studies concerned held on March 7, 4, 5, 7, 7 
and 5, 1941 respectively). 
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(6) The Boards of Studies in Sanskrit and Hindi recorded the 
suggestion {vide Resolutions Nos. 4 and 5 of March 4 
1941 respectively). 

(c) The Board of Studies in Philosophy felt that the proposal 
should not be accepted for the B.A. Examination, but a 
majority was in favour of giving it a trial at the M.A. 
stage {vide Res. No. 5 of March 5, 1941). 

(rf) The Board of Studies in History considered the suggestion 
academically unsound and impracticable {vide Res. No. 5 
of March 6, 1941). _ 

Resolved that in the opinion of the Faculty the pro- 
posal is impracticable. 

22. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 148 of March 8,1941, read letter No. 5002 dated 
January 31, 1941, from the Registrar, Benares Hindu 
University, requesting that the Shastri and Acharya 
degrees of the Benares Hindu University may be recog- 
nised by the Agra University as equivalent to the corres- 
ponding degrees of the Punjab University and the 
Government Sanskrit College, Benares, for purposes of 
Admission to the B.A. Examination in English only or 
M.A. Examination in Sanskrit or Hindi under Statute 20 
of Chapter XXIX-A of the Agra University Calendar for 
1939-40. 

The Chairman reported that the Executive Council 
had referred this matter also to the Board of Studies in 
Sanskrit and the matter will be placed before the Board 
at its next meeting in March, 1942. 

Resolved that the consideration of the matter be 
postponed pending the report of the Board of^ Studies in 
Sanskrit.

The Benares University provides (i) Music; (ii) Painting and

subject but it is open to every candidate, male or female. The follow- 
ing are the papers in Domestic Science.

Punjab University. 

Punjab University provides (i) Home Science; (ii) Ait and Music 
as optionals for the B. A. Examination for women candidates only.

In some other Universities courses of such a nature exist but they 
are not meant purely for women candidates.

Resolved that a list of five experiments of a physical nature be 
recommended to be performed by all the B.Sc. candidates 
for 1943. 

(This list will be first of all prepared by the Convener and sent 
to all the Heads of Chemistry Department of all the 
colleges and suggestions and criticisms invited upon it. 
A list will finally be drawn up by the Convener in the 
light of those suggestions.) 
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In this connection the Registrar reported that the 
Board at its last meeting held on March 4, 1941 resolved 
{vide Resolution No. 2) that the Physical experiments,

8. With reference to Board of Studies in Mathema- 
tics Resolution No. 7 of March 5, 1941, the Faculty 
considered the proposal of the Board that the paper-setters 
should be asked to supply solutions of the questions along 
with the question paper and the necessary change be made 
in the Instructions to Paper-setters. 

Resolved that the proposal of the Board be approved 
and it be recommended to the Executive Council that the 
paper-setters in Mathematics be asked to supply solutions 
of the questions set by them. 

9. With reference to Board of Studies in Chemistry 
Resolution No. 5 of March 4, 1941, the Faculty considered 
the recommendation of the Board that the theses submitted 
by candidates for the Master’s degree or the Doctor’s 
degree should not be destroyed like answer-books but that 
one copy of each thesis should be preserved in the Uni- 
versity library and the second copy should be returned to 
the teacher concerned. 

Resolved that in view of Executive Council Resolution 
No. 86 of October 14, 1941, deciding that one copy of the 
thesis will be preserved in the Library and the other 
returned to the Principal concerned, the proposal of the 
Board be recorded. 

10. The Faculty considered the following suggestion 
made by one of the examiners for the examinations of 
1940:— 

Will it not be desirable to give an option to candidates to 
answer not less than four and not more than five ques- 
tions? A good student often finds it difficult to do full 
justice to five answers and he misses a better pass because 
he knows much more than his average competitor. If 
this be not possible the examiner may_ be given the discre- 
tion to allot 5 % or so of the marks in addition to those 
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actually secured by the candidates if he finds that the 
candidate has really reached a standard which entitles him 
to a higher class than the one he secured owing to 
the fact that he could only complete four out of five 
answers. Opinion of other examiners may be invited on 
this point. I understand that such discretion is already 
allowed to examiners in some Indian and foreign Uni- 
versities. 

In this connection the Faculty also considered the 
opinions of the various Boards of Studies in the Faculty, 
which are as follows : — 

(1) Mathematics Board: Ref. Res. No. 3 of March 3, 1941. 

The Board was not in favour of the suggestion. 

(2) Physics Board: Ref. Res. No. 4 of March 3, 1941. 

The Board considered it desirable to frame regulations permit- 
ting an examiner to award to an M. Sc. candidate 
writing answers of an exceptionally high quality some 
marks in excess of the marks already secured by him in 
the normal course. 

(5) Chemistry Board: Ref. Res. No. 6 of March 4, 1941. 

The Board did not accept the proposal for B.Sc. and M.Sc. 
Prev. examinations. For M.Sc. Final the Board would 
form an instruction on the question paper as follows ; — 

“Candidates may attempt five questions but full marks can be 
obtained by really good answers to four questions if 
only four are attempted.’’ 

(4) Zoology Board: Ref. Res. No. 4 of March J, 1941. 

The Board did not agree with the suggestion. 

(5) Botany Board: Ref. Res. No. 5 of March 5, 1941. 

The suggestion Wv^uld be impracticable for the B.Sc. Examina- 
tion. In M.Sc. Examination the option of answering four 
questions may be allowed in special papers only as is 
being done at present in some subjects. 

(d) Military Science Board: Ref. Res. No. 4 of March 5, 1941. 

The Board did not agree with the suggestions. 

Resolved that the suggestion of the examiner be 
rejected. 

11. With reference to Faculty of Science Resolution 
No. 10 of November 20, 1940, the Faculty considered the 
opinions of the Boards of Studies in the Faculty regarding, 
the recognition of the examinations of the Travancore 
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University for purposes of admission to courses of study 
in this University on reciprocal basis.

(4) Zoology Board: Ref Res No. 5 of March 5, 1941. 

The Examinations of the Travancore University be recognised. 

(.5) Botany Board: Ref. Res. No. 6 of March 3, 1941. 

B.Sc. with Botany main only be recognised for admission to 
M.Sc. classes in Botany. 

(6) Military Science Board: Ref. Res. No. 5 of March 5» 1941. 

As Military Science is not taught in the Travancore University 
the Board has no opinion to offer. 

Resolved that it be recommended to the Executive 
Council that students who have passed the B.Sc. Exami- 
nation of the Travancore University should be eligible 
for admission to the M.Sc.

Resolved that in view of the fact that no college has 
nominated any member of staff, no delegate be appointed 
to the Conference. 

132. Read application dated October 1, 1941, from 
Mr. Kalika Prasad, a clerk in the University office, for 
one month’s privilege leave on full pay with effect from 
January 2, 1942. 

The Registrar reported that the leave applied for was 

due. 
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Resolved that the application be entertained and the 
leave granted from such date as the Registrar might be 
able to relieve him of his work in the office. 

133. The Registrar reported the receipt of letter 
No. 7035 — A/D-2, dated November 5, 1941, from the 
Deputy Secretary to the Government of India, Defence 
Department (Army Branch), New Delhi, informing that 
His Excellency the Governor-General in Council had been 
pleased to confer on the Vice-Chancellor {ex-officio) the 
honorary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in the 3rd (U. P.) 
Battalion, U. T. C. 

Resolved that the letter be recorded. 

134. The Council considered certain further amend- 
ments to the Statute passed by the Executive , Council 
under its Resolution No. 89 of October 14, 1941 
(providing facilities for the Licentiates in the matter of 
obtaining the M.B.,B.S. degree of the University) in the 
light of letter No. F-29 — F-41/1641 dated 11th Novem- 
ber, 1941, from the Secretary, India Medical Council. 

Resolved that the suggestions of the Indian Medical 
Council be accepted and the Statute proposed under 
Executive Council Resolution No. 89 of October 14, 1941 
be modified so as to read as follows 

Add the following as Statute 1 1 in Chapter XXXIII— D 

11. Notwithstaiuling anything contained in these statutes, a 
holder of the L.M.P. or L.S M.F. Diploma of the State 
Medical Faculty, U-P., may be allowed to take the 
M.B.jB.S. degree of the University provided — 

(i) His preliminary qualifications come up to the standard laid 
down by the Medical Council of India, i.c., he has either {a) 
passed the Intermediate Examination of the Board of 
High School and Intermediate Education, U.P., with the 
Medical group of subjects (Physics, Chemistry and 
Biology) with a practical test in each subject, or (b) an 
examination recognised as equivalent thereto; 

(n) He has passed the following exxaminations conducted l)y 
the University: — 

(a) The First M.B.,B.S. Examination in Anatomy and 

Physiology, and 

(b) The Second M.B.,B*S. Examination in Materia Medica and 

Pharmacology : 
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Provided that the examination under (a) above must be passed 
at any time within 2 years before the candidate's joining 
an affiliated college of the University recognise I up to the 
standard, and the examination under (b) above 
mu^t be passed at any time within 18 months after the 
candidate has joined such a college: 

Provided further that a Licentiate intending to go up for an 
examination in Anatomy, Physiology or Pliarmacology may 
attend practical courses in any or all the subjects at an 
affiliated college of Medicine, if he so desires, on payment 
of such fees as may be prescribed in this behalf by, the 
College concerned; 

(m) After passing the F^rst M.B.,B.S. Examination in Anatomy 
and Physiology, he has attended in a college of Medicine 
affiliated to the University, a course of study - theoretical, 
practical and clinical— in the following subjects for not 
less than two calendar years : — 

(а) Medicine, 

(б) Surgery, 

(c) Obstetrics and Gynaecology, 

(d) Ophthalmology, 

(c) Forensic Medicine, 

(/) Hygiene and Public Health, 

(g) Pathology and Bacteriology, 

During this period special attention shall be given to the study 
of Applied Anatomy and Physiology and Clinical Patho- 
logy and the Medical Council of India’s requirements in 
Obstetrics and Gynaecology shall be fully complied with; 

(iV) The candidate must pass in all the subjects before he is 
deemed to have obtained the M.B.,B S. degree; provided 
that the examination in (e) Forensic Medicine and (/) 
Hygiene and Public Health maybe taken 18 months after 
the candidate's joining the affiliated college. 

135. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 95 of October 14, 1941, not entertaining the appli- 
cation of Balwant Rajput College, Agra, for affiliation 
up to B.A., B.Sc. and B.Coni. standards, read letter No. 
L/11-1101, dated November 13, 1941, from the Honorary 
Secretary, B. R. College, Agra, withdrawing their request 
for recognition of the college for Teachers’ Training and 
for degree classes in Arts and Science, but requesting a 
reconsideration of their application for permission to start 
degree classes in Commerce. 

Resolved that the application of the College for 
affiliation up to the B.Com. standard be referred to the 
Board of Inspection.

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APPENDIX A. 

{Ref, Executive Council Res. No, 110 of Nov. 19, 1941.) 

With reference to Executive Council .lesolution No. 15 of August 
30th, 1941, the three footnotes have been further considered by the 
committee appointed to consider the desirability of prescribing regula- 
tions for the election of representatives of the teachers of the affiliated 
colleges to the various bodies of the University. The following sug- 
gestions were circulated, and unanim ously having been approved, they 
are placed before the Executive Council for consideration:— 

(а) The committee felt that the situation under the existing rul- 

ing is somewhat anomalous, and the ruling is in some cases 
circumvented by a change of name from “ Demonstrator 
to “Junior Lecturer’^ The committee therefore recom- 
mended that the question might be reopened. If this is 
allowed by the higher authorities, a note may be added to 
Regulation (i), to the effect. 

N B. — (1) “ Members of the teaching staff should not be taken to 
include Demonstrators or Tutors who are also students, or who are on 
a temporary and part-time footing, nor those who are giving instruction 
to Intermediate classes only. 

(This, the committee considers,would express tlie real intention of 
the former ruling.) 

(б) The committee wish to reaffirm its view. If it is accepted 

it could be embodied in a second note to Regulation (i), 
vi2 : — 

(2) A member of the staff on leave should not be considered en- 
titled to take part in such an election during the period of 
his leave. 

(c) The committee felt and still feel that as honorary teachers 
can only be appointed in the colleges in special cases ap- 
proved by the Executive Council, there is no reason why 
such teachers should not be treated in the same way as the 
honorary teachers of Law. The existing note may therefore 
be extended by the insertion of the words, “and otfier 
honorary teachers approved by the Executive Council.

1. The Committee note that T,668 applications in all have been 
received for the various examinations of the University to be held in 
the year 1942. 

2. The Committee recommend that 1,573 candidates, whose names 
appear in List A, be permitted to appear at the ensuing examinations 
of the University to be held in March-April 1942, as their applications 
are regular in all respects. 

Note. -Candidates marked with an asterisk have not been en- 
rolled so far. They shall not be permitted to take the 
respective examinations if they do not get themselves 
enrolled by December 31, 1941. 

3 The Committee recommended that the 17 candidates coming 
under group I in List B and the 3 candidates coming under group III 
in the same list be also permitted to appear at the ensuing examinations 
of the University to be held in March-April 1942 as these candidates 
cannot be held responsible for the irregularities in their appli- 
cations. 

The Committee further recommend that the applications of the 
13 candidates coming under group II in List B be also entertained 
provided they are countersigned by the proper authorities. An explan- 
ation should be furnished by each countersigning authority concerned 
as to why this was not done before. 

4. The Committee resolved that the applications of the 48 
candidates in List C be rejected for reasons noted against each. 

If further inquiries show that the candidates are not to'blame, their 
cases may however be reconsidered. 

5. The Committee note that enquiries are being made in 14 cases 
which are now pending consideration. Under the circumstances the

Vice-Chancellor : Members of the Senate, as this is 
the first opportunity on which have the honour of presiding 
at the annual meeting of the Senate, I hope you will 
permit me to say a few words of warm welcome to you 
and to wish you a useful meeting today and success in 
your deliberations which, I trust, will be of the most 
helpful nature. It has been the custom in this University 
for the Vice-Chancellor to read at the Convocation a 
review on the work of the University during the year. 
It seems to me that at a Convocation which must, for 
obvious reasons be rather a long and tiring function, the 
value of reading such a review is extremely small. More- 
over, it is not often that we find very many members 
of the Senate attending the Convocation. Consequently, 
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the reading of a review on the day to day admi- 
nistration and work of the University on that occa- 
sion is of very doubtful utility. I, therefore, with your 
permission wish to say a few words on the work of the 
University during the year and to put before you our 
•hopes for the future and to refer to developments that 
may be taking place in the University. I hope that you 
will look with favour on what might seem a departure 
from the practice of former years. 

Last year you did me the honour of electing me 
your Vice-Chancellor. I was then, as I am now, fully 
sensible that it was not because of any particular suitabi- 
lity within myself, and that my election was the outcome 
of your generosity and your kindness of thought. In fact, 
some time before when some of my friends at the Execu- 
tive Council asked me to offer myself for election as 
Vice-Chancellor, it was with considerable hesitation that 
I decided to do so and later on to accept this office. I did 
so because I was assured by my colleagues after nine 
years of my membership of the Executive Council, and 
this was an assurance given by practically the entire 
Council that I would always have their co-operation and 
help. It was because of this assurance that I felt I could 
offer myself for election and later on as the result of 
your generous vote, to undertake this office which, I 
know is onerous, and carries very great responsibility. 
There was another reason and it is this. I believe and 
I hope that I shall always continue to believe that a 
University is the best experiment in democracy. Demo- 
cracy in the present-day world may be at a very low 
level. But those of us who believe in the ideal of demo- 
cracy and are prepared to work and fight for it, must see 
in it an opportunity of serving what they consider is one 
of the most admirable of democratic institutions. After 
a year of work I would be lacking very much in gratitude 
if I did not pay my tribute to the great help and to the 
whole-hearted co-operation that I have received during 
the year from my Executive Council. When I took 
office, as I have said, I did so because of my faith in 
democracy and I have put before myself that ideal of 
democracy throughout. I believe that a Vice-Chancellor 
is the constitutional head of a democratic organization. 
Therefore, in all matters and in all my plans, the 
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Executive Council as the chief executive body, has been 
taken entirely into confidence, I can say today that there 
has not been one action of any importance or any scheme 
initiated in which I have not placed the whole matter 
before the Executive Council first and given them all the 
necessary information. I have not acted like an autocrat 
or an independent official, but always as the chairman 
of a democratic council. I can today say that my year 
of office, so far as my Council is concerned, has been of 
the happiest. They have given me unstinted co-operation, 
they have given me much more for they have also 
given me their complete confidence and I cannot remember 
a single occasion when there has been between the Vice- 
Chancellor and the members of the Executive Council 
anything which savoured in the least of unpleasantness 
or even of disagreement. Very seldom has there been 
a vote taken and when a vote was taken it was taken in 
the most fair-minded and happy manner. 

Gentlemen, I recognise that the Senate is the supreme 
governing body of this University and therefore it is to 
the Senate that I appeal for the same co-operation and 
the same help, that the Executive Council has extended 
to me. I am more than sensible of the fact that we 
cannot do anything of any importance or of any real 
usefulness in furthering the work of this University if 
we do not have the complete co-operation of the Senate 
and through them, of the constituencies who elected them. 
I have very great hope that the Senate will take, and I 
have no doubt that it has taken, its rightful place as the 
supreme governing body of this University. I am anxious 
that in all important questions the Senate should be taken 
into the same complete confidence in which it has been 
my privilege to take the Executive Council and that all 
matters of moment should be laid before the Senate and 
that nothing should be hidden from them. It is my 
desire and it shall be my endeavour that I should carry 
out, with the help of my Executive Council, your wishes 
as expressed in your meeting here, for I believe that 
unless and until we can do so we cannot make this Uni- 
versity what it should be. 

I do not wish to weary you by recounting to you 
the day to day work of the University in the past year. 
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I have given details of it in my review which you will 
find in the Annual Report of the University. All other 
information which you desire has been given in that 
report and I think it will be waste of your time to enlarge 
on it. But I think there are certain matters of policy, 
certain large considerations, in which your advice, help 
and co-operation is of the utmost value. There are two 
matters, you may call them two ideals, which I have 
very much in my mind to which I, with your permission, 
desire to make a brief reference. The first, I am sure, 
is a matter which must have exercised the minds of many 
of you on several occasions and that is the real function 
and work of a University such as ours. It seems to me 
that there is a great deal of misconception in the minds 
of some people, in the University and outside. It is 
true that we are an affiliating and examining body. 
But I consider that if the functions of the Agra Univer- 
sity are to be confined merely to keeping up an efficient 
machinery for the examination of candidates and the 
affiliation of colleges we cannot become a real University. 
I do not consider any University is worth while if it does 
not go a great deal beyond these functions. You are 
aware that the old Universities in India — Calcutta, Bombay, 
Madras, Punjab and others — all started as purely alfiliating 
and examining bodies and yet who will now say that, for 
instance, the University of Calcutta has not gone far 
beyond that preliminary duty. Today we pay our tribute 
to the success it has been, for it is rich in endowment, 
learning and research, yet it started like ours as a purely 
affiliating University. The same may be said of my own 
University of the Punjab, where the University has been 
able to develop research, post-graduate work and other 
useful activities. The other old Universities of Bombay, 
Madras and so forth have also done a great deal. We 
are a very new University and unfortunately a very poor 
University but shall we say that we should hide from 
our eyes or forget the ideal which alone makes a Univer- 
sity worth its name. I look forward, and I am sure you 
also, look forward, to the time when this University will 
become in an increasing measure a home for research, 
for scholarship and for learning. 

Recently many of you must have read the report on 
the reconstruction of Universities in the United Provinces. 
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When I read that report and the conception of the Agra 
University as envisaged by those who wrote the report 
I was appalled, i feel that if such is to be the future of 
the Agra University, the best thing for the Government 
would be to add a branch to the office of the Director of 
Public Instruction and call ii a Syndicate for Examinations. 
This would be very much better and less expensive for 
conducting the work of examining students in the United 
Provinces. (Hear, hear.) I cannot for one moment. 
Members of the Senate, subscribe or in any way agree 
with that conception of the future of the Agra Univer- 
sity. 1 do not wish to deal with a large number of 
questions but I shall confine myself to placing before you 
two things which are uppermost in my mind and to asking 
for your help and co-operation in making at least a 
beginning in these directions. The first is the expansion 
of the library of this University. This unfortunate report 
lays down that in their opinion there is no necessity 
whatsoever for a University Library in Agra. That, I 
feel, is a surprising statement for any responsible body of 
men to make, for I think that a University without a 
library cannot exist. Jewdsh tradition has it that the 
longcst-liM'd man in the world was a gentleman by the 
name of Methusala and he lived 969 years. You probably 
remember that Dean Inge in one of his essajs says that 
he is unable to believe the statement that Methusala should 
have lived 969 years. He says among other reasons the 
conclusive reason against this belief is that in those days 
there was no library and Methusala in the complete absence 
of a library or reading material could not have survived 
so long. If that is true of an individual, ii is much more 
true of a University. The Agra University Act gives 
us perpetual succession, which seems to me is another 
term for unlimited life and I believe that no Act in this 
world can confer upon a University perpetual life if it 
deprives it of a library. I feel that the time is coming 
when we must add to the necleus of our library. The 
time has come when we ought to put all our efforts into 
creating here a library w^orthy of the name of a University. 
It has been said that a library in Agra would be of use 
only to the few local colleges and that it cannot benefit 
the affiliated colleges. That again is a very shortsighted 
view. If we can build up a good library, even if it were 
confined to Agra, and I see no reason why it should be so 
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confined, it would certainly serve a most useful purpose. 
There are at present four affiliated colleges in Agra. We 
hope there will be another college within a short time. If 
we can supply good reading material and some means for 
research and scholarship even to these five colleges, we 
will have done something of great value and will thus 
justify our existence. But my conception of our Univer- 
sity Library is that the University should make grants to 
affiliated colleges outside Agra to add to their library. It 
ought also to be able to lend to its affiliated colleges 
sections of its library, whenever they need them or ask 
for them. That, I think, is one of the tasks to which we 
must put our mind and for that purpose lam anxious to 
husband our resources, to add to our income and to appeal 
to you and through you to the generosity of those who 
have elected you, to enrich this University with a library 
which is one of the first essentials of such an institution. 

I also wish to refer to another matter and I hope I 
will not be misunderstood. Personally, I am sure, I am a 
man of peace and I believe that war and all the horrors 
of war are contrary to the will of God and cannot on 
moral grounds be justified. They only indicate a very 
diseased world. But a the same time we like practical 
men ought to realize that we cannot stop war merely be- 
cause we do not like it, or we believe that it is wrong. 
From the present-day domination of Nazism and all the 
horrors of Hitlerism, it must be a very long road to bring 
back this world into a healthy state of existence. We 
have got to recognize the fact that as the world at present 
stands, the only way to prevent war is to be so well pre- 
pared as to make it extremely difficult for an aggressor to 
attack another country. You will no doubt agree that this 
present war would probably have not been started had the 
British Empire been fully prepared. I feel that in India 
there is and there will be a growing desire that this coun- 
try and our nation should take their proper place in the 
family of free and self-governing nations. The only 
difference on this subject there can possibly be is that of 
the method and the time for such a consummation. You 
also ought to realize, I believe you all do, that the freedom 
of a nation or the freedom of a country at this stage of 
world affairs is not worth 24 hours’ or even 12 hours’ pur- 
chase if that country is not able by means of a national 
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army to defend itself against aggression, both from out- 
side as well as from inside the country. For that purpose 
I think it is the duty of a University not only to pre- 
pare their products to take their place in the learned 
professions and other avenues of work in the country, but 
it is also their duty to see that the men who go out from 
here are leaders of our men in all walks of life and we 
cannot afford to forget the field of defence. 

All this is just a preface to draw your attention to 
the great necessity of the expansion of our University 
Training Corps and of bringing the corps to a state of 
efficiency, so that the men may go out from here with a 
good training to supply suitable ofiicers for the army in 
India. One of the matters to which I have referred in 
my review, is this question of military training for our 
students. I ha\ e for some time been a member of a 
tribunal for the selection of officers for the land and air 
forces, and I feel that a great opportunity is now open to 
our University men for honourable and useful employ- 
ment. I also realise how few there are who have got the 
necessary preliminary training for making good officers, 
and I believe that there is no agency which is better fitted 
to provide suitable officers for the army of defence 
in this country than our Universities and I wish to 
suggest to you. Members of the Senate, that you would 
give your earnest attention to this matter and that you 
would lend us your help and support in our efforts to 
obtain the means for the expansion of our University 
Training Corps. 

I have taken a great deal of your lime and I apologize 
for what might seem to some of you an intrusion. But I 
thank you for the patient hearing you have given me, and 
once again 1 hope for and look forward to your hearty 
co-operation in the work of this University and in the 
development of some of the ideals which I have placed 
before you. (Cheers.) 

Khan Bahadur B. Rustomjee Bhaya; I believe all 
my brethren will agree with me that you can safely count 
upon the co-operation and support of the members of 
the Senate also. 

Vice-Chancellor; Before we deal with the items on 
the Agenda, I have to refer to the passing away of a very 
illustrious son of this province. I refer to the demise of

Dr. Sir Ganganatha Jha, the late Vice-Chancellor of the 
Allahabad University. Occasions like this are matters 
not solely for expression of grief and sorrow, for in this 
case the late Sir Ganganatha Jha has passed on to another 
sphere full of years and full of honours. 1 have just 
received a letter from his son, the present Vice-Chancellor 
of the Allahabad University, and he tells me that the late 
Dr, Jha, some time before he passed away, told him in very 
clear terms that he had no more desire for life, for he felt 
that he had done his work fully and completely and that 
he had no further desire to continue. We cannot conceive 
of any one of whom it could be said with greater truth that 
his life’s work has been well done. Not only has he left 
his mark in the contribution that he made to scholarship, 
to education and to the social life of these provinces, but he 
has also given to this country illustrious sons among them 
the present Vice-Chancellor of the Allahabad University 
who will carry on his great traditions. 1 will now ask 
you, if you approve after I have read the resolution, to 
show your respect to the memory of the illustrious de- 
ceased by standing. The resolution is : — 

The Senate desires to convey to Professor Amai anatlia Jha and 
the family of the late Mahamahopadhyaya Dr. Sir Ganganatha Jha itb 
respectful condolences and places on record its deep sorrow at the death 
of the illustrious scholar and educationist. The Senate recalls with 
gratitude the valuable help the University of Agra received from the 
late Sir Ganganatha Jha at the time of its incorporation and records 
its appreciation of the great tontribulion made by the dci eased iii the 
sphere of scholarship, education and public life in these provinces. 

The resolution was passed, the whole House standing 
in silence. 

Mr. Gokal Chand: I think we had better pass 
a resolution of condolence at the death of Sir C. Y. 
Chintamani who was an ex-Ministcr of Education and 
who rendered glorious services to this University. 


The following resolution was then moved by the 
Vice-Chancellor : — 

The Senate of the University places on record its feeling of deep 
sorrow and loss at the death of Sir C. Y. Chintamani and expresses its 
sympathies with the members of the bereaved family. 

The House stood in silence and passed the resolution. 
Dr. Peary Lai Srivastava ; May I suggest that we 
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should pass a similar condolence resolution about the late 
Dr. Sir Shah Sulaiman ? 

The House stood in silence and passed the following 
resolution which was moved by the Chair : —

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Dr. L..P. Mathur : I rise to a point of order. I 
Vvould like to knjjw as to what the motion before the 
House is and whether the remarks of the speaker are 
relevant. 

Vice-Chancellor : The last speaker is expressing his 
mind on the Vice-Chancellor’s review. But I want to 
point out to him that he rfas exceeded his time-limit. I 
give you two minutes more. 

Pt. Algu Rai Shastri, proceeding with his Hindi 
speech, said :

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Vice-Chancellor : I would like all speakers to realize 
that the procedure is that only 10 minutes time is allowed 
to each speaker. 

Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi : The observations on the Vice- 
Chancellor’s annual review of the University’s working, 
which have been made by my friend, Pandit Algu Rai 
Shastri, are such that they deserve consideration by this 
House as he has mentioned several points of very great 
importance. I don’t want to repeat all these, but by the 
way I would also refer to them. He has pointed out that 
we have achieved a great success this year to improve 
the finances of the University and that we have saved 
Rs. 20,000 towards the Reserve Fund from which we have 
been borrowing last year. Another thing is that we have 
been demanding from the Government a Block Grant 
and for that we have been raising a sort of agitation. In 
the last Senate meeting this point was raised and I 
strongly supported it even then that a Block Grant should 
be given to this University by the Government and I am 
glad that partially this has been done, and with this Block 
Grant now we are in a position to consider certain 
economies in our Budget and see that our Budgets improve 
and we may introduce certain other items which are being 
neglected. Our University today is only an examining 
body and is doing practically nothing to spread education 
beyond holding examinations. In this connection I wish 
to draw the special attention of the Senate to the fact 
that in this University even extension lectures were dis- 
continued. Now there should be consideration for re- 
starting extension lectures and also we should have a 
library on a very wide scale with greater facilities for the 
students, members of the Senate and the general public 
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to make use of it. This has also been referred to by 
our Vice-Chancellor and I strongly support it. Then there 
are two other, points. One is of military training for the 
students and on this point I have my own view that we 
want very partial things and we neglect the real things. 
On this occasion when the British Government is involved 
in a war we talk of the U.T.C. expansion. But in 
ordinary times this thing was ignored. The Vice-Chancel- 
lor made certain references to the war which is now going 
on. He said that this is a war with which on religious 
grounds and on conscientious grounds he may not agree, 
but on practical grounds he feels that we should be armed 
and we should make our defence. But we on principle 
feel that all armed wars are a sin. We have raised 
these slogans from every platform and from here also 
I raise the same. I feel that before we arm our people 
we should also let them know that war as such is wrong. 
On principle, it is wrong that the armies are being used 
only to kill human beings. Today there is no safety of 
human life, no safety of civilization and of culture. So 
far as the University is concerned, it is said to be the seat 
of culture, the seat of learning and the seat of things 
which are noble in human life. It is really a surprise that 
our Vice-Chancellor, who is fortunately a religious-minded 
man and from whom we expect more of religious teach- 
ing, should talk on practical grounds for the defence of 
the present Government of India for whom we have no 
sympathy, and we have no sympathy because it has not 
done justice to those who are under this Government! 
It has preached justice and has perpetrated injustice, 
hence we have nothing to say for the Government or for 
anything in this direction done by the Government. In 
this connection Mr. Shastri referred that certain Statutes 
were framed by this Senate and the Executive Council 
to give facilities for the students participating in the war 
and the teachers participating in the war. I think we 
have done wrong there. We should give more facilities 
to our students who participate in our movement for 
liberty, but unfortunately they are being penalised. (Hear, 
hear.) After this, there is one more important point and 
that is about the affiliation being granted to some other 
colleges. On this point I feel that while we grant affi- 
liation to colleges we should see whether actually we are 
advancing the cause of education or we are actually 
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advancing the cause of a few ill-paid teachers to get 
higher pay, not on grounds of efficiency but on grounds of 
personal need and greed. For instance, when there is a 
college at Meerut which is a first class college consisting 
of 1,200 or 1,400 students and when there are first class 
colleges at Agra where is the necessity now to start one 
more college at Khurja? I am not opposing the starting 
of this college but I want to know why should affiliation 
be granted to such a college at such a small place when at 
Agra we have got several big colleges and at Meerut we 
have got a big college. 

Mr. Jwala Prasad Singhal: On a point of order. Is 
he in order in referring to the affiliation of any college, 
the consideration of which is before the E.xecutive Council? 
It is not mentioned in the report. 

Vice-Chancellor : Please, go on. 

Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi : We should not grant affiliation 
to such colleges, the practice of which is that higher pay 
is said to be given to the staff but where actually most of 
the members of the staff are ill-paid. It is a real charge. 
I know that when teachers, according to the Statutes of 
the University, should be paid Rs. 150 they are actually 
paid Rs. 80 or Rs. 100 and false receipts are obtained 
from them and the Government is told that Rs. 150 is 
being paid. The result is they don’t work efficiently and 
good teachers do not come to such colleges, and thus the 
real cause of education suffers. Good students cannot 
be produced in such colleges. Then what is the necessity 
of granting affiliation to any new college in such small 
places? 

Dr. L. P. Mathur: Is it within the knowledge of the 
Vice-Chancellor? Is it a fact that there are some col- 
leges where teachers are paid Rs. 80 or Rs. 90 and false 
receipts are taken ? 

Vice-Chancellor : Go on. 

Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi : These are facts which are a 
public secret and most of the members of the House know 
it and with this knowledge I don’t feel that we would do 
justice if under the influence of any influential member 
of the Executive Council we grant affiliation to any small 
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college which is not running efficiently even its Inter- 
mediate classes. The results show that they have not 
been doing very well. 

After making these observations, I wish to express 
that I feel that our Vice-Chancellor is taking greater 
interest in details and with this interest I think many 
more improvements will be made. Further, I will feel 
delighted if our members, while they are either on the 
Executive Council or on the Senate, would make decisions 
not merely on personal grounds or personal interest but 
on higher interests. While making this observation, I 
would refer to page 170, Volumfe XI-B of the Executive 
Council Minutes, which shows that this year, it has been 
resolved, there would be no moderators. 

Vice-Chancellor: You will have to discuss it at 
another time. 

Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi : By the way I have pointed out 
this thing, that such things are done which show that 
there are malpractices going on, because we are not honest 
in our work. While agreeing with the Vice-Chancellor, 
1 would add that we should feel more responsible while 
carrying on our duty as members of this House and as 
public servants serving the cause of education which is 
the noblest in life. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta : I had no intention of participat- 
ing in the debate on this very formal resolution but 
certain remarks, which have fallen from the lips of my 
friend who has just sat down, have constrained me to' 
speak. My friend has remarked that^ the University 
should not grant affiliation to small colleges and he has 
made a most amazing attack about a college about which 
he knows less than nothing. That attack cannot be allowed 
to pass unchallenged and I would request the previous 
speaker to either substantiate his statements or withdraw 
them. Comparisons are odious but I would respectfully 
submit that the college to which he has referred in dis- 
paraging terms can bear comparison with any other 
college, not excluding the one in the home town of my 
honourable friend. It has been spoken of in eulogistic 
terips by many, much better qualified to speak than the 
previous speaker, and by the University Inspectors who 
rwently visited thct college. Sir, I think the Senate will 
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agree with me that to characterize the attempts which are 
being made by certain well placed and well endowed 
institutions for the advancement of higher learning in 
their respective areas as inspired by ill-paid teachers work- 
ing for self-aggrandisement is a gross reflection on the 
philanthropic laudable motives of those who are res- 
ponsible for these institutions. The University exists for 
the imparting of sound knowledge and for the advance- 
ment of learning, and while it is the business of the 
University to see that knowledge is imparted under 
efficient conditions, I believe there would be none who 
would endorse the opinion that anything should be done 
which would curb the growth of higher learning in this 
country. For let me remind my honourable friend that 
the leaders of public opinion, the builders of the nation, 
come from these colleges and Universities which my friend 
has so unwarrantedly attacked. I know that attempts 
are being made by certain persons, through motives not 
entirely disinterested, to misrepresent and prejudice the 
case of institutions aspiring to serve their country in a 
higher sphere of education but such attempts are not 
likely to mislead any sensible or well-informed person. 

I would make one more observation and that is this. 
I heartily endorse the remarks which have fallen from 
the lips of my honourable friend, Mr. Shastri, except in one 
respect. He questions the Vice-Chancellor’s observation 
that much of the criticism of the University’s finances is 
undeserved. I do not know whether we are in order in 
questioning the observations of the Vice-Chancellor but 
if we are, I should respectfully submit that not only the 
Vice-Chancellor’s observations but the discussions which 
have taken place in the Senate in the preceding years show 
that much of the criticism has been undeserved and 
unwarranted. If on account of the laudable attempts of 
the Vice-Chancellor and of his colleagues, the University 
has been able to get a Block Grant, it is not evidence 
that the Government recognises that these criticisms were 
undeserved, but I should say that it is evidence in just 
the contrary direction. With these remarks. Sir, I support 
the motion that the report be adopted. I am very, very 
sorry indeed that I should have been constrained to make 
remarks which have no relevancy to the report, but the 
remarks of the previous speaker have forced me to speak 
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up for institutions which have been subjected to a most 
amazing and most irresponsible attack on the floor of this 
House. 

Mr. Jwala Prasad Singhal : I want to associate my- 
self with what Mr. Gupta said and I can say from per- 
sonal knowledge about the Khurja College. I happen 
to know some of the persons who are connected with the 
management of the college. It is gross misrepresenta- 
tion, it is an insult, it is a most undeserved insult to say 
that the Khurja College is one of the colleges, or even to 
hint that it is one of the colleges which pays its teachers 
less and gets receipts for higher amounts. It is absolutely 
wrong. 

Vice-Chancellor : What Mr. Vidyarthi said was a 
general remark and did not apply to Khurja College. I 
think that Khurja College has been fully vindicated and 
therefore it is hardly necessary to dwell upon it any 

longer. 

Dr. S. K. Mukerji : I have nothing to say about 
the repective merits and demerits of the Intermediate 
colleges which are being discussed now, but I would like 
to say a few words about what has been done about re- 
searches in the University and how they had done in this 
matter. About three years ago we were asked to submit 
our research papers to the University and we took all the 
trouble to write and submit them to the University but 
later on we were told that those papers would not be 
published for want of money. Previously there were six re- 
search scholarships and these six research scholarships 
were reduced to two. Not only is the library very defi- 
cient, but at the same time there is no facility and scope 
for research. 

Vice-Chancellor : That is the whole purpose, of my 
observations and remarks that it is our intention to revive 
research scholarships. 

Dr. S. K. Mukerji : Now that the finances of the 
University have improved, may I point out that those 
scholarships should be revived ? 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta : Should this not come under 
the heading, Annual Budget ? 
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Vice-Chancellor : That is what I am suggesting, that 
at the moment it is unnecessary. 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta : May I propose that the ques- 
tion be now put ? 

The Vice-Chancellor called upon Khan Bahadur Raza 
Husain to speak when it was pointed out that Prof. 
Sidhanta had already moved that the question be put. 

Vice-Chancellor ; That is for the Vice-Chancellor 
to decide. 

Khan Bahadur Syed Raza Husain : 
jh) 
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B. Chhail Bchari Capoor : I have no desire to cover 
the ground which has' already been covered by the pre- 
vious speakers. I wish, however, to "pay my tribute of 
congratulation to you personally for making two depar- 
tures, if I may use the word in plural, from the established 
practice of this House. In the first place, you were good 
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enough to take the Senate into your confidence by making 
extensive preliminary observations about the working of 
the University during the year which has expired. It was 
an innovation and may I say that when you had finished 
your address I was almost tempted to make a request to 
you to permit your address to be treated as a speech from 
the Throne, so that the members of the House might have 
an opportunity of bringing under review the whole work- 
ing of the University and expressing our opinions. I did 
not know whether I would be in order in making such a 
request and so I remained quiet. But Mr. Shastri has uti- 
lized this item practically for the same purpose, that is, for 
bringing under review the administration of the University 
in certain respects and you have been good enough as the 
democratic head of the Senate to permit full and free dis- 
cussion thereon. I feel, we owe it to you to offer our 
congratulations to you on permitting these two departures. 

That is so far as it goes. There is another point 
which I wish to deal with. Your remarks as Vice-Chancel- 
lor in the Annual Report are of course interesting from 
more points of view than one. But if I may say so, I 
find there is a vital omission in those remarks. As the 
House is aware, one of the outstanding events of this year 
has been the publication of the report of the Universities 
Enquiry Committee which had been holding its delibera- 
tions during the last two or three years. It is probably a 
fact that the report of that Committee was not published 
in the year to which your remarks relate, but the report 
was of no ordinary importance. I understand from the 
Minutes of the Executive Council that the report is receiv- 
ing the consideration of the Executive Council. I further 
understand there is a meeting of the Executive Council 
coming off tomorrow and possibly that report will be con- 
sidered at it. Would it not have been better if the Exe- 
cutive Council had considered that report before to-day 
and submitted its views to this House at this meeting, so 
that the report of the Executive Council might have been 
the report of the Senate with suitable modifications of 
course ? As it is, the report of the Executive Council will go 
to the Government and to the world at large, if I may say 
so, as the report of the Agra University, though actually 
it would be the report only of the Executive Council and 
not of the Senate. 
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Vice-Chancellor : That was my intention. This re- 
port was to be finally discussed by the Executive Council 
yesterday so that I could have given to the Senate at any 
rate the gist of our conclusions, but unfortunately the Con- 
vener of the committee was unable to come yesterday be- 
cause of the serious illness of his daughter and he had all 
the drafts of the report with him. We could not foresee 
this unfortunate event and he wrote to me yesterday that 
he was extremely sorry that this happened and that he 
would make every effort to attend tomorrow’s meeting if 
his daughter was at all better. He has been asked by me 
to come and present the draft. That is a very unfortunate 
event ; not that I did not want the Senate to consider the 
report, but this unfortunate event prevented the carrying 
out of my intention. 

B. Chhail Behari Capoor : In the circumstances I 
don’t press my point further. 

The report was adopted, 

10. Mr. P. D. Gupta proposed and Mr. Jwala Prasad 
Singhal seconded, that under Section 33 ( 1 ) of the Act, the 
Budget Estimates of the University for the year 1942-43, 
framed by the Executive Council, be adopted.

Vice-Chancellor : This year the Executive Council 
ha,ve decided to pay for the cost of the party out of their 
own private pockets. I very much hope that you will 
come to that party. (Laughter.) 
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Dr. Ishwari Prasad ; I think, Mr. Vice-Chancellor, on 
the previous occasion we had to subscribe Rs. 10 each for 
the party to His Excellency the Governor. 

Vice-Chancellor : Mr. Shastri, you will realize that 
your intention has already been carried out. 

Pt. Algu Rai Shastri : I thank you very sincerley for 
this decision.

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Vice-Chancellor : Any other remarks on the Budget ? 

B. Chhail Behari Capoor: I should like to make just 
a few remarks. It is a matter for gratification that the 
financial condition of the University is slightly better than 
it was last year and in the preceding years. I remember 
saying very hard things some years ago on this matter. I 
said then if you go on like this the day is not far off 
when the hall in which we are assembled might go under 
the auctioner’s hammer. I am glad that the situation has 
improved substantially since and that there is no fear 
either now or in the near future of any such untoward 
event happening. It is a matter of satisfaction to us all. 

But there are still certain points which I am not tired 
of repeating. One of these is that the travelling allowances 
which are being paid can be and should be appreciably 
curtailed. I made a suggestion to this effect some years 
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ago. I make no complaint that that particular suggestion has 
not been accepted. I wish however to make another con- 
structive proposal and that is this. As you know, if the 
proceedings of this House go on in the manner in which 
they have begun this morning it is my fear that it will 
not be possible for the Senate to finish the Agenda in one 
day and it will probably become necessary for us to have 
several sittings of the Senate in succession. 

Vice-Chancellor : I propose to go on till midnight, if 
necessary. 

B. Chhail Behari Capoor: I am not physically as 
strong as you are. I do not think I shall be able, to sit till 
midnight. But what I was saying was that if the Senate 
is to tackle its business as seriously as it ought to, it will 
be in the fitness of things that the proceedings should go 
on two, three, four days in succession. An argument 
might be put forward against this proposal that it would 
involve the University in extra expenditure. It is to meet 
that extra expenditure that I suggest that the existing 
scale of travelling allowance should be reduced. I make 
the practical suggestion that you might well stop first 
class travelling allowance to the members and might pay 
only second class fare. That is a vital point and it is for 
the consideration of the Vice-Chancellor and the members 
of the Executive Council and since you have been pleased 
to allow a general discussion on these matters, I have 
availed myself of this opportunity to ventilate an old view 
of mine. 

Vice-Chancellor ; I do not like to say anything but 
if the Senate now or at any time, after due notice has been 
given, by a majority express a certain view on the subject 
of travelling allowance I can assure you I shall do my 
duty in pressing that view, if it comes from a majority of 
the Senate. I think it is the only assurance which my 
friend can expect me to give at present. 

Mr. Jwala Prasad Singhal: Is this point under discus- 
sion at present in connection with the financial com- 
mittee report? 

Vice-Chancellor : I do not want to stop discussion. 
It is quite in order. 
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B. Chhail Behari Capoor : Shall I be in order in put- 
ting forward a proposal in continuation of my speech? 

Vice-Chancellor: I think you have expressed your 
view already. 

Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi : I have not to say much but 
I want to make an enquiry. On page 82 of the Minutes of 
the Executive Council (item 32) where a reference is 
made to the expenses and the increase of remuneration 
to examiners— in this case. Sir, I find the details are not 
given and, I think, this year this should have been less 
than the previous year as the expenditure incurred on 
moderation has been removed. I also wish to know as to 
why the moderators have been removed, as it is referred 
on page 117 of the Minutes of the Executive Council (item 
No. 76). 

Vice-Chancellor: I will answer it by saying that it is 
an experiment which the Executive Council wish to try 
and I cannot offer any information on the subject till we 
are sure that the experiment is going to succeed or fail. 

Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi : I want to know who initiated 
this experiment and what are the reasons which have led 
the Executive Council to launch this experiment. 

Vice-Chancellor : In every living organisation and in 
an educational institution it is only right that various ex- 
periments should be tried. If we stop trying experiments 
in educational bodies then we shall be only a dead institu- 
tion. It is purely an experiment. 

Mr. Algu Rai Shastri : But then the figure should have 
been much less than in the previous years. 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta : The moderators in this Uni- 
versity have never been paid. But the work done by 
moderators has absolutely been honorary and that is why 
it should not be included in the remuneration of examiners, 
but where there has been a slight diminution it will be in 
travelling allowance paid to examiners for attending meet- 
ings of the Moderation Board here. As regards the in- 
crease in expenditure on remuneration to examiners there 
will be an increase of Rs. 3,000. But at the same time if 
the increase of income side is considered, whereas it was 
Rs. 1,10,000 formerly it is now Rs. 1,15,000 so that the 
increase in expenditure is less than the increase in income. 
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Thus on this item the University is making a saving of 
Rs. 60,000. 

The proposal that the Budget Estimates be adopted 
was then put to vote and agreed to. 

11. The Annual Accounts and Audit Report for 
the year 1940-41 submitted to the Senate under Section 
33 (2) of the Act, were adopted.

Mr. H. Ghosh : With regard to tlicse changes, I beg 
to submit that I am opposing this motion. I draw your 
attention to what appears on page 5 of the Agenda, 
especially the last sentence “Provided also that a third 
class M.A. or M.Sc. who has taught Degree Classes for at 
least five years will be eligible to be the Head of his 
Department in the same institution.” I submit. Sir, that 
this is a very humiliating clause. If a man is fit to be 
the Head of the Department of a college, certainly he 
might be regarded as fit to be the Head of the Department 
of a different college also. I do not say that all third 
class M.A.’s are disqualified to be the Heads of Depart- 
ments. But this clause is a very humiliating, and almost 
a degrading clause. You allow a third class man to be 
the Head of an institution where he is working. But you 
do not want to allow him elsewhere? Does the third class 
man suffer from some contagious disease? Do you want 
the contagion to be confined to the very college where 
he is? At the same time I draw your attention to Sec. lA 
of Statute 5 regarding teachers of the University Classes. 
I feel. Sir, that in recent times the third class M.A.’s that 
we have been producing are ill-equipped and are not 
competent to take Degree Classes. I do not say that 
there is no eminent man among third class M.A.’s. 
Generally, however, these third class people let us down 
very badly. So I suggest that no third class i)eople be 
regarded as fit for admission as teachers in a Degree 
College. The Calcutta University — Professor Sidhanta 
will correct me if I am wrong— years ago decided that no 
third class M.A. be allowed to work as a teacher in an 
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affiliated college. I think, Sir, for the future at least the 
same clause might be inserted for the betterment of 
conditions here. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta proposed that the statute be adopted 
and Mr. Kalka Prasad Bhatnagar seconded the motion. 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta; Would it not be better 
to take up the amendments of which due notice has been 
given ? 

Vice-Chancellor ; I should like to point out that the 
position is that the Senate can either accept or reject the 
statute proposed by the Executive Council. It cannot 
amend it. I will allow discussion on your amendment but 
I would like you to bear in mind a suggestion that we 
might deal with the statutes proposed and then discuss 
your amendments and if the House agrees with these 
amendments they will be sent back to the Executive Council. 
If you block the whole motion, the result will be that these 
statutes will have to wait for a year. Do you agree? 

Pt. Algu Rai Shastri ; I would like to move my amend- 
ments. 

Vice-Chancellor : You are not oppo.sing the statutes. 

Pt. Algu Rai Shastri : No. . 

Dr. N. P. Asthana : He likes only to amend. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta : Am I right in thinking that these 
statutes will be passed and that these amendments will be 
sent to the Executive Council as a sort of recommendation 
to come up at the next meeting of the Senate ? 

Vice-Chancellor : That is exactly the position. 

Pt. Algu Rai Shastri then moved the following amend- 
ments : — 

A —(Teachers of the University classes.) 

(5) Page 5, line 5 add after foreign 'or national’. 

B. — (Head of the Department of Agriculture.) 

Page 6, add after foreign 'or national'. 

C. — Page 6, add a fresh proviso at the end of C.

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Provided also that in a college where two departments arc 
tucked together for financial consideration, teaching faci* 
lities, or on ground of one of the two departments not 
being recognised for Post-graduate classes, the teacher 
who has been regularly working in the department not 
recognised for the Post-graduate classes shall be eligible 
for being Head of the Department on its separation when 
Post-graduate classes have been recognised in that depart- 
ment in his college, if such a teacher is a second class 
M.A. in that subject wtih three years’ teaching expe- 
rience of the Degree classes or third class M A. with 
five years’ teaching experience of Degree classes in that 
college. 

Explaining his first amendment (A) Mr. Shastri said—

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Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi : I second it. 

Vice-Chancellor : Mr. Shastri does not oppose the 

statutes which have been sent down by the Executive 
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Council. If the House accepts those amendments, the 
effect will be that only the amendments will be sent back 
to the Executive Council for necessary action. When 
these amendments pass through the necessary bodies, the 
Executive Council will propose a fresh statute. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad. Does it mean delay in the pass- 
ing of these statutes ? What is the position of the Senate 
in regard to these statutes ? The statutes will either be 
accepted or rejected, 

Vice-Chancellor : I have tried three times to explain 
these points. I pointed out at the very beginning that 
the Senate can either accept or reject the statutes sent 
down by the Executive Council. It cannot amend them. 
I pointed out to Mr. Shastri that those amendments do not 
necessarily mean an opposition or approval of the original 
statutes. He accepted that and the position will be that 
if these amendments are accepted by the House, they will 
go back to the Executive Council — just those amendments 
will go back — as the recommendation of this House, and 
the Executive Council after putting them through the 
various bodies concerned may suggest next year, or when- 
ever they are ready, amendments to the statutes then stand- 
ing. 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta : Dn a point of order, may I 
suggest that if these amendments are independent of these 
original resolutions, the original resolutions might be 
taken up first. If we pass the amendments and if we 
reject the original statutes a most anomalous situation 
might be created. 

Pt. Algu Rai Shastri : b have no objection to that 
course. 

The Vice-Chancellor then put to the Senate the statute 
as proposed by the Executive Council and it was accepted. 

Explaining his second amendment (B) Mr. Shastri said-

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Dr. T. S. Sabnis : On page six of these amendments 
I would like, as far as I am concerned whether Mr. Shastri 
will agree or not, that under “Agriculture”, under scien- 
tific subjects is given I would like to know from Mr. 

Shastri whether he can specify those institutions where 
instruction is imparted in scientific subjects. Is there 
any national institution which gives instruction in scien- 
tific subjects ? I do not think that the amendments sugges- 
ted wilt be useful. 

Pt. Algu Rai Shastri : I am not quite sure. Gurukul, 
Kangri perhaps does so. But this does not matter at 
all, unless you recognise ten national degrees you cannot 
expect ten national educational institutions to expand their 
course of studies.

K. B. B. Rustomji Bhaya : Mr. Shastri who speaks 
always in Hindi seems to forget that many of us are here 
who cannot follow the words he uses. He must make the 
whole House understand his arguments. Every one of 
us knows English and if he speaks in English it will be 
understood and we will support him. 

Pt. Algu Rai Shastri : I am not well versed in the 
English language and I cannot impress you if I speak in 
English. That is why I take the agency of my own 
mother-tongue and try to say with all my earnestness. 
Because you do not recognise national degrees, the authori- 
ties in those institutions want you to encourage them so 
that they might introduce other subjects also like agricul- 
ture, science, etc. It is with this view that I am request- 
ing you to add this small amendment. As far as I 
remember, Gurukul, Kangri and Gurukul, Brindaban are 
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giving some sort of agricultural instruction. I am not 
quite sure. If there are no graduates from these national 
institutions, who can apply for these posts ? They will 
not do so. Unless they have this instruction they will 
not come forward with their applications before you. 
But by adopting my amendments you will thereby encour- 
age those institutions and you will be serving the cause of 
education on the nationalistic basis. It is with that hope 
and with that earnestness that I am making this sugges- 
tion. At this moment it is difficult for me to say what 
are the institutions which are imparting instruction in 
these subjects. 

Dr. T. S. Sabnis : Can this not be taken up after an 
enquiry whether such institutions are imparting education 
in scientific and agricultural subjects ? I do not know 
whether the amendments will serve any useful purpose at 
this stage. 

Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi ; The amendment is applicable 
to all other sections and not merely to agriculture. 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta : The addition of the word 
•'national” would imply that the Universities which exist 
at present are not national and it might be regarded later 
as a very serious imputation on the running of these institu- 
tions. (Mr. Algu Rai Shastri : Quite so.) I hope this imputa- 
tions is not intended and the w^ord “national” might be 
substituted by any other word or an enumeration of institu- 
tions the degrees or diplomas of which we want to regard 
as inferior or superior to the degrees and diplomas award- 
ed by the Universities recognised by the Acts of the 
Government. 

Pt. Algu Rai Shastri ; These arc not chartered 
Universities and Government Universities are chartered 
Universities. 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta : May I ask the hon’ble mover 
of the amendment if he would describe the Benares Hindu 
University as a non-national University.^ 

Pi. Algu Rai Shastri : It is a chartered University. 

Vice-Chancellor : I only allowed Prof. Sidhanta 
to elicit certain information. I now put the question to 
vote. 
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Both the amendments of Mr. Shastri, A and B, on 
page 7 of the Agenda, were put to vote and declared lost. 

Explaining his third amendment (C) Mr. Shastri said : 
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The amendment was put to vote and declared lost.

Provided further that a Licentiate intending to go up for an 
examination in Anatomy, Physiology or Pharmacology 
may attend practical courses in any or all the subjects at 
an affiliated colleg of Medicine, if he so desires, on pay- 
ment of such fees as may be prescribed in this behalf by 
the College concerned ; 

(tii) After passing the First M.B.,B.S. Examination in Anatomy 
and Physiology, he has attended in a College of Medicine 
affiliated to the University, a course of study— theoretical, 
practical and clinical — in the following subjects for not 
less than two calendar years:—

(b) Surgery, 

(e) Obstetrics and Gynaecology,

of Applied Anatomy and Physiology and Clinical Patho- 
logy and the Medical Council of India's requirements in 
Obstetrics and Gynaecology shall be fully complied with ; 

(iv) The candidate must pass in all the subjects before he is 
deemed to have obtained the S. degree; provided 

that the examination in (e) Forensic Medicine and (/) 
Hygiene and Public Health may be taken 18 months after 
the candidate’s joining the affiliated college. 

Major-General H. C. Buckley proposed that the statute 
be accepted.

the Senate considered Executive Council Resolution 
No. 132 of March 8, 1941 saying that the Senate might be 
reminded that the whole question raised by Mr. Saksena 
had very thoroughly been gone into by the various 
University bodies in fairly recent years and that the 
Council felt that no useful purpose would be served by 
raising it again so soon after that decision. 

Vice-Chancellor : I wish to point out a misprint in 
the Agenda. The words in the small type ought to be 
inserted after the words "for opinion the following pro- 
posal of Mr. Sharda Prasad Saxena ”. This will be 

corrected when the Minutes are printed. 

Dr. L. P. Mathur : I move that the recommendation 
of the Executive Council be adopted.- 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta : In rising to oppose the pro- 
posal of the Executive Council, I am moved by the consider- 
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ation that at present we are making a small batch of 
students spend a whole year in pursuing a course which 
might be completed within a much smaller period of time. 

I am not referring to the resolutidh as it actually stands 
but I am thinking particularly of the candidates who are 
generally described as compartmental— those people who 
have failed in one subject by a narrow margin of marks 
and have done very efficiently in the other two subjects 
by securing 40 per cent of the marks. They are compelled 
to spend a whole year in their study of the subject in 
which they have failed by a very small margin. 1 will put 
it before the Senate that it is really taking away much 
more time than probably he needed for completing this 
course. I may mention that in some other Universities 
in India, the Universities that have been in existence for 
a long time the practice of having supplementary exami- 
nation has been in vogue for a fairly long time. 1 may 
say without any doubt that they have not tended to lower 
the standards of the degrees of these old Universities 
like the University of Madras, like the University of the 
Punjab, like the University of Patna; and some Universi- 
ties in U. P. also are now accepting this. So, if we look 
into the interests of the students and do not want to take 
away a year from their lives, it might be worth consider- 
ing as to whether it is not possible for us to have an exa- 
mination for those candidates who have to appear only 
in one subject in which they have failed by a very small 
margin. If we have an examination in the month of 
August or September or probably a little earlier in the 
year it will be all right. 

Vice-Chancellor : I will put the motion. 

Mr. Kalka Prasad Bhatnagar : What is the definite 
proposal of Prof. Sidhanta ? 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta : I have not given notice of 
any motion. Therefore, I only mentioned the matter be- 
fore the Senate 

Vice-Chancellor: There is no proposal before the 
House, but he wishes to oppose the proposal of the Execu* 
five Council. 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta: Shall I be in order if I moved 
that it be referred back to the Executive Council for re- 
consideration ? 
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The Vice-Chancellor put it to the House and the mo- 
tion of Mr. Sidhanta to refer back the matter to the 
Executive Council was carried. 

18. With reference to Senate Resolution No. 17 of 
November 21, 1940, referring to the Executive Council 
the report of the Sub-Committee appointed by the Senate 
under its Resolution No. 11 of November 17, 1939, to 
look into the finances of the University, together with 
the note of Mr. R. C. Gupta, the Senate considered Exe- 
cutive Council Resolution No. 94 of October 14, 1941. 

Resolved that it be recorded. 

19. The following resolutions standing in the name 
of Mr. R. C. Gupta were not taken up as the mover was 
absent and no other member was prepared to move them: — 

(1) That this House recommends that the system of re-exami- 
nation of answer-books of failed candidates be re-intro- 
duced in M.A., M*Sc., and Law examinations on the 
same lines a^ is allowed in BA., B Sc, and other exa- 
minations The House futther recommends that necessary 
Statutes, Rules and Regulations be made in this behalf. 

(2) That this House requests the Vice-Chancellor to appoint 
two examiners for both Previous and Final LL.B,, la- 
minations in each subject and he is further requesteo; so 
far as possible, to secure the examination of answer- 
books of the candidates by examiners other than local 
examiners. 

20. Pt, Algu Rai Shastri moved : 

This meeting of the Senate recommends that an honorary degree 
of Doctor of Literature (DLitt.) be conferred on the 
Hon. B. Purushottam Dass Tandon, the Speaker of the 
U. P. Legislative Assembly, and Pandit Govind Ballabh 
Pant, the ex-Premier of U P., and urges upon the Exe- 
cutive Council to take suitable steps to fulfil this desire 
of the House. 
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Dr. Ishwari Prasad : I should like to raise a point 
of order. I have not the slightest objection to the con- 
ferment of honorary degrees by this University. The 
persons mentioned in this resolution are highly distinguish- 
ed persons whose place in the public life of the country is 
very high. Any University will feel honoured by admitting 
them to such distinction. In fact, distinctions like these 
have been conferred upon certain other persons in the past. 
But an important point arises which shall require an 
interpretation by you. On page 166 of the Calendar you 
will find the statutes regarding the conferment of honorary 
degrees. Our statute is — 

All proposals for the conferment of honorary degrees shall be 
made by the Executive Council and shall require the 
assent of the Senate before submission to the Chancellor 
for confirmation : 

Provided that in cases of urgency the Chancellor may act on the 
recommendation of the Executive Council only. 

I beg to submit that a proposal for the conferment of 
honorary degrees must come from the Executive Council. 
I doubt very much whether the Senate of its own motion can 
propose the conferment of such a degree. It will be a matter 
entirely for your ruling. I do not know what interpreta- 
tion you would put upon this statute. But it seems to me 
that the proposal must come from the Executive Council 
and the Senate cannot of its own motion make a proposal 
that an honorary degree should be conferred upon a person 
however distinguished or eminent he may be. 

Vice-Chancellor ; The ruling is that such proposals 
as a rule must come from the Executive Council. I under- 
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Stand that the mover of this resolution wishes to make a 
recommendation to the Executive Council and if that is so 
it is in order. There is no reason why he should not 
make a recommendation to the Executive Council, but it 
must be understood that action can only be taken on it 
after the Executive Council has considered it. 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta : And in the ordinary course it 
must again come before the Senate. 

Vice-Chancellor; Yes, it is so. 

Pt. Algu Rai Shastri ; The Executive,Council must 
take note of these points and take suitable steps to fulfil 
this desire of the House . 

Mr. Gokal Chand : While I whole-heartedly support 
this resolution coming from Mr. Shastri, I would request 
you to add one name, which probably he has forgotten to 
mention, that of Mr. Sampurnanand, former Minister of 
Education, U. P. 

Vice-Chancellor: It is not fair. You must first 
give notice of it. 

Mr. Gokal Chand : It is all right, but it is an 
important omission. 

Dr. P. L. Srivastava: I would like to move an 
amendment. 

This meeting of the Senate recommends to consider 
the advisability of conferring an honorary degree of 
Doctor of Literature upon these gentlemen. 

We recommend to the Executive Council to consider 
and it is open to the Executive Council to say that they do 
not even consider the advisability of considering this 
matter. 

Mr. J. C. Taluqdar ; Is it in order that this House 
which is a sovereign body should recommend to a subordi- 
nate body ? 

Vice-Chancellor : I have already ruled that this pro- 
posal is perfectly in order. 

Mr. Kalka Prasad Bhatnagar wanted to add some 
names whereupon the Vice-Chancellor said : I am not 
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going to say what the Executive Council can do or cannot 
do. I am not prepared without notice to permit any 
names being added. 

. , Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi ; While supporting the motion 
of Mr. Algu Rai Shastri, I want to refer to page 166 of 
the Calendar — 

All proposals for the conferment of honorary degrees shall be 
made by the Executive Council and shall require the 
assent of the Senate before submission to the Chancellor 
for confirmation : 

Provided that in cases of urgency the Chancellor may action the 
recommendation of the Executive Council only. 

I think in this case this provision may also be made 
and to-morrow when the Executive Council meets they 
might treat it as an urgent motion and pass it at once. 

Vice-Chancellor: I cannot dictate to the Executive 
Council. It is for the Executive Council to say whether it 
is a matter of urgency. 

The motion was put and carried. 

21. Pt. Algu Rai Shastri moved — 

The Senate recommends that suitable steps be taken to introduce 

* Oriental Examinations especially for womenfolk like the 

Hindi Ratan, Prabhakar and Visharad of the Punjab 
University. 
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I wanted to draw the attention of the Executive Council 
to the desirability of introducing some Oriental examina- 
tions as are prevalent in the Punjab University. There 
they give facilities to the womenfolk to appear in 
numerous Hindi examinations. That adds to the income 
of the University and gives large scope to the womenfolk 
to educate themselves. In our province there is the 
purdah system of a more rigid type than in the Punjab. 
It will give educational facilities to our womenfolk and 
this will add to the income of the University also. 
Therefore, I think it is a very innocent proposal and the 
House will surely recommend it to the Executive Council 
for adoption and with these words I move the resolution. 

Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi: 1 second it. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad: I appreciate the motive which 
has led Mr. Shastri to bring forward this proposal. But 
I think it is superllitous because in the U. P. there are two 
bodies that hold these examinations. O.ie is the Govern- 
ment of the U. P. which holds certain c.xaminations in 
Hindi, for instance, the advanced Hitidi E.xamination. 
The other body recognised and esteemed universally 
throughout the province is the Hindi Sahitya Sammelan 
with which our distinguished countryman Babu Purushot- 
tam Das Tandon is closely connected. That institution holds 
examinations in Hindi of a very high standard. 

B. Chhail Behari Capoor: Which of these bodies 
confer degrees.^ 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : That proposal is also under 
consideration. I think it will be adding to the burden of 
this large University to institute these degrees here. The 
University has a large number of candidates. At present 
there are as many as 19 colleges and the responsibilities 
are considerably heavy. I think the purpose of advancing 
the interests of education in Hindi is being served very 
well by the Hindi Sahitya Sammelan and that is the 
institution which ought to have our whole-hearted support. 
Lately Government has done a great deal to give an 
impetus to the cause of Hindi education and they have 
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extended great facilities to the Hindi Sahitya Sammelan 
of the U. P. I think, therefore, that a proposal like this 
is unnecessary at the present moment. There is here a 
desire to imitate in many ways the University of the 
Punjab. I do not wish to say anything derogatory of 
that great University towards which I suppose you, Sir, 
have also some secret leanings. But I think it is not neces- 
sary for us in educational and academic matters always to 
follow the Punjab University. They have their own 
educational problems, they have their own academic re- 
quirements and needs and it is these needs that have to be 
borne in mind. What seems to be good in the Punjab 
University may be entirely irrelevant for our province. 
As members of the Senate we have to consider what is 
good for our province and what will advance our edu- 
cational needs and this is the only consideration, I think, 
which ought to be uppermost in the minds of members 
present here. With these words I oppose the proposal 
before the House. 

Pt. Algu Rai Shastri : My learned friend Dr. Ishwari 
Prasad says that it would be quite superfluous to introduce 
such examinations as there are already so many of them 
like these in these Provinces. Sir, in that respect it will 
not be improper to say that this University itself could 
be regarded, then, quite ■superfluous in view of the fact 
that there are Benares Hindu, Lucknow, Allahabad and the 
Muslim Universities already there. (Renewed loud 
laughter. ) For the cause of education, Sir, I hold that 
there should be as many educational institutions as we 
can afford to have. If for nothing else, for adding to 
the coffers of the University the examinations I am 
suggesting should find favour with this House. These 
examinations, besides, will greatly serve the cause of 
education for our womenfolk who are very much 
backward. I hope you will pass this resolution. 

The motion was put and declared carried. 

22. Pt. Algu Rai Shastri moved— 

The Senate recommends that suitable steps be taken to recognise 
the national degrees of Shastri of Kashi Vidya Pith, 
Alankars of Gurukul Kangri, degrees of Jamia Milia, 
Gurukul Brindaban, Bihar Vidya Pith and Gujarat Vidya 
Pith as equivalent to B.A. of the Agra University and 
give the graduates of the above-mentioned institutions all 
facilities which a B.A, of this University is entitled to, 
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I went to Brindaban and there the B.A. course in 
English is equivalent to the course of the Agra University. 
I also saw Gurukul Kangri. Their products are now on 
the staff of the Benares University. I am making this 
request purely on considerations of merit and not because 
of any sentimental considerations. Please adopt this 
resolution and these institutions which are national in 
name and national in outlook which prepare their products 
and give scholarships have a political bias, especially they 
devote themselves to the nation building work and they 
take to such social and political work and generally the 
national improvement of the masses. I earnestly appeal 
to you that you will kindly pass this resolution as liberally 
as you have done in the case of the above resolutions. 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanla ; I have no desire to speak 
on the merits of the resolution. I believe the degrees 
and diplomas conferred by these institutions are very 
valuable and the matter may be considered on its own 
merits. But I rise to protest against the description of 
students of certain Universities as anti-national. If I 
followed him correctly he said that the outlook of the 
students studying in these Universities is of a peculiar 
kind, that their ambition is only to enter Government 
service and that they have a certain superior outlook 
with regard to the masses. It is against this statement 
that I want to protest. There may be a small minority 
of our products who may go into Government service, 
but who will say that in the Universities the majority of 
Students who are studying have nothing of the interests of 
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the nation or of the people at heart ? Has he found that the 
products of the Universities are definitely anti-national, 
that they do not want the welfare of the nation or that 
they are not prepared to do any social service when it 
concerns the masses of the people? (Pandit Algu Rai 
Shastri; Have I said all that?) The implication was 
there if I followed him correctly. I shall be obliged to 
be assured that he did not mean this and then I with- 
draw. But the second point to which I do object was 
that he wants to recommend the degrees of these because 
of the political bias of these institutions. To the words 
“ political bias ” I do not object. But my point is that 
a University is an academic body and politics can never 
come into the University and we cannot take the claims 
of any particular institution because of certain political 
opinions. 

Khan Bahadur Akhtar Adil : If it is true that the 
standard of examinations in certain institutions to which 
reference has been made in this proposal is not inferior 
to the standard of examinations in our University in 
degrees, I thoroughly endorse the views of Mr. Shastri 
as he has just stated with the further amendment that 
after “ Jam-a-i-Milia ” the words " Jam-a-i-Urdu ” may 
be added. 

Vice-Chancellor: lam afraid I cannot allow such 
additions. You will have to make a separate motion. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : I do not wish to take more time 
of the Senate by dwelling upon this matter at length, 
but the Senate seems to be favourably inclined towards 
Mr. Shastri this afternoon. Therefore, I would like 
very respectfully to administer a warning. The Senate 
should not commit itself in a hurry like this. We have 
had the extraordinary statement that the standard of 
these institutions is not inferior to our own degrees. 
Before the Senate conies to any conclusion in a matter 
of vital importance which seriously affects our e.xamina- 
tion standards, it will be necessary for it to ask the 
various academic bodies to consider this matter. Now 
in a matter like this I think there are three things that 
are important and should be considered. First of all, 
there is the syllabus of the particular institution. The 
second is the standard of teaching that is followed by 
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that institution and the third is the conduct of examina- 
tions. The Senate is not in a position today to come 
to a decision on these points. I would, therefore, sug- 
gest to the Senate that it should not commit itself to 
any position this afternoon. It may forward this resolu- 
tion to the various academic bodies, the Faculties, the 
Board of Studies and the Academic Board for opinion, 
because this will require a weighing of the courses, a 
weighing of the standards of examinations, a comparative 
estimate of the methods according to which these exami- 
nations are conducted and it is only then that the Senate 
can come to a definite conclusion. So I would ask the 
Senate not to commit itself today. We welcome the 
resolution that Mr. Shastri has moved today, but we 
should like to take the opinions of the various academic 
bodies, and then it will be for the Senate to say that we 
accept this resolution or not. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta: With your permission I would 
like to move an amendment to Mr. Shastri's motion. 
I would like to see it amended in this manner. The 
Senate requests the relevant bodies of the University to 
consider the advisability of recognizing the degrees of 
Shastri, etc., and omit the word “ national 

Pt. Algu Rai Shastri accepted tlie amendment. 

B. Chhail Behari Capoor : The mover has accepted 
the amendment and as a matter of fact, it is scarcely 
necessary for me to speak. I have generally great regard 
for the opinions which Dr. Ishwari Prasad e.xpresses on 
the floor of this House, but it appears to me that he was 
labouring under a misapprehension. The resolution which 
the mover has put forward is only recommendatory 
resolution. To whom is the recommendation made? 
Obviously to all the bodies interested in this matter. At 
first it will be the Executive Council which will consider 
it and presumably when it does so, it will refer it to 
some subordinate bodies. It will then be in a position 
to say whether the degrees of these bodies come up to 
the requisite standard of efficiency and scholarship or 
not. So far .as I am concerned, I feel that even as the 
resolution is worded, it is a resolution which is absolute- 
ly inoffensive even* from the point of view which 
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Dr. Ishwari Prasad has stated. 1 should, however, like 
the Executive Council when it considers this question to 
consider the case of another University. I am not asking 
the Senate to add any words to the resolution, but I 
would wish that when the E.xecutive Council considers 
the relative merits of the degrees of the various institu- 
tions concerned, it will also be pleased to consider the 
case of an institution which is not mentioned here but 
with the name of which most members of the House 
must be familiar, I mean the Rishikul at Hardwar. It 
is a very old institution of the province and deserves the 
privilege. 

Dr. S. Husain Zahir : I have a lew words to say about 
this resolution moved by Mr. Shastri. I had occasion to 
study this matter, as I was for a short time chairman of a 
committee appointed by jhe late Government to go into the 
question of the recognition of the degrees of these and 
similar other institutions. A large amount of material was 
collected in that connection and I got an opportunity to 
study the details of this important question. The present 
Government unfortunatety did not think it proper or 
necessary to proceed with the committee which was 
therefore wound up at quite an early stage. As a result 
however of the information collected at that time, I can 
confidently say that to make a sweeping recommendation 
of the nature now being proposed by Mr. Shastri will 
not be completely advisible. 1 would much rather that 
for the time being we confine ourselves to the amendment 
proposed by Mr. Gupta and recommend to the University 
authorities concerned to consider the advisability of accord- 
ing recognition to the degrees of these various institutions. 
In my opinion the standard of the various degrees at 
these various institutions are not all uniform and differ 
very much amongst each other and from the standards 
prevalent in the Universities with which we are more 
familiar and therefore I do not think that we will be 
justified in accepting the sw’eeping recommendation sug- 
gested here. I find that while some of the degrees in 
some of these institutions compare well with our standards 
on paper but before we consider, the question of giving re- 
cognition we also should take into consideration amongst 
a number of other things the standard of teaching the 
number and qualification of teachers and follow the usual 
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procedure prescribed in this University when applications 
for recognition are received from institutions desiring 
such recognition. While I say that the standard of 
teaching and teachers at some of these institutions, notably 
at the Jamia and the Kashi Vidyapith, compares favour- 
ably with the standard prevalent at the Universities with 
which we are familiar, I cannot say that the same is 
true of all the institutions mentioned in Mr. Shastri’s 
resolution. 


I do not also quite understand how we are to go into 
this question. Has any move been made by or application 
received from all or any of the institutions? As far as I 
am aware, our rules prescribe a definite procedure to be 
followed on receipt of applications for recognition. Have 
these institutions expressed any desire for recognition ? 
If not, I do not quite follow how the process is to be 
initiated. We should take care not to lay ourselves open 
to a charge of uncalled for interference into the affairs 
of these institutions. 

At the end I wish to add my voice also to the protest 
lodged by my respected colleague Mr. Sidhanta against 
the aspersions that have been cast on the products of 
some of the older Universities. Mr. Shastri now says 
that he did not mean it. I however strongly hold and 
contend that on the whole, the products of our Universities, 
that is, those that Mr. Shastri has so strongly, but in my 
opinion, completely unjustifiably, condemned have con- 
tributed to the cause of learning, to the service and the 
progress of the country as much as if not more and have 
proved themselves as good as if not greater patriots than 
the products of any one of those institutions mentioned 
by Mr. Shastri. I also strongly object to the absurd 
appropriation and monoply of nationalism and patriotism 
by these institutions as claimed by Mr. Shastri. I do 
not understand also as to what is meant by describing 
these degrees as national. (Mr. P. D. Gupta: In my 
amendment the word “national" does not occur. ) Is it 
implied that the degrees by themselves are national or 
otherwise, and that the degrees of institutions other than 
those mentioned here are anti-national ? On the contrary, 

I can say with confidence that the degrees of some of 
these institutions recommended here so strongly by 
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Mr. Shastri are of an almost completely religious nature 
and I do claim that “ religious and national ” are com- 
pletely antipathic and antagonistic terms. 

Pt. Algu Rai Shastri : In the amendment he mentioned 
the words “ relevant bodies ”. I understood that he 
meant the Executive Council. I accepted the amendment 
only with that idea. 

Vice-Chancellor: The Executive Council will have 
to take a decision after consulting the other bodies. This 
is an academic matter, and the Executive Council must 
consult the academic bodies. 

Pt. Algu Rai Shastri : I do not want to describe all 
these bodies. I entirely leave it to the Executive Council 
to do in a manner which is most technical, formal and 
legal. I want to stick to the words, to recommend to 
the Executive Council to take suitable steps to recognize 
these degrees. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta: As mover of the amendment I 
should like to explain why I moved it. If the resolution 
stood as Mr. Shastri moved it, I would have felt it my duty 
to vote against it. I do not think the Senate is in a posi- 
tion today to determine whether certain degree or diploma 
of a certain body should be recognised or not. Even when 
it is a case of a University established by law, this 
University goes through an elaborate process of examin- 
ing its courses and syllabuses, the efficiency of its 
teaching and the standard of its examinations before 
recognizing its degrees. I should submit. Sir, the words 
I have put in are the words that ought to be put in. Even 
if we refer the matter to the Executive Council I have 
no doubt that the Executive Council will refer, in the case 
of arts subjects to the Facull y of Arts, in the case of 
science subjects to the Faculty of Science and so on. In 
this matter political considerations play kn important part. 
I am very happy to find myself in agreement with the 
learned Doctor. (Dr. Ishwari Prasad: It is entirely my 
good fortune.) In academic matters it is purely the 
efficiency of teaching, the efficiency of education that 
should count and not ulterior or political considerations. 
As my friend said, one Government recognised these 
degrees and another Government refused to recognize 
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them. I submit both Governments were inspired or 
actuated by political considerations. But this University 
cannot allow political considerations to influence its 
motives or actions. I submit that before the Senate ex- 
presses any definite opinion the matter should be gone 
thoroughly into. My difference with the resolution as it 
stands is that it contains an explicit expression of opinion. 
It asks the Executive Council to take steps to recognize 
these degrees, which by implication means that the Senate 
has already made up its mind that recognition should be 
given. This is an open question and before we make up 
our minds we should go very thoroughly into the rights 
and wrongs of the whole question. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta : My amendment requests the rele- 
vant bodies of the University to consider the advisability 
of recognising the degrees of Shastri, etc. 

Dr. P. L. Srivastava seconded. 

Khan Bahadur B. Rustomji Bhaya: I believe that it 
is wrong practice to send down from the Senate to the 
Executive Council. Under the rules it should be sent to 
the "proper committee of the Faculties by the Registrar. 
As a matter of fact we are not here to recommend any- 
thing to any other bodies. On the contrary, their recom- 
mendations should come to us. I would suggest, 
therefore, whenever such proposals are sent to the Regis- 
trar, the Registrar should automatically send them to the 
proper committees to which they should be referred. 

Vice-Chancellor : It is a matter of law. You are 
dealing with a point of order. I am afraid, I cannot 
accept the point of order now. 

Mr. N. Padmanabha Shastri : Have we to give recog- 
nition of our own accord or after receiving an application 
from them ? In the latter case, I would like to know 
whether any application has come from any of these 
bodies. Are we now giving recognition of our own 
accord ? 

E)r. T. S. Sabnis : Can this House recommend such 
proposals ? 
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Vice-Chancellor : This House can make a recommend- 
ation to anybody which is subordinate to the Senate, which 
is the governing body of the University. 

Mr. Karan Singh Kane : I rise to oppose the amend- 
ment of Mr. Gupta. So far as I have been able to 
understand this motion, it is only a recommendation to the 
Executive Council to take steps for doing these things. I 
do not see any reason why in the first place the Executive 
Council should be denied an opportunity of considering a 
suggestion before the procedure of details is looked into. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta: My amendment is to consider 
the advisability 

[Dr. N. P. Asthana took the chair during the Vice-Chancellor^s 
absence from the Senate at 1-15 p.m.] 

Mr. Karan Singh Kane : Mr. Gupta wants that this 
proposal should be sent to the various bodies concerned 
for expressing opinion. Whatever it is, it is a question of 
detail ; and before settling details of procedure, we should 
send these recommendations to the Executive Council. 
Why should we deprive the Executive Council of an oppor- 
tunity of discussing details before sending this proposal 
to the various bodies concerned. 

I submit that the proposals are quite innocent and 
they deserve very dispassionate consideration. There have 
been instances in the past when graduates of these Univer- 
sities applied for permission to appear in the examinations 
of our Universities recognised by the Acts of Government. 
They were refused permission to appear in the examina- 
tions. They had no chance in this country. But 
perchance they came in contact with some teachers of 
foreign Universities who recognised their learning, took 
them at their expense to their own Universities abroad, 
appointed them professors and allowed them to sit for 
Doctorates in their Universities. They obtained Doctorates 
in those Universities and came back here. And its a cruel 
joke that when they came back here with their foreign 
Doctorates, University after University hankered for their 
services. I would like the members here to ponder over 
this cruel joke. 

You refuse meritorious young men possessing quali- 
fications fit for appearing in your examinations. They do

not find any place here. They go to the foreign Univer- 
sities, they get distinction there and you hanker for their 
services. Supposing they have been refused permission 
abroad, this country would have been deprived of their 
services. I would particularly mention the name of 
Dr. Pran Nath of the Benares University. 

If you accept this simple resolution, you will only do 
justice which has been denied at present to various 
meritorious young men who can prove useful for the 
educational service of this country. I would therefore 
urge upon you to give it very dispassionate consideration 
without introducing any heat. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta: I am making a personal explana- 
tion. It is absolutely immaterial whether the words 
‘Executive Council’ appear or whether the words ‘different 
bodies’ appear because it seems to me a distinction without 
a difference. My point is that the Senate forwards this 
to the relevant academic bodies without making any expres- 
sion of opinion. It is necessary that the regular 
procedure should be adhered to. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : Is there any material difference 
between what Mr. Gupta has said and what Mr. Kane 
has proposed because, as you know, the Executive Council, 
if it takes cognisance of these matters, it is bound to 
consult the various academic bodies. My first feeling 
was that Mr. Gupta’s words were superfluous. Is there 
any material difference between the two proposals ? 

Mr. K. P. Bhatnagar: A good deal of the time of 
the Senate has been wasted on a question which is very 
simple. Mr. Shastri wants that the matter should be 
referred to the Executive Council and Mr. Gupta wants 
that the matter should be referred to the various relevant 
bodies of the University. As the constitution of the 
University stands today, the Executive Council can take no 
action in regard to academic matters unless it consults the 
Academic Board, the Faculties and the Board of Studies. 
So far as the wordings of the resolution are concerned, I 
think they are not very happy. Whatever resolution is 
passed by the Senate on a matter which is purely academic, 
it is a recommendation to the Executive Council and the 
Executive Council has power to do anything it likes. All 
resolutions passed by the Senate do not bind the Executive 
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Council. The Agra University Act gives certain powers 
to the Executive Council in matters which concern the 
conduct of examinations or the laying down of courses of 
studies. These powers are vested in the Executive 
Council. The Executive Council is also bound to take the 
views of certain academic bodies into consideration. I 
think that the resolution as proposed by my friend Mr. 
Shastri should be accepted because materially there is no 
difference between the resolution and the amendment. 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta: There are two material 
differences. The first is that in the amendment instead 
of recommending which certainly implies a certain amount 
of approval we wish to request the Executive Council. I 
am willing to let the other thing go. Leave out general 
bodies. I would request the mover to omit the word 
“national”. 

Pt. Algu Rai Shastri : I am prepared to omit the word 
“national”. 

Chairman (Dr. N. P. Asthana) : What is your amend- 
ment now? The present discussion is, I understand, 
confined to the amendment proposed by Mr. P. D. Gupta. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta; My amendment now is this. The 
Senate requests the Executive Council of the University 
to consider the advisability of recognising the degree of 
Shastri, etc. 

Mr. Karan Singh Kane : On a point of order. Sir, 
Is Mr. Gupta in order in moving a second amendment 
before a decision is taken about his first amendment ? 

Mr. P. D. Gupta : I have withdrawn my first amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Karan Singh Kane : Has he'withdrawn his first 
amendment ? 

Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi : Has the mover withdrawn his 
first amendment ? 

Mr. Karan Singh Kane : It has not been put to the 
House. I think the permission of the House is necessary 
before he has withdrawn. 
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Chairman (Dr. N. P. Asthana) : It has not been 
withdrawn so far. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta: My amendment is this 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : Has Mr. Shastri accepted the 
second amendment ? 

Mr. Shastri accepted the amendment and the following 
resolution was then passed: — 

The Senate requests the Executive Council of the University to 
consider the advisability of recognising the degrees of 
Shastri of Kashi Vidyapith, Alankars of Gurkul Kangri, 
degrees of Jamia Milia, Gurkul Bnndaban, Bihar Vidya- 
pith and Gujrat Vidyapith as equivalent to B.A. of the 
Agra University and give the graduates of the above- 
mentioned institutions all facilities which a B.A. of this 
University is entitled to. 

23. Mr. R, S. Vidyarthi moved — 

This meeting of the Senate proposes the following amendment in 
Statute 9 of Chapter XX (page 145) of the University 
Calendar for 1939-40 - 

That clause (2) be substituted by the following: - 

Every student who has been so expelled, rusticated or disqualified 
shall have a right to appeal to the Vice-Chancellor against 
the order of expulsion or rustication or disqualif.ving 
* issued against him by the Principal, and pending the final 
decision of the Vice-Chancellor every such student shall 
have a right to be admitted into another college. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad: Does it come before the House 
as an amendment of the statute which is already in force? 

Rev. Canon T. D. Sully; Is it in order for the Senate 
to propose an amendment to the statute ? 

Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi : Statute 9 says — 

(1) "When a student has been guilty of grave* misconduct, or of 

persistent idleness, the Principal of the college at which 
such student is studying may, according to the nature and 
gravity of the offence — 

(a) expel, 

(b) rusticate for a period not exceeding one academic year, 
or 

(c) disqualify such a student from appearing at the next 
ensuing examination. 

(2) No student who has been so expelled shall be admitted into 

another college without the permission of the Principal of 
the aforesaid college, and no student, who has been so 
rusticated, shall be admitted into another college within 
the period of his rustication. 
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(3) All cases of expulsion shall be reported to the Executive 
Council for confirmation. If the order of expulsion is not 
confirmed by the Executive Council, the student who has 
been expelled may be admitted to another college of the 
University. 

[Rev. J. C. Chatter] i, Vice-Chancellor, took the chair again at 
2-15 p m.] 

Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi : Sir, why I am moving this 
amendment, I want to explain and also the circumstances 
which have led me to move this amendment. I hereby 
want certain powers to be vested in the Vice-Chancellor 
that the students who for any misunderstanding or for 
certain other reasons may be penalised may have the right 
to appeal to the Vice-Chancellor. In this case I am not 
making any change in the procedure. I am only giving a 
chance to such students to have a fair right of appeal in 
such important matters which involve almost the death of 
students in their careers because when they are expelled 
or when they are rusticated or prohibited from appearing 
in the examination they suffer irreparably. In such 
circumstances, they should have a right of appeal. I know 
there have been instances when many a time students have 
been penalised for certain other reasons than real, and in 
such cases they are left with no other option but to suffer. 
So they should be allowed a chance of presenting their 
case to the Vice-Chancellor and his decision may be taken 
as final in the matter. If their case is referred to the 
Vice-Chancellor, in that case they should have a right to 
say and explain the circumstances, which rightly or 
wrongly so interpreted by the Principal as to have led him 
to penalise the students. There have been instances, I do 
not want to enumerate them, when students were absolutely 
innocent but, for reasons which were not relevant to the 
point, were penalised by the Professors and in that case 
they had no other option but to suffer. So to do justice to 
students and also to put this extra power in the hands of 
the Vice-Chancellor I have moved this amendment. By 
this amendment no harm will be done to the institutions, 
their discipline or to the real power of the Principal, 
because if the charges against the students are proved, the 
penalty imposed by the Principal will be upheld by the 
Vice-Chancellor and the student will be satisfied that he is 
rightly punished and he has no grievance that he is wrongly 
punished or harshly treated and the right of appeal in such 
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cases is not too much. Even in ordinary cases a citizen, 
when he is punished for a graver offence he has a right 
to appeal. In a student’s career such ordinary penalties as 
a fine or rustication for a day or two is a very ordinary 
thing. But when a student is rusticated for a year that 
becomes the maximum punishment that the college can 
impose upon a student and in such a harsh case he should 
be allowed, at least, to appeal to the Vice-Chancellor. So 
I put this amendment before the House for its acceptance. 

Vice-Chancellor : I would like to point out to the 
mover of this amendment that this amendment must be 
referred to the Executive Council. I will draw his attention 
to page 46 of the University Calendar, Section 27 (3), 
which says — 

The Senate may of its own motion take into consideration the 
draft of any statute submitted to it by one of its own 
members; 

Provided that in any such case before a statute is passed affecting 
the powers, duties or emoluments of any officer, teacher, 
authority, or board, the opinion of the Executive Council 
and a report from the persons or body concerned shall be 
taken into consideration by the Senate. 

N6w this amendment moved by Mr. Vidyarthi affects 
the powers and duties of Principals of colleges and therefore 
this cannot be passed now. It will have to be sent back to 
the Executive Council. 


Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi : I accept the suggestion. There 
can be no objection to the simple procedure. 

Mr. H Krall: I wonder whether the mover of this 
proposal is familiar with the e.xisting statute in Chapter 
XX, Section 9 (3) on page 145 of the University Calendar. 
It requires that all cases of expulsion shall be referred to 
the Executive Council for confirmation and if the order 
of expulsion is not confirmed by the Executive Council, the 
student who has been expelled may be admitted to another 
college of the University. This seems to me to provide a 
right of appeal because if the student wishes to put up any 
matter with regard to his expulsion to the Vice-Chancellor, 
it is bound to come before the Executive Council under 
this rule and it will be impossible for the Vice-Chancellor 
to avoid taking into account the student’s version. 
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Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi: This clause does not cover my 
resolution. That is only in the case of expulsion. 

Mr. H. Krall: This is a point which I myself have 
raised, that the Principals of colleges should be required to 
report cases of rustication for one year or more. The 
existing statute requires cases of expulsion only to be 
reported. 

Vice-Chancellor; It is for the mover to accept the 
amendment. 

Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi : Both the things of expulsion 
and rustication are included in this resolution. 

Mr. H. B. Richardson: In respect to what Mr. 
Vidyarthi has proposed, — that is to say, the second part 
of the proposal, — from the point of view of Principals 
in general, I should say it is thoroughly undesirable. I 
sympathise with what Mr. Vidyarthi wants. In other 
words, he is thinking of those cases in which an injustice 
may have been done and students may suffer the loss of a 
whole year pending the decision. But on the other hand, 
from what I have heard of such cases it is very rare 
that students are expelled in an unjust form. Now in the 
case of bad students or those students who Avere expelled 
justly, if we allow such students to be re-admitted into 
another college pending the decision of the Executive 
Council, it seems to me that we are encouraging a very 
strange attitude and a very difficult state of affairs in the 
University. If one Principal can take up a student who 
has been expelled for what was a good reason by another 
Principal, then surely there is going to be tension 
created between different colleges. There are certain 
jealousies which exist already unfortunately and they may 
be accentuated by this sort of thing. Therefore, although 
from the point of view of abstract justice, I entirely agree 
with Mr. Vidyarthi; from the point of view of practical 
affairs, I think the second part of this proposal to be 
highly undesirable. I think if Mr. Vidyarthi were Princi- 
pal of a college he would agree with me. 

Rev. Canon T. D. Sully ; It seems to me that we are 
going further. It is not simply a question of a student 
who has created a good deal of trouble in a particular 
college and immediately goes into another college to con- 
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tinue the same trouble, but surely to suggest that the 
students have a right to be re-admhted into another col- 
lege is putting us in a new and extraordinary position in 
regard to the admission of students. In this case, if this 
is passed, a student can come to my college and say I 
have a right to be admitted into your college, and I should 
have to admit him. 

Prof. N. K. Sidlianta : Earlier in the day we passed 
on page 7 of the Agenda statute 4, and if tliis conflicts 
with that are we in order in taking up the discussion today ? 

Mr. Gokal Chand : In the U. P. Educational Code 
a distinction has been made between expulsion and rusti- 
cation. If a student is expelled, he can be, if the Principal 
of an institution is willing, admitted therein. But if a 
boy is rusticated then he cannot be admitted anywhere 
and no appeal lies to the D.P.I. or the Inspector at all. 
It will gravely undermine the discipline of institutions if 
those students who are rusticated in one college, are 
allowed to be admitted in another. I, therefore, appeal to 
the members of the Senate not to pass the resolution from 
a sentimental point of view. The whole discipline will 
go to pieces if this resolution is passed. 

Rai Bahadur Joti Prasad Upadhyaya : I have heard 
the two Principals sitting to my left. I am in agreement 
with the views of the Principal, Holkar College and the 
Principal of Agra College, Agra. I think, Sir, Mr. 
Vidyarthi was not in a good mood when he sent this re- 
solution to the authorities of the University. He had 
perhaps in mind the case of some individual student to 
whom injustice has been done by one of the Principals of 
a college affiliated to this University. Probably Mr. 
Vidyarthi is under the impression that such cases are in- 
numerable in every college. I would like to assure him, 
as having some connection with a local college here that 
such cases are extremely rare. No student has been 
turned out from the Agra College during the last ten 
years that I have been connected with its management. I 
think, as Mr. Krall pointed out, it would seem extra- 
ordinary if a student, who has been rusticated by the 
authorities of one college, is allowed to be admitted 
into another. Prof. Sidhanta has rightly pointed out 
that this change or amendment will offend against Statute 
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No, 4. I do not see any object why an order of a Principal 
of a college who is a very responsible officer of the college 
should be appealable to the Vice-Chancellor. With due 
deference to you, Sir, as Vice-Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity, I see no ground for passing a statute which 
lays down that the order of a Principal in such 
cases should be appealable to the Vice-Chancellor, 
(Vice-Chancellor ; I have no desire to assume those 
responsibilities) for in my opinion the Principal and the 
Vice-Chancellor possess almost co-ordinate powers so far 
as the colleges affiliated to this University are concerned. 
More serious cases can be referred to the Executive 
Council of the University, and for this a statute already 
exists. I would therefore request Mr. Vidyarthi, after 
considering the question in all its aspects, to withdraw his 
motion. 

Mr. H. Krall ; There is much to be said for the 
proposal. It requires that rustication should also be 
reported to the University as at present is required in the 
case of expulsion. Because rustication for the whole 
academic year is itself a very serious punishment. It is 
true, as has been said by tlie previous speaker, that such 
cases are very rare and I do not suppose unjust expulsion 
has ever happened. Rustication for a long period is also 
extremely rare. I think the Senate, however, should bear 
in mind that this is a two-edged weapon. At present if the 
student is rusticated, the University knows nothing about 
it. It does not go on the record in the University. Now 
you are pressing that he should have a right of appeal 
in regard to rustication, but by doing this you are com- 
pelling the Principal to record it against him in the 
University. It appears to me possibly under the guise of 
doing something favourable to the student you may, on 
the contrary, be doing just the opposite, and putting on 
permanent record against him something which he can 
never escape. In most colleges, when we have to put any 
black mark against a student’s name, at the end of his 
career when he leaves the college finally, if he has lived 
down the past, we give him a clear certificate. We do 
not give a record of every particular detail against him, 
but if this resolution is passed, then we shall have to give 
a certificate in accordance with the University record, 
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Vice-Chancellor; I understand, Mr. Vidyarthi, your 
resolution will have to be as follows : — 

This meeting of the Senate recommends to the Executive Coun- 
cil that the following amendment be made to the statute 
so and so. 

(Mr. Vidyarthi: Quite so.) What will be the final 
form ? Do you accept Mr. Krall’s suggestion or not ? 

Mr. H. Krall: Statute 9, section (3) as amended 
would read — that all cases of expulsion or rustication fora 
period exceeding one academic year shall be reported to 
the Executive Council for confirmation. If the order of 
expulsion is not confirmed by the Executive Council, the 
student who has been expelled or rusticated may be admit- 
ted to another college of the University. 

Mr. K. L. Verma: I think that my friend, Mr. 
Vidyarthi, has started on a wrong assumption that the 
Principals in all colleges are inhuman. I must tell him 
plainly that as a matter of fact they have always a soft 
corner for their students and are meant to serve their 
interests. Expulsion or rustication is a very drastic step 
and I am sure none of the Principals present here ever 
think of taking such a step unless it is absolutely necessary 
in the interest of discipline, and I am sure Mr. Vidyarthi 
as the editor of a journal Lighthouse, realises the 
importance of discipline. He understands, I believe, that 
discipline always plays a very important part in the 
national life of a country. He has learnt the lesson fully 
well from the discipline exhibited by belligerent countries 
in the West. Mr. Vidyarthi cannot deny that even the 
Congress Government realised that discipline was ab- 
solutely necessary in the educational institutions and it 
was therefore that it went out of its way to say that the 
salaries of Professors and teachers should also be stopped 
if the students went on strike. Here is the lesson that 
the Congress Government learnt a little late when they 
actually came in power. Knowing all this, if Mr. Vidyar- 
thi comes here to promulgate a rule, a statute, which 
will take away the power of rustication from the Princi- 
pals and thus help in inculcating a spirit of indiscipline 
among students a thing which is absolutely undesirable 
and is farther from Mr. Vidyrathi's mind. I do not think 
that he will be serving the cause which appears to be so 
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dear to his heart. What India requires today is strict 
discipline, and a vigorous discipline among its students. 
Then alone they can be useful citizens and can serve their 
country and the world at large. I appeal, therefore, to 
Mr. Vidyrathi to withdraw his resolution. In the end I 
would request him to keep in mind the oft-quoted saying 
that, if necessary, one individual can be sacrificed for the 
good of the thousands. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad: I am sorry that I have to 
intervene in the debate at this stage. Mr. Vidyrathi's 
resolution is of a very dangerous character. Undoubtedly 
it is a popular resolution which will strike the imagination 
of certain class of individuals whom I shall not name in 
this hall. It wilt be very popular among those students 
who are inclined to disobey the authorities of their colleges. 
But members of the Senate should look at the question 
from a different standpoint altogether. We have heard 
the opinions of the Principals of colleges — the Principals 
of our two leading colleges here have spoken on the 
matter. I am sure, the Senate has a great respect for the 
judgment and integrity of a Principal like Rev. Canon 
Sully, a man who has been connected with education for 
now nearly thirty years. I think the opinion that 
he has given expression to is entitled to respect. 
The real question is whether we are going to do justice 
to our students. I do not remember any case in which 
an injustice has been done to a student. I have been 
connected with this University for the last fourteen years 
as a member of the Executive Council. During that period 
not a single case of injustice has been brought to the notice 
of the Executive Council. You will remember, the other 
day, when we met in the Executive Council, it was the case 
of a certain college that was referred to the Council. Certain 
students were expelled from the college and the matter 
was referred to the Council under the statute which has 
been read out to you. The Council looked into that 
matter and the Principal was so humanly inclined that he 
withdrew his proposal and he said that since the students 
had tendered an unqualified apology, he had granted them 
pardon. Such is the humanity of our Principals. (Hear, 
hear.) I do not remember, I challenge any member of 
the Senate present here to point out a single instance in 
which the interests of the students have been sacrificed. 
I should think the contrary has happened. In certain cases 
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the Principals have gone out of their way to oblige their 
students. They have sympathetically considered the 
claims of the University Students’ Union. Even you, 
Sir, have gone out of your way to oblige on several 
occasions the University Students’ Union. The attitude 
of the University has been in this respect very 
sympathetic and fair. The trouble is, if the resolution 
is accepted by the Senate, the discipline in colleges will 
be seriously affected. It is not necessary for me to 
preach a sermon to Mr. Vidyarthi on discipline. As a 
student of history I know that India has always been 
noted for absence of discipline. Since the invasion of 
Muhammad Ghori, the Indian people have shown an utter 
lack of discipline which is harming us in many ways. 
Even members of the Congress have come to different 
conclusions in regard to this matter. I remember a time 
when our students were on the point of rebelling and they 
wanted to hold a meeting on the road in protest against 
the action of a certain order of the Vice-Chancellor and 
they received support from some of the most distinguished 
members of the Congress. But when the students got 

out of their hands also, they had to revise the 

advice which they had tendered to them. Discipline 
is very important in educational institutions. No teacher 
or Principal can contemplate with equanimity the catas- 
trophic results of a resolution which will seriously 

impair the discipline in our colleges. Much has 

been said about politics. Even Congressmen have come 
to take a more sensible view in regard to participation of 
students in politics. Mr. Rajagopalachari, one of the 
most honoured members of the Congress, speaking the 
other day at the Union meeting of the Allahabad Univer- 
sity, gave the students very good advice. He said, 
“You must keep aloof from politics, you must devote all 
your time to your studies.” Even the most distinguished 
Congressmen in our country have now revised the opinions 
which they had at one time expressed about the 
participation of students in politics. I think the 
Senate as a responsible body, responsible for the main- 
tenance of discipline in this University, will accept the 
advice that has been tendered to it by some of our leading 
Principals and I would earnestly appeal to Mr. Vidyarthi 
to withdraw his resolution. However popular his pro- 
posal may be, however striking it maybe to the imagination 
of the multitude, it will do serious harm to our students. 
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Mr. Shiva Dhan Singh made a speech in Urdu, the 
purport of which in English, as supplied by him, is as 
follows : — 

Mr. Vice-Chancellor: I rise to oppose the resolution 
with all the emphasis at my command. I appeal in the 
name of discipline the weakening of which in the present- 
day institution has become the greatest menace of all. It 
is a matter of every day occurrence to see the numerous 
strikes cf students and the difficulties which heads of 
institutions have had in dealing with them. The cur- 
tailment of the powers, so to say, which this resolution 
has, of course, in view shall make the confusion worse 
confounded. 

There is growing an unfortunate tendency in the 
country Jor the students to get mi.xed up directly or in- 
directly with political parties. It is only in this manner 
that they have learnt and have begun to claim the rights 
of dictating terms to the Principals of the colleges. No 
effort should be spared to put an end to this state of 
affairs. There is no better way of doing this than to 
give the effective and final authority to the Heads of the 
institutions, who are the men on the spot. The Principal 
of the institution is, I think, the most responsible man 
and he must be given the strength and courage to deal 
with such situation. Students have been entrusted to his 
care. It is only after a good deal of hesitation when he 
has exhausted every other means of reforming the 
student, that he resorts to expulsion or rustication and in 
a way sacrifices one for the sake of achieving the greatest 
good of the greatest number. 

Then again, the resolution if passed, shall bring 
about an unhealthy rivialry and strained relations among 
the sister educational institutions of the Provinces— a 
fact which shall shatter to pieces the fulfilment of our 
dreams of national glory and in this way we shall only 
be digging at the very foundation of our life. 

For these reasons, I think it is not the opportune 
time nor is it advisable to pass a resolution like this, 
which will upset the whole academic atmosphere. 

Pt. Algu Rai Shaslri, supporting tlie resolution in 
Hindi, said that even the worst criminal in the country 
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had a right of appeal from the order of a magistrate and 
that right was intended to promote the cause of justice. 
He advised Mr. Vidyarthi to accept the amendment to 
his resolution. 

Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi : The resolution that I took to 
move has excited so many members to speak. I am glad 
to understand that they are rarely strict and that such 
action is rarely taken against students. I agree with 
them that such incidents are very few and that is why I 
want a slight favour that in such cases, which are very 
few, they should have no hesitation in allowing a right 
to appeal. I accept the amendment that such cases may 
be referred to the Vice-Chancellor and not that the 
students may have a right of appeal, so that as Mr. 
Richardson has pointed out, during the period that their 
cases have not been considered by the Vice-Chancellor or 
the Executive Council they may not be allowed to be 
admitted to another college. I accept that amendment 
also. When such cases are referred to the E.xecutive 
Council with the explanation of the students, the students 
will be satisfied. 

0 

After putting this resolution in this form, I would 
say a few words about the criticism of it. So far as 
discipline is concerned, I am not against discipline. I think 
the best discipline is maintained when it is very lenient- 
ly applied and when you don’t enforce discipline with 
an iron hand. The hard discipline is always defied. This 
is my experience that the Principals of colleges, whenever 
deal mildly and justly and arc very, very considerate, they 
get the greatest co-operation from the students. But 
whenever they become strict they excite defiance from 
students. So this is not so much for the benefit of 
students as for the benefit of the Principals themselves. 
This will vindicate their position and set at rest much 
opposition to such decisions and many a strike \yill not 
take place. This way they will establish more discipline 
rather than indiscipline and I daresay that discipline is 
no less dear to me than to the Principals. They should 
have supported my resolution whole-heartedly. In this 
case I think with these two amendments they should be 
generous enough to accept this resolufion, because that 
would vindicate their position and they will be fully 
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justified. In this way whenever they would |ake severe 
steps, a student will have a right to give his explanation 
not to him alone but to the University and if the Univer- 
sity will agree with the Principal, he will have nothing to 
say against the Principal. Hence the language must stand 
in the form as I have suggested in their own interest 
and if they do not accept it, that would mean that there 
is certain fear of their decision being unacceptable to the 
University. It would show that the students rightly 
think that at times the Principals become autocratic. Such 
instances are very rare, as they themselves have pointed 
out, and I wish that they should never occur. There 
may be hardly any instance which may be referred to the 
Executive Council. So they should not have any objec- 
tion to this being referred. With this explanation I put 
this amended resolution, as amended by Mr. Krall and 
Mr. Richardson, that this meeting of the Senate re- 
commends to the Executive Council the following amend- 
ment of Statute 9 (page 145 of the Calendar): Every 
expulsion, rustication or disqualification shall be referred 
to the Executive Council. 

Khan Bahadur B. Rustomjee Bhaya: We do not 
want to tie down the hands of the Executive Council. 
We should not express any opinion in this matter. At 
the next meeting the members may be of a different 
opinion. What I suggest is that it should go as it is and 
not as our recommendation. 

Vice-Chancellor; You can reject it now. I am 
asking you to vote upon it. 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta: Does this mean that sub- 
section (2) of Statute 9 will be deleted? It said that 
clause (2) be substituted by the following. 

Vice-Chancellor; That has been taken away, I 
think. 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta: That means clause (2) 
remains. 

Vice-Chancellor : Do you desire that these words 
should be removed ? As far as I heard him, the resolu- 
tion was as I have put it to the House. 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta : Clause (2) remains? 
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Vice-Ohancellor : Yes, that remains. 

Rev. Canon T. D. Sully : Had the new proposal been 
seconded ? 

Dr. S. K. Maker ji seconded it. 

The proposal was then put to vote and declared lost. 

24. Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi then moved his second 
resolution which ran as follows : — 

With a view to open the door of higher education to all those 
who cannot afford to study in the college as regular 
students and thus to popularise the higher education 
among the poor section of the society, and to remove 
the invidious distinction made among the teachers of the 
recognised schools and non-teachers and teachers of 
unrecognised schools, women students and other students, 
and, the regulations of this and the other Universities in 
this respect, it is hereby resolved that all the University 
examinations are declared open to all private students 
who may be qualified otherwise subject to the rules and 
regulations to be framed hereafter by the Executive 
Council in this respect. Further, the Senate recommends 
to the Executive Council to frame such necessary 
statutes and regulations and suggest such necessary 
changes in the existing ones as to afford all possible 
facilities for the private students to appear in the Uni- 
versity examinations. 

• Mr. Jwala Prasad Singhal: Is this resolution in 
order? I draw your attention to Section 4 of the Act. 
Only three classes of private students are recognised 
there. 

Vice-Chancellor; This is a recommendation for a 
change in the Act. 

Mr. Jwala Prasad Singhal: Look at the wordings 
here. The resolution speaks about Statutes and Regula- 
tions. We are not competent to recommend a change in 
Section 4. 

Vice-Chancellor: Let us hear the Advocate-General 
about the legal position. 

Dr. Narain Prasad Asthana: There is no doubt that 
the resolution as it stands requires the amendment of the 
Act. 


Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi : Now there is no question of 
legislation because no Legislative Assembly exists. It is 
open to His Excellency the Governor to make the necessary 
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amendments in the Act. Instead of saying, the Senate 
hereby resolves, I may say, the Senate recommends to His 
Excellency the Governor to make the necessary amend- 
ments in the Act, so as to provide 

Vice-Chancellor: What is the legal aspect of it? 

Dr. Narain Prasad Asthana: Any member of the 
Senate can recommend that the Act of the University be 
amended in a certain manner. The resolution cannot 
be out of order. 

Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi then read out the resolution as 
amended, and said : This is a resolution on which there 
should not be much difference of opinion, because we 
have got in our province many other educational institu- 
tions in which the facilities for appearing in examinations 
are not so strict as in our University. For instance, 
in the High School and Intermediate examinations, on 
which our organization of higher education is based, 
they allow everybody to appear. Private candidates are 
allowed in such cases where students are all younger and 
they can be moulded more easily into educational institu- 
tions than grown-up boys, so there should not be much 
difficulty in our way to give that facility to the students 
of colleges. Because in the colleges, students come with 
their views formed, with their character already made 
up and we do not mould their character, we do not very 
much influence their views, we cannot even change their 
mode of life and thoughts, so it is not so material that 
they should be forced to undergo regular courses of study 
in the colleges. So far as we are concerned, our primary 
concern is to judge the ability of students in the exami- 
nations according to their answers given to question- 
papers. We are not very much concerned about their 
other activities and living and our financial consideration 
should be an extra reason which is of greater importance 
that we should throw open our examinations to all private 
candidates, thus we shall have more income. Then there 
is one thing that all the students who cannot afford to 
appear as regulajr students of the colleges, will not be 
debarred from the examination and they would certainly 
like to appear, if possible, like regular students. It is 
only in such cases when students for reasons of financial 
stringency or for some other difficulty cannot afford to 
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regularly study that they want to come and appear in 
our examinations as private students. So in those cases 
we should certainly allow them to come and avail of our 
University examinations. In the case of Nagpur Uni- 
versity we find that every student is allowed to appear in 
examinations. 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta: That option is no longer 
allowed by the Nagpur University. It used to be allowed. 

Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi : The students are being allow- 
ed now. It was only suspended for one year. If any- 
body has more information than myself, I would like to 
be corrected. It was only for one year and this 
year people have been allowed. That Statute which was 
framed, now they have rescinded it. In this case I am 
only pressing one point that in our country people are 
poor, people cannot afford to pay high tuition fees in 
colleges and they do carry out some side activities-. With 
their side activities, if they can afford to prepare for 
examinations, they should be allowed to avail of every 
opportunity for such examinations and especially when 
we allow teachers, women and certain other people why 
should we not make it so general as to let all those who 
cahnot regularly study in colleges to appear in University 
examinations. Certainly by doing this will not lower the 
standard of our examinations, because we are not making 
examinations less rigid, nor are we encouraging students 
not to come into colleges as regular students. We are 
only giving facilities to genuine cases in which people 
have got great desire to study for degree examinations 
but for want of money or lack of time they cannot do so. 
So in such cases, I think we should make it possible for 
them to appear for our University examinations. This 
is a very reasonable proposal and this House should 
accept it. 

Pt. Algu Rai Shastri : I support this motion of 
Mr. Vidyarthi who is an ardent supporter of popular 
causes and I think this House should pass it. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta; I am very glad that my friend, 
Mr. Vidyarthi, has moved this resolution, for that exposes 
his claim to stand for the efficiency of higher education 
which he made in an earlier part of the day. I under- 
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stood him to say then that colleges in small places should 
not exist. 

Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi : Whatever I was referring, while 
we were discussing the Annual Report, to the remarks 
of the Vice-Chancellor, I made general observations and 
no particular reference to the Intermediate College at 
Khurja, of which my friend is the Principal and so he 
should not make this statement. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta : Mr. Vidyarthi’s memory fails him. 
I definitely remember that he had mentioned the Khurja 
College by name. But if he denies that, I hope, no re- 
ference to it will appear in his speech. 

Mr. Karan Singh Kane: How does Khurja come in 
this debate ? 

Vice-Chancellor: I would advise my friend to leave 
aside that point. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta: My point was not Khurja College 
but the inconsistency that appears to be the weakness of 
Mr. Vidyarthi. He said that we should not recognise 
inefficient colleges because they would cheapen University 
degrees and they would cheapen higher education. Here 
he wants to open the portals of higher education to all 
and sundry who may be in a position to pay a certain 
amount of money in the shape of examination fee. I 
think that Mr. Vidyarthi mistakes the very purpose of 
University education. The purpose of University education 
is not to get the hall-mark of a degree to one’s name. 
The purpose of University education is to enable the 
students to imbibe the University atmosphere, and to profit 
by the culture and enlightenment that our Universities 
and colleges can impart. But if you open the portals of 
University examinations to all who are connected or 
unconnected with education you will not only produce a 
state of affairs which would certainly affect your present 
colleges, but would also affect the standards of University 
education. We do make certain exceptions. We make 
exceptions in the case of teachers and, I believe, rightly so 
because teachers are actually engaged in educational work 
and it is their business to increase their knowledge and to 
qualify themselves more and more for the work which they 
are meant to do. We make exceptions in the case of

women on account of the very exceptional conditions that 
exist in our country. I have no doubt that in course of 
time when girls come forth freely to attend schools and 
colleges, and when there are adequate number of institu- 
tions for girls, we shall not need to make such exceptions 
in their cases. To me Mr. Vidyarthi’s resolution strikes 
at the very . purpose of University education and, if 
accepted, will produce a state of affairs which none of us 
can vitflv with equanimity. 

Mr. Shiva Dhiyan Singh supported Mr. Gupta's 
remarks in Hindustani. 

Rev. J. T. Thorne : I have every sympathy with Mr. 
Vidyarthi in his real desire to improve the condition of 
the middle and lower classes in this country. I can by 
experience sympathise with the working villager, and I 
know that he can rise. But at the same time is it not 
much better for a man to be a regular student than a pri- 
vate candidate. Private study seems to me to be one of the 
weak sides of the University system. The private student 
cannot attend lectures. He cannot easily get at books. 
He may live in inaccessible places, and then he has the 
right to be a private student. But we have in our college 
a system which encourages regular study and not private 
study. There is a system of helping poor students. That 
system was started by the late Principal some years ago. 
It is a system to which every member of the staff sub- 
scribes from his salary, the biggest percentage being 12| 
per cent, and the lowest 2 per cent. From this fund 
scholarships are given which enable poor men to be regular 
students. We can do more in this direction. It cannot 
be a popular suggesiion. Unfortunately it touches the 
pocket, and very few suggestions which touch the pocket 
are popular, but it is a very useful suggestion which I 
would very much like the Principals to consider, apart 
from the University altogether. In that way thousands 
and even lakhs of rupees can be collected each year, and 
the University can do a lot for the education of poor 
students. That would encourage regular reading instead 
of private reading. 

Mr. H. Krall : In certain colleges not only the mem- 
bers of the staff, but the students also subscribe for the 
fund for scholarships. 
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Dr, R, K. Singh : What has propped me to my feet 
is the reference to Nagpur University. I had the finishing 
touch of my education in an American University and I 
claim some acquaintance with the educational system in 
that great democracy. I would recommend to the 
custodians, of academic standard here to borrow a page 
from traditions of American Universities. In Universi- 
ties like Columbia. California and in innumerable others 
of which United States is justly proud, all sorts of faci- 
lities are permitted to stimulate University education. So 
far as instilling of University atmosphere is concerned, 
to which my friend, Principal Gupta from Khurja, has 
referred, I would like to know how a teacher in 
Balwant Rajput Collegiate School, or for the matter of 
that in Khurja, teaching the bottom classes, is having that 
advantage of University atmosphere considered a sine qua 
non of a University degree. The aim of University 
education is to extend and liberalise knowledge. If you 
subscribe to this view, you should welcome the resolution 
before the House, you can have an examination of an 
objective type. Certainly make a distinction between 
those who deserve a degree and those who do not. I 
think the time has passed and I hope beyond recall, when 
the aim of the University was to restrict knowledge, to 
adjust education to the demands of the market. The aim 
of the University, especially in an illiterate country like 
India, should be to extend knowledge even among the 
humblest. I would appeal to the Senate to extend the 
precious privilege of University education to a clerk, to a 
confectioner or to anybody who is willing to burn the 
midnight oil. Consider the absurdity of your regulations. 
Suppose Rabindra Nath Tagore, ten years before his 
death, had taken into his head to go for a University 
examination, would you have refused him this privilege ? 
In the same category would come Chintamani and in- 
numerable others who have gone up in life due to sheer 
hard work, and yet others would have been denied the 
assistance of a University because their temperament or 
circumstances did not permit what is called a regular 
University education. I know tens of boys from my own 
Collegiate School whose first preference would have been 
college education but they have been shut up from this 
privilege for the simple reason that their finances do not 
permit them University education. I would appeal to the 
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Senate to exJtend their priceless generosity to those who 
are anxious for University education by accepting the 
resolution of Mr. Vidyarthi. ^ 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta: I had not intended to 
participate in this debate nor to prolong the agoi.y of the 
members, but some of the arguments of the speakers have 
led me to put one point. If we are going to have un- 
restricted admission to the examinations of the University, 
why should we put any restriction as regards the passing 
of the Intermediate or the High School examination, why 
not let anybody come and take our examination. As 
regards the parallel which has been drawn of the Ameri- 
can University system, every writer of American Univer- 
sities has some criticism to offer about the system of 
admitting private candidates even in Columbia and Cali- 
fornia Universities themselves. It would be very few 
academic critics of the University system who would not 
say that he should have his real pattern after the Harvard 
system. The proposal which was put forward by Prin- 
cipal Thorne I would commend to every educationist. If 
we desire a state of higher education in the whole 
province, the way to do it is not by lowering academic 
standards and by the increase of private candidates but 
by trying to get as many more into our colleges as we 
possibly can by offering more scholarships and free 
studentships. If we have more students we must have 
more institutions opened at various centres. One point 
which probably has not been made yet is that those who 
have been connected with the examinations of various 
candidates know what marked difference there is between 
the standards of answers offered by the regular candidates 
and those of private candidates, and this University, I 
believe, and some other Universities and examining bodies 
put them in a separate list and one knows that one is not 
to expect the same standard from private candidates as 
one does from the regular candidates and the percentage 
of marks shows clearly that the percentage of failures 
among private candidates is much higher. Supposing 
we had 80 per cent of candidates as private candidates 
and there was a tremendous increase in failures, the 
examiners will be inclined to lower the standards. That 
would seriously reflect upon the quality of degrees and 
the recognition of these degrees by outsiders. For the 
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M.A. Examination the example of the Nagpur University 
has been put forward. Most of the other Universities 
have withdrawn this concession and I was under the 
impression that the Nagpur University withdrew it last 
year. It may be that they have re-introduced it this year, 
although I have no knowledge. If it were so, the parallel 
of one University and that too of M.A should not lead 
us to extend that privilege to lower degrees as well as to 
professional examinations. One point which has been 
made — I do not think it was seriously meant^that thereby 
the finances of the University would improve. While the 
finances of the University would improve the finances of 
the colleges would not only deteriorate but perhaps might 
go • down to nil. By trying to improve the University 
finances you will kill the colleges completely. 

Mr. Karan Singh Kane: I could not quite under- 
stand how the question of lowering of standards comes in. 
The examinees will be required lo come up to prescribed 
standards and the examiners will value the question-papers 
according to those standards. I would lend my whole- 
hearted support to this innocent proposal. I see no reason 
why gentlemen here should try to oppose innocent pro- 
posals like this. Why should they be opposed to any 
proposal which means to expand education, or to extend 
education in this country. When they hear about foreign 
countries with very high percentages of literacy they have 
to hang down their heads in shame. But whenever pro- 
posals come before us to expand the percentage of literacy 
or to improve the extent of education in this country, 
they come here and oppose them. I simply wonder why 
they should do it. I do not want to grudge the poor 
consolation that some gentlemen derive by opposing any 
good resolution that may come up. But we should give 
such proposals very dispassionate consideration before 
coming to any conclusion. So far as I can see — and mem- 
bers here have seen in the discussion about giving our 
recognition to the degrees of Kashi Vidyapith, Gurukul 
Kangri, Jamia Milia, etc. — that the proposal is important 
and innocent, and on the same principle we should accept 
this proposal also. I would, therefore, recommend this 
proposal for the acceptance of this House. 

Mr. R. S. Vidyarthi : I have not to say much on this 
debate, because the opposition to my resolution is not 
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based on many points. Only one point is referred to and 
that is that the standard of the University examinations 
will be lowered, to which my friend Mr. Kane has very 
ably replied. The other point that is put by Mr. Thorne 
is that the granting of scholarships and encouraging 
students to come to the college will serve the purpose of 
my resolution. There Mr. Thorne commits a mistake as 
there are not only financial reasons which check students 
from coming to colleges but there are many other reasons. 
For instance, some of them are engaged in such activity 
as the political one which is as good, as noble and as 
educative as the work of teachers in colleges. If the 
teachers want for themselves this privilege that they should 
be allowed to appear privately, why should not they give 
the same privilege to all those who are national workers, 
who are workers in the public cause, who devote all their 
time to the service of the nation and in a better way and 
on a higher standard and who in a very wider way do 
good work. There are persons who are engaged in pub* 
lie work, educating the masses and educating the classes 
of higher status and making better sacrifices than most of 
the teachers do. I do not cast any reflection on the 
teacher’s noble profession, but I only advocate the noble 
profession of political, educational and social workers, 
who are employed in non-recognized institutions, who a re 
carrying on the work of rural education, who are actually 
carrying on educational work in such institutions which 
are not recognised by the Government or by this Univer- 
sity. What is their fate to-day? They are not allowed 
to appear privately and they have no chance to get th e 
benefit of your degrees and your education. On what 
grounds do you debar them ? The only reason that you 
advance is that your standard will be lowered. I cannot 
understand how your standard will be lowered when you 
judge them by their answers to your examination papers. 
It is for the examiners to judge by the answer-books. On 
this ground I feel that we should be liberal enough, be- 
cause this is a body of teachers, because this is a body of 
those who come from special institutions and such institu- 
tions which are recognized by the Government, they should 
not treat other institutions which are not recognized by 
this University or the other Government examining bodies 
as pariahs, untouchables. You place on a very low plane 
all those who are not connected with you. This mentality 
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on your part is very condemnable. (Vice-Chancellor: 
You address the chair.) I was so vehement on this point, 
because I thought I was putting a just case. The custo- 
dians of our higher education are the Principals of the 
degree colleges. They have got in their hands the fate 
of education of our young men and women. I should 
expect from them a more liberal treatment of such a 
resolution as mine. They should not think with narrow 
mentality that only those who come from their institutions 
should be allowed to appear in examinations and not 
those who happen to be studying in other places. This is 
very hard upon them, this is not fair to them, we should 
be fair to those who are not with us. To be fair to others 
is something which we should do and which we cannot 
ignore. The reasons which have been forwarded by the 
opponents show that their opposition is merely technical 
and not real. The purpose of education, of spreading 
higher education, will be best served if we encourage 
people to avail of our examinations and of the opportuni- 
ties afforded by our institutions. Everybody who can 
afford to be educated as a regular student will not go 
away by the passing of this resolution. It is in the minds 
of persons like my learned friend, Mr. Sidhanta, that 
it would affect the income of colleges. (Prof. Sidhanta: 
I never said that you meant it. That was my point.) 
But I say that it will enrich the University coffers. I 
am very conscious that this will in no way reduce the 
income of the University, because no student, who can 
afford to appear as a regular student of a college, will 
prefer to appear privately by passing this resolution. Thus 
no college will suffer financially if this resolution is passed. 

The resolution was put to vote. 

By the counting of hands for and against, the resolu- 
tion was first declared lost by 15 against 21 votes. Mr, 
Vidyarthi claimed a division whereupon the Vice- 
Chancellor requested members for and against to stand 
in their seats and declared the resolution lost by 16 
against 30 votes. 

The meeting then terminated.

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31. With reference to Board of Inspection Resolu- 
tion No. 23 of March 7, 1941, the Board considered the 
report of the Inspectors on the inspection of Medical 
College, Agra, in connection with the application of the 
college for affiliation to the University for the M.B., B.S. 
degree. 

Resolved that it be recommended to the Executive 
Council that affiliation for |he M.B.,B.S. standard be granted 
to the Medical College, Agta, on the following conditions ; — 

(а) That, until additional beds can be provided in the Hospital, 
the admissions each year be limited to 50 ; 

(б) That appointments to the staff be made permanent after 
the usual period of probation ; 

(c) That the grade of the Readers be raised to that of the 
Assistant Professors, and the grade of the Lecturers be 
raised to Rs. 200—10—250, so that more highly qualified 
men may be secured; 

(d) That additional Tutors be appointed to secure not more 
than 20 students per teacher in the practical work in the 
Anatomy, Physiology, Bacteriology and Pharmacology 
Departments, and that an additional Tutor be appointed 
in Surgery and one in Medicine ; 

(e) That provision be made for the additional Nursing staff 

* required ; 

(/) That a Provident Fund be provided for non-pensionable 
appointments ; 

(g) That the scheme for new buildings and additional equip- 
ment (including the essential additions mentioned in the 
report of the Inspectors) be completed within the next 
five years ; 

(h) That the building of the proposed hostel for women 
students be taken in hand immediately and that additional 
hostel accommodation be secured for men students, the 
present hostel for men not to take more than 80 ; 

(i) That residential provision be made at once for the residence 

of the Resident Medical Officers. 

(j) That a trained Librarian be appointed and the Library 

organised on up-to-date lines ; 

(k) That an adequate office be provided and the office staff be 
strengthened by the addition of two clerks. 

32. The Board considered the report (Appendix) 
of the Committee appointed (under Board of Inspection 
Resolution No. 9 of November 22, 1940) to scrutinize 
the Annual Returns of the colleges for the year 1940-41.

College, Lakhaoti, be asked to reduce imme- 
diately the work of the members of the 
staff mentioned in Resolution 2 («) of the 
Committee) so as to bring it within the 
prescribed limits; 

(ni) that the colleges (mentioned in Resolution 
2 {Hi) of the Committee) be asked to make 
up the deficieny in Library expenditure, 
and that in supersession of recommendation 
6 on the last periodical inspection, S. D. 
College, Cawnpore, be informed that the 
minimum expenditure on Library should 
be Rs. 1,775 per annum and not Rs. 1,500 
as mentioned in the recommendation ;

136. With reference to Executive Council Resolu- 
tion No. 23 of August 30, 1941, appointing a Committee 
to draw up a Memorandum on the report of the Univer- 
sities Committee for submission to the U. P. Government, 
the Council considered, at the instance of the committee,

(e) Co-option of experts, constitution of the Executive Council

* Subsidiary Issues. 

4. Whereas this University already exercises considerable control 
over the colleges in the matters of admission, hours of work, and 
qualifications, experience and remuneration of teachers, it is un- 
desirable that the control of the University should be increased, and 
particularly that appointments to the staff of colleges should be individ- 
ually subject to the approval of the Executive Council. 

5. While the University and the colleges would welcome block 
grants from the Government, the appointment of the proposed Grants 
Committee is not desirable and the grants to the colleges should not 
be made through the University.

Introductory Speech of the Vice-Chancellor at the 
Convocation before the Convocation Address was 
delivered by Sir Sarvapalli Radhakrishnan 
Kt, M.A., D.Litt, LL.D., F.B.E. 


Members of Convocation, 

It is my very pleasant duty now to introduce to you 
Dr. Sir Sarvapalli Radhakrishnan, the distinguished 
Speaker of this afternoon. Fortunately, my task will 
not be arduous at all for S*r Radhakrishnan is so well- 
known a figure in the educational world that he hardly 
needs any introduction from me. As we are all aware, 
he is at present holding the high office of Vice-Chancellor 
of the Benares Hindu University and is also Professor 
of Eastern Religions at Oxford University. He was for 
a long time University Professor of Philosophy at 
the Calcutta University, Member of the International 
Committee on Intellectual Co-operation 1931-39, Upton 
Lecturer in Comparative Religion, Manchester College, 
Oxford and Hibbert Lecturer, 1929-30. He is the distin- 
guished author of many important and epoch-making 
works on Philosophy and Religious thought. 

Sir Radhakrishnan . is entitled to the respect and 
gratitude of his country for two special reasons. Firstly, 
he has in the midst of the stern strife and bitterness of 
the present-day world, held aloft the torch of learning 
and held fast to the highest ideals, which transcend wars, 
communal strifes and the turmoil which seems at present 
to overwhelm this unhappy world. Secondly, by his noble 
philosophy and the strength of his character and learning, 
the place he holds in the broader worM has raised the 
prestige and reputation of his country and of our ancient 
civilization in the estimation of other nations. 

Sir Radhakrishnan has, for many years, interpreted 
to the West and in America the true greatness of our 
Indian Culture and the nobility of our traditions. 

He can, therefore, be rightly described as the 
Ambassador of India to the West and as such will have 
a place in the long and honoured galaxy of religious 
leaders and masters who have, throughout the ages, sent 
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3Ut from the East their message and teaching to the 
rest of the world, and made such great mark on the minds 
jf men in the West. 

It is at great personal inconvenience, that our distin- 
guished guest has been able to spare this afternoon and 
has taken a long and tiring journey to come to Agra. 

We are deeply grateful to him for the honour he has 
done to our University and, I am sure, I am voicing the 
sentiments of all present in expressing our warm thanks 
to him and in welcoming him to our ancient city. 

I now request Sir Radhakrishnan to kindly deliver 
his address. 



FOURTEENTH ANNUAL CONVOCATION 

(November 22, 1941.) 

AN ADDRESS 

DELIVERED BY 

SIR SARVAPAllI RAOHAKRISHNAN, Kt., M.A , D.LITT., Ll.D , F.B.E, 

{Vice-Chancellor, Benares Hindu University) 

Mr. Vice-Chancellor, Members of Convocation, 
Ladies and Gentlemen : 

Let me thank most cordially the authorities of the 
Agra University for their kindness in asking me to 
address this Convocation. I congratulate the graduates 
of the year and wish them all happiness. But I do 
not know whether in the world as it is, it is easy 
to be happy. We are living in a period of strange 
moral confusion. University men who are expected 
to cherish ideals of a better life for mankind, are 
active in producing destructive and deadly weapons 
of war. Our libraries and laboratories, our institutes of 
technical research are utilised for the same purpose. 
All forces of science and culture are used for the one 
terrible and tragic purpose. This appalling condition of 
the contemporary world, this failure of man is not the 
decree of fate ; it is the work of man. It is not destiny, 
but crime. 

As University men, we are not directly concerned 
with changing the political and economic conditions 
which are responsible for the war, but it is our duty to 
propagate right ideals. If men make history, ideas 
make men. What is our objective with regard to the 
training of youth ? Are we to prepare them for life 
or for death ? Do we send children to schools, young 
men to colleges to make them behave like beasts of 
prey ? When we look around and see what is taking 
place in academic centres, how we are imposing on 
suggestible youth false ideals, how we are debasing 
the minds and corrupting, the hearts of the 
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young, making them crazy with the lusts of cruelty 
and power, do we not feel guilty of using the noble 
instrument of education for ignoble ends ? What is 
our purpose in University education ? Is it the Nazi 
ideal of military efficiency ? Is it the Fascist ideals 
of ‘work, obey and fight’ ? Are we to train the youth 
for class struggle as the Communists demand ? Will 
systems of education based on such ideals help us to 
create a new and better order of society ? The totali- 
tarian States look upon human beings as aimless, 
drifting, credulous creatures, who without any mind 
or will of their own, can be driven like cattle or 
moulded like clay by those who appoint themselves 
as their rulers. We are not taught to use our under- 
standing, but to yield like animals to our instincts and 
appetites. With loud-speakers and savage cries we 
are carried along. From the time we are born, we 
are brought under the influence of set doctrines. 
Through years of childhood and adolescence, we are 
taught to accept the prevailing orthodo-Ky. Every 
book suggests it, every paper shouts it, and every 
cinema gives it visible shape. We are moulded into 
a uniform pattern. The quality of mind is lowered 
and wp are rendered incapable of sound judgment. 
What is most vital and creative in us is destroyed and 
we forget that we have souls. To make us soulless, to 
degrade us to the level of the animal cannot be the 
purpose of education. 

Ancient Greece and India agree in holding that it 
is the aim of education to train us to apprehend the 
eternal values, to appreciate the supreme human 
virtues and the simple decencies of life. We must be 
educated not for cruelty and power but for love and 
kindness. We must develop the freshness of feeling 
for Nature, the sensitiveness of soul to human need. 
We must foster the freedom of the mind, the humanity 
of the heart, the integrity of the individual. Even 
from the nurseries, we must train human beings by 
unconscious influence and conscious effort to love 
truth, beauty and goodness. A famous Church Father 
in the Middle Ages —Bernard of Clairvaux— in a Latin 
hymn asks “Who will achieve universal peace ?’’ and 
answers “The disciplined, the dedicated, the pure in 
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heart and the gentle in spirit.” No machinery which 
the art of man can devise will work unless there is 
behind it the proper temper of mind. To create and 
maintain that temper should be the aim of education 
in a civilised society. Plato had a clear vision of the 
goal and method of education. Though we may not 
understand all that we read, by surrounding ourselves 
with the work of great minds, a touch of their great- 
ness passes on to us winning us ‘‘imperceptibly from 
earliest childhood into resemblance, love and harmony 
with the beauty of reason.” ‘‘They sink deeply into 
the recesses of the soul and take a powerful hold of it. 
He who has been duly brought up therein will hawe 

the keenest eye for defects and, feeling a most 

just contempt for them, will welcome what is beauti- 
ful, and gladly receive it into his soul, and feed on it, 
and grow to be noble and good ; and he will rightly 
reject and hate all that is ugly, even in his childhood 
before he has come to the age of reason, and when 
reason comes, he will welcome her ardently, because 
this has been his upbringing’”. There are no mechani- 
cal cures for psychological maladies. If the world is 
suffering from sickness of spirit, we have to cure it. 
India has her proud heritage and is broadbased on the 
central culture of mankind. We are not a rootless 
people deriving a fickle inspiration from transient 
fashions. We have been taught the transience of 
mere material wealth and the transcendent importance 
of the spirit in man. We must vindicate that spirit 
against the deadweight of circumstance. Indian 
culture has stood for the ideal of freedom of thought and 
worship, though there were periods in which allegiance 
to this ideal was weak and others in which it suffered 
eclipse. It welcomed the Jews, the Christians, the 
Parsees and the Muslims. It not only allowed them 
freedom to practise their rites and forms of belief but 
provided facilities for doing so. Its essential aim has 
been the recognition of universal human worth and 
dignity of unity amidst diversity, of co-operation 
despite differences. 

We are demanding a more equitable social order. 
We can achieve it only if we plan our education

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properly and strive to eliminate the sources of 
inequities and injustices. Education is the means 
for the reconstitution of society. If we are to 
prepare ourselves for a democratic order, our education 
must have in view the development of each and every 
individual, as a producer, as a citizen, as a human 
being. He must have opportunity to develop to the 
utmost his innate ability and genius— physical, mental 
and spiritual. Equality of opportunity is the basic 
principle of democracy and that can be realised only 
if we have faith in the dignity- of the human soul. 

The present war is said to be a conflict between de- 
mocracy and the evil things opposed to it. It is not, 
however, a straight struggle between democracy and 
tyranny, not a clean fight between good and evil, or 
right and wrong. We will be more correct if we say 
that it is a conflict between some measure of truth and 
falsehood, between unfulfilled law and brute force, 
between the whispers of human conscience and the call 
of the wild jungle. In the present circumstances, the 
chances of upbuilding this world are bound up with the 
victory of the Allies We are directly interested in 
the triumph of order over chaos, of liberty over en- 
slavement. India, therefore, is whole-heartedly on the 
side of Britain, America and Russia in this conflict 
with Nazism. But if Britain has not been able to mobi- 
lise, not the material resources but the moral forces, it 
is because she is unwilling, even in this critical hour, to 
apply the principles of democracy to India. Naturally 
there are people who contend that the war is an im- 
perialist war for the defence of this straggling ramshackle 
system of domination, finance, trade and tradition : 
the British Empire. The love of liberty which contact 
with British institutions has bred in us cannot be torn 
out of our soul. Political subjection is moral degrada- 
tion, not for countries overrun by Hitler but for 
countries which are in a dependent position like India. 
Tn the last half of the Seventeenth Century, Leibnitz who 
lived his best years between two great wars wrote: “By 
shameful submission, men’s minds will be progressively 
intimidated and crushed till they become at last in- 
capable of all feeling. Inured to ill-treatment and 
Jiabituated to bear it patiently, they will end by regard- 
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ing it as a fatality which they can do nothing but 
endure. All will go together down the broad high 
road to slavery.’’ To ask India to fight for Britain 
simply because the Nazis will be worse is not fair to 
Britain or to India. Are we to stand up for Britain 
simply because we must avoid the 'worse alternative of 
Nazi despotism ? Before it is too late, I hope, Britain 
will establish her good faith at the bar of history, by 
implemejiting her many pledges and declaring that 
India, not at some undated future but immediately 
after the war, be a free and equal country in the com- 
monwealth of nations. 

Victory over Nazi Germany is not enough. We 
must win the peace and not lose it as we did in the 
last war. It will be an utter waste of much material 
treasure and precious human life, if we revert back to 
pre-war conditions. All the belligerents speak 
of a new order but there is no agreement about its 
character. It must be democratic in an essential sense. 
It must be a world in which all nations, strong and 
weak, are free and all races white and coloured have 
opportunity for self-expression and development. 

Graduates of the year, you will soon face the cares 
and anxieties of life. We are intellectually poor, 
inwardly torn, profoundly uneasy and ignorant of the 
future. There are forebodings of evil. The bonds that 
unite us are rudely sundered by politics. We have a 
small but influential minority of Leaders who depend 
for their existence on Indian disunity or at any rate 
profit by it and, therefore, feel no sort of longing for 
Indian freedom and unity. Our one purpose should be 
to see India united, tranquil and gracious with a new 
way of life. India, impoverished and harassed, the 
prey of schism and division must be raised to a happy 
and prosperous condition with internal unity and 
illumination of spirit, where youth will have opportu- 
nity and age security. We must . cut through the 
confusions created by the shortsighted politicians and 
the timid careerists who play upon old prejudices. We 
must strive for the great ideals of economic justice, 
social equality and political freedom. For them hard 
work, self-control, and effective propaganda are essential. 
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Our chief weapons are commonsense, sanity and coolness. 
The Universities are here to equip us with them. 
It does not matter if we fail in our attempt, for the 
meaning of life is not in accomplishment as in the 
effort to grow better. We must dare to fail before we 
can hope to succeed. This age has no parallel for the 
magnitude of its enterprises for those who would be 
men, and I do hope and pray that you will quit your- 
selves like men.
